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This  book  has  a  two-fold  purpose:  to  assemble  all  available 
materials  on  the  various  related  Hendricks  families  and  to  make  such 
records  useful  to  the  genealogical  researcher  that  duplication  of  re¬ 
search  efforts  may  be  avoided. 

It  is  not  a  book  to  be  read  as  you  would  read  a  novel,  but  it  is  a 
book  of  recorded  fact,  especially  names,  dates  and  places  We  ate  well 
aware  of  the  numerous  accomplishments  of  members  of  this  fami  y.  any 
have  gained  local,  national  and  even  international  distinction  and 
become  leaders  in  politics,  business,  science,  medicine,  ecc^siastical 
affairs,  military  details,  athletics,  education  and  m  many  other  facets 
of  life.  But  due  to  the  lack  of  space  in  this  one  volume  it  was  not 
possible  to  list  these  individual  accomplishments.  We  felt  the  need* 
this  time  to  revere  those  who  have  passed  on.  Pictures  and  biographie 
were  included  on  every  individual  who  appears  as  a  parent  in  the  firs 
five  generations  wherever  such  was  available.  In  the  fi  t  genera  ion, 
for  the  most  part,  a  short  biography  was  used  but  in  the  earlier  gene  - 
tions  anything  available  was  related.  The  more  recent  generations,  where 
many  of  the  individuals  are  still  living,  are  recorded  with  genealogical 

information  only. 

We  feel  the  need  to  preserve  records  for  the  coming  generations, 
that  they  might  know  of  those  who  have  helped  colonize,  pioneer,  bui 
and  preserve  this  land.  May  you  come  to  know  these  ancest, ors--le£™ 
love  and  respect  them  for  the  lives  they  lived.  This  volume  may  help 
you  become  better  acquainted  with  them,  for  they  left  a  mark  on  the 
pages  of  history  although  many  of  them  were  never  listed  as  such  in 
historical  records.  Some  were  mentioned  only  at  the  time  of  bir  > 
marriage,  or  death,  or  perhaps  at  the  birth  or  marriage  of  a  child-  and 
at  times  even  this  record  cannot  be  found.  Sometimes  a  name  is  Preserved 
by  the  transaction  of  a  deed  or  will.  But  these  are  hard,  cold  £a=“- 
giving  no  clue  to  the  real  character  of  the  man.  So  fortunate  we  are 
when  an  old  letter,  diary,  sketch,  or  picture  can  be  ° 

see  this  man  or  woman  as  an  individual  with  distinct  character  trai 
just  as  you  and  I.  Thus,  you  will  come  to  know  him;  he  “tllthen  become 
an  ancestor  to  make  you  proud.  It  once  was  said  A  people  *?ieve 

no  pride  in  the  noble  achievements  of  noble  ancestors  will 

anything  worthy  to  be  remembered  with  pride  by  remote  descendants  . 
anything  It  -s  hoped  that  individuals  or  family  groups  may

In  the  appendix  we  have  gone  beyond  those  listed  in  the  nine  gener¬ 
ations  of  the  descendants  of  Henry  and  Sarah  (Thompson)  Hendricks, 
many  cases  tracing  these  individual  families  back  to  the  immigran 
ancestor,  and  in  some  cases  even  beyond,  giving  genealogical  da u, and 
citing  references  where  additional  materials  on  these  families  may  ® 
found  We  felt  you  might  be  interested  in  the  inside  cover  ^showing 
some  of  the  localities  where  our  families  originated. 
been  searched  for  this  material,  among  those  are  family  histones, 


and  church  records,  Bible  records  as  well  as  local  historical  and 
genealogical  records.  The  various  sources  are  indicated  and  reference 
may  be  made  to  them  in  the  Bibliography. 

The  information  on  the  descendants  of  Henry  and  Sarah  (Thompson) 
Hendricks  known  as  the  generations  one  through  nine,  have  come  to  us 
from  family  members.  We  have  taken  all  pains  to  correct  any  possible 
errors,  but  in  some  cases  this  was  not  possible  or  may  not  have  been 
detected  by  us.  It  has  been  stated  that  a  record  may  have  a  mistake 
but  is  to  be  respected  until  it  is  proven  wrong,  so  if  you  detect 
errors  that  were  missed  by  us,  please  forgive  us. 

In  some  cases  you  will  note  that  biographies  and  letters  have 
been  copied  exactly  as  they  were  received,  thus  grammer  and  content  were 
not  edited  in  any  way. 

We  hope  that  this  record  in  its  printed  form  will  prove  to  be  a  source 
of  great  worth;  something  you  can  hand  to  future  generations  with  pride, 
for  truly  your  HENDRICKS  ancestors  were  among  those  of  whom  you  can  be 
proud. 
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HOW  TO  USE  THIS  BOOK 


This  index  is  according  to  numbers,  not  pages.  The  index  is 
alphabetical  according  to  the  surname.  In  the  case  of  a  married  woman, 
she  will  appear  only  under  her  maiden  name.  An  in-law,  either  man  or 
woman  will  be  given  the  same  number  in  the  index  as  the  man  or  woman  to 
whom  he  or  she  is  married,  in  as  much  as  they  will  both  appear  under 
this  same  number  in  the  body  of  the  book. 

A  +  sign  preceeding  the  name  of  a  child  indicates  that  child  will  be 
found  in  the  next  generation  under  the  same  number  as  a  parent.  The 
outside  numbers  are  the  numbers  of  parents  and  the  inside  numbers  are  the 
children. 

In  the  first  line  of  the  individual  family  listing,  there  appears 
one  or  more  superscript  numbers,  such  as  William  Dorris  (James  1 
Abraham12Henry1) .  The  superscript  number  of  that  individual  is  the 
number  given  him  in  this  record  and  wherever  he  appears  it  will  be  the 
same  number.  The  names  in  parenthesis  on  the  lines  using  these  super¬ 
script  numbers  indicate  the  direct  line  of  ancestry,  each  name  indica¬ 
ting  a  different  generation.  Thus,  Henry1  is  the  first  generation, 
Abraham12  is  the  second  generation,  James-^1  is  the  third  generation,  etc. 
(There  are  nine  generations  so  listed  in  the  main  section  of  the  book.) 
Maiden  names  and  previous  married  names  of  women  will  also  be  shown  in 
parenthesis . 

In  the  appendix  there  is  additional  information  on  various  related 
families;  for  the  most  part  on  the  ancestry  of  Henry1.  These  will 
appear  under  the  various  family  names  of  Couwenhoven,  Dorris,  Frost, 
Hendricks,  Hinton,  Parsells,  Schenck,  Thompson,  Van  Pelt  and  Wyckoff. 

In  as  much  as  the  individuals  are  not  given  numbers  in  this  section 
they  will  not  be  listed  individually  in  the  index,  but  reference  will  be 
made  to  the  family  surname.  In  many  instances  other  printed  books  exist 
on  these  families,  therefore  all  information  is  not  included  in  this 
book,  but  reference  is  made  to  that  record,  wnereby  additional  searches 
may  be  conducted  by  those  interested.  Our  direct  line  is  indicated  by 
a  +  preceeding  the  name  as  a  child,  then  the  next  family  following  will 
be  that  of  this  same  child  as  a  parent (c+y also  continued, not  direct  line.) 

Research  has  been  conducted  on  various  lines,  namely,  Hendricks, 
Hinton,  Dorris,  Frost,  and  Parsell  through  the  Genealogical  Society  of 
Utah.  These  reports  are  included  where  pertinent  under  that  family 
surname  in  the  appendix.

He  married  3  Apr.  1751 
at  Middletown,  N.J.,  SARAH  THOMPSON,  daughter  of  Thomas  and  Agnes  Thompson. 
This  couple  were  the  parents  of  twelve  children.  The  christening  record  of 
the  first  six  children  is  found  in  the  Dutch  Reformed  Church  records  of 
Middletown,  N.J.;  evidently  the  family  then  began  to  move  southward.  No 
definite  birth  record  is  available  for  the  other  six  children.  Neither  do 
we  have  record  of  the  death  or  burial  of  Henry  or  Sarah.

The  following  pension  record  was  obtained  --  #24388  -- 
pension  Mar.  13,  1833,  Sumner  Co.,  Tenn. 

"Albert  Hendricks,  resident  of  Sumner  Co.,  Tenn.,  age  74  years  asks 
for  pension  under  act  of  1831. 

He  states  he  was  inducted  into  service  at  Frederick,  Md.  1771. 

Served  two  or  three  months.  Later  re-enlisted  at  Frederick 
serving  in  N.  J.,  then  was  discharged;  a  fourth  enlistment  carried 
him  to  Charleston,  S.  C.  where  he  was  taken  prisoner.  After 
release  he  entered  a  fifth  time  serving  12  months.  After  his 
return,  he  being  a  single  man,  lived  about  two  years  at  Ft. 

Cumberland,  when  he  married  and  settled  in  Rockingham  Co.,  N.C. 

In  1799  he  moved  to  Sumner  Co.,  Tenn.  where  he  lived  20  years, 
then  for  10  years  he  crossed  into  Kentucky;  but  finally  moved 
back  into  Tennessee.  Asked  to  name  some  officers  he  served  under, 
he  named  Abel  Hendricks. 

In  May  1844  Margaret  Hendricks,  age  80  years,  appeared  in  court  to 
obtain  the  benefits  of  the  pension  act  of  1838.  She  swore  she 
married  Albert  Hendricks,  9  Sept.  1792,  in  Rockingham  Co.,  N.C. 

Also  appeared  Samuel  Hinton,  age  43,  that  he  married  the  daughter 
of  Albert  Hendricks  --  he  often  had  heard  them  say  their  first 
child  was  born  dead,  but  they  had  several  other  children.  He 
married  the  second  of  their  children,  Rebecca  Hendricks.  Albert 
Hendricks  died  14  Sept.  1843.  Jesse  and  John  Hinton  (didn't  say 
if  they  were  Samuel’s  children)  swore  to  knowing  Albert  Hendricks. 

Margaret  Hendricks  died  28  Nov.  1848.  Their  children  being  Margaret, 
Rebecca,  Susan  Moody,  and  John  Hendricks."

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Exactly  where  Abraham  was  born  is  not  known;  he  was  in  Rowan  Co.,  N.  C. 
early  in  his  life  and  quite  possibly  was  born  there.  A  deed  was  issued  to  an 
Abraham  Hendrixson  on  the  16th  day  of  July  1795  in  County  of  Rowan,  Deed 
Book  14  --  p.  635,  for  two  hundred  acres. 

Later  we  find  him  in  Simpson  Co.,  Ky.  His  last  child,  James,  was  born  in 
Franklin,  Simpson  Co.,  Ky.  in  1808.  Drusilla  (Dorris)  Hendricks,  the  wife 
of  James,  wrote  an  historical  sketch*  in  which  she  states  “James  Hendricks' 
father,  Abraham,  was  too  young  to  fight  in  the  Revolutionary  War,  but  three 
of  his  brothers  did  engage. 

One  for  seven  years,  one  for  three  years,  and  one  for  two  years,  while 
Abraham  was  left  at  home  with  his  parents".  Nothing  more  is  mentioned  of 
Abraham  until  they  visited  him  in  his  declining  years  near  Independence,  Mo. 
Drusilla  states  that  she  and  James  were  living  with  the  Saints  in  Clay  Co., 
Mo.  when  they  were  visited  by  her  husband's  father,  brother  and  wife,  and 
sister.  The  family  insisted  James  and  Drusilla  accompany  them  back,  which 
they  did,  as  James  wanted  to  see  the  rest  of  his  sisters  who  were  living  in 
Missouri.  It  is  regrettable  that  no  names  were  mentioned  in  this  sketch, 
but  this  does  locate  the  family  prior  to  the  death  of  Abraham,  of  which  we 
have  no  record . 

Abraham  and  Charlotte  (Hinton)  Hendricks  were  the  parents  of  ten  children.

16.  JOHN  THOMPSON  HENDRICKS,  son  of  John^ (Henryk)  and  Mary  (Perkins)  Hendricks, 
born  26  Aug.  1793,  Rockingham  Co.,  N.  C.  On  25-30  of  July  1818,  he  married 
TABITHA  DORRIS*  in  Simpson  Co.,  Ky.,  daughter  of  William  and  Catherine 
(Frost)  Dorris.  She  was  born  12  Jan.  1803  in  Sumner  Co.,  Tenn;  she  died 
8  Jan.  1890  in  Simpson  Co.,  Ky.,  and  was  buried  in  the  Peden  Burial  Ground, 
near  Franklin,  Ky. 

The  following  is  a  verbatim  copy  of  the  obituary  notice  of  the  death  of 
John  Thompson  Hendricks: 

Captain  John  T.  Hendricks 

"The  final  moment  came,  the  weary  wheels  of  life  stood  still, 
and  a  long  and  beautiful  life  was  peacefully  ended. 

Capt.  John  T.  Hendricks  (we  love  to  call  him  Uncle  John) 
was  born  in  North  Carolina  26  Aug.  1793;  emigrated  to  Kentucky  in 
1802,  and  died  in  his  ninety-fifth  year,  19  Apr.  1888.  "Like  a 
shock  of  corn  in  his  season,  he  came  to  his  grain  in  full  age, 
honored  and  revered  by  all  whose  pleasure  it  was  to  know  him. 

Though  his  end  was  anticipated,  yet  a  gloom  pervades  the 
community  in  which  he  lived;  by  none  is  he  missed  so  sadly  as  by 
his  worthy  help-meet,  who  walked  with  him  seventy  years  through 
this  earthly  vale,  the  idol  of  his  heart.  His  comforter  in  every 
time  of  trouble  (besides  his  Maker  and  Redeemer)  his  all,  and  in 
all  God  bless  Aunt  Tabitha  Hendricks.  May  this  dispensation  of 
providence  work  out  for  her  a  far  more  exceding  and  eternal  weight 
of  glory,  whereby  she  may  meet  him  in  realms  of  bliss  when  the 
trials  of  earth  are  over.  May  all  those  who  were  near  to  him  by 
the  ties  of  consanquinity,  be  reconciled  to  his  departure,  for 
to  depart  and  be  with  Christ  is  far  better.  Stand  fast  therefore 
children,  with  one  mind  and  heart,  striving  together  for  the  faith 
of  the  Gospel  promises. 

It  would  seem  to  be  a  matter  of  supererogation  to  say 
anything  commendatory  of  this  old  departed  patriarch  since  he 
was  so  well  and  favorably  known.  First  of  all  when  a  young  man, 
he  obeyed  the  mandates  of  the  scriptures,  to-wit.  Made  his  bread 
by  the  sweat  of  his  brow;  he  was  a  wagon  maker  by  trade.  His 
timbers  were  always  seasoned,  as  those  who  patronized  him  can 
testify.  He  was  a  patriot,  and  demonstrated  his  love  for  the 
fair  name  of  his  country  by  offering  his  services  in  her  defense 
at  the  battle  of  New  Orleans.  Returning  home  from  that  sanquinary 
conflict,  he  determined  that  it  was  not  good  that  man  should  be 
alone,  and  so  he  chose  for  a  wife  the  fair  Miss  Tabitha  Dorris, 
daughter  of  William  Dorris,  living  at  Hamilton  Station,  an 
Indian  Fort  near  Tyree  Springs,  Tenn. 

He  then  planted  a  tree,  built  a  house  and  reared  up  sons  and 
daughters;  five  daughters  to  be  a  comfort  to  him  in  his  declining 
years.  Under  the  shade  of  this  same  tree  he  ever  afterwards  lived 
in  peace  and  harmony  for  seventy  years  and  like  the  old  patriarch, 

Jacob,  "gathered  up  his  feet  into  his  bed  and  yielded  up  the  ghost."

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The  following  is  an  exact  copy  of  the  obituary  notice  of  Tabitha  Dorris 
Hendricks:  Desert  Evening  News:  Jan.  19,  1891;  p.  8 

“Hendricks  --  Of  old  age,  at  her  residence  in  Simpson  Co.  Ky.; 

Mrs.  Tabitha  Dorris  Hendricks,  widow  of  the  late  John  T.  Hendricks. 

She  was  within  four  days  of  her  eighty -seventh  birthday,  and  had 
been  a  member  of  the  L.D.S.  church  for  56  years,  having  been 
baptized  10  Mar.  1835.  She  was  the  mother  of  10  children,  all  but 
one  of  them  living  to  the  age  of  manhood  and  womanhood.  Of  these, 
three,  two  daughters  and  one  son,  embraced  the  faith  of  their 
mother.  She  had  the  blessings  bestowed  on  her  of  seeing  her 
children's  children  to  the  fourth  generation,  leaving  about  one 
hundred  descendants . 

She  died  in  full  assurance  of  the  faith  she  has  held  during 
a  great  part  of  her  life.  She  was  widely  known  and  loved  by  the 
people  of  the  country  where  she  had  spent  a  long  and  useful  life.*’ 

John  Thompson  Hendricks  and  Tabitha  Dorris  were  the  parents  of  ten 
children,  all  born  in  Simpson  Co.  Ky.

UNCLE  JOHN  HENDRICKS 

“Sketch  of  an  aged  Texan  closely  related  to  the  Late  John  T.  Hendricks 
of  this  county.  He  formerly  lived  here. 
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"The  following  sketch  was  clipped  from  a  Texas  Paper.  The  subject 
of  it  was  formerly  a  citizen  of  this  county  and  had  many  relatives  of 
the  name  living  in  Simpson  who  will  be  interested  in  reading  the  brief, 
but  somewhat  remarkable  sketch  of  him  below: 

Dennison,  Texas  Jan.  5th  --  In  yesterdays  correspondence  from  Sherman 
to  the  News,  mention  is  made  of  the  death  of  "Uncle"  John  Hendricks. 
Inasmuch  as  there  is  a  good  deal  of  Texas  and  Grayson  County  history 
connected  with  the  life  of  Mr.  Hendricks,  the  correspondant  called  on 
one  of  the  great-grandchildren  of  the  old  Gentleman  and  secured  the 
following  particulars  with  reference  to  his  early  life  and  his  life  in 
Texas : 

"At  the  time  of  his  death  John  Hendricks  lacked  only  27  days  of 
being  94  years  of  age.  He  was  the  oldest  son  of  Grayson  Co.,  and  a 
pioneer  of  1845.  His  father  Albert  Hendricks  (Uncle  Obbie)  served  four 
years  under  Washington  in  the  Revolutionary  War  and  at  the  end  of  his 
service  removed  from  New  Jersey,  his  native  State,  to  Rockingham  Co., 

N.C.  where  his  son,  John  Hendricks,  was  born  7  Feb.  1798. 

"John  Hendricks  left  the  old  homestead  on  attaining  his  20th  year, 
going  in  1818  to  Sumner  Co.,  Tenn.  where  he  married  June  6  the  following 
year.  Soon  afterwards  he  moved  to  Simpson  Co.,  Ky.  remaining  there  a 
number  of  years,  emigrated  to  Jackson  Co.,  Mo.  where  he  remained  until 
1845  when  he  came  to  Texas. 

"While  on  his  way,  and  within  two  days  travel  of  the  Red  River 
crossing,  he  heard  the  cannonading  at  Old  Fort  Washita,  celebrating  the 
annexation  of  Texas  to  the  United  States.  At  that  time  all  of  Texas 
west  of  Bonham,  including  the  present  area  of  Grayson  County  was  called 
Fannin  district.  He  helped  to  lay  the  bounds  of  Grayson  County,  and 
was  one  of  three  Commissioners  appointed  by  the  legislature  to  lay  off 
Sherman,  the  county  seat,  which  they  located  six  miles  west  of  the 
present  city  of  Sherman. 

"The  first  session  of  Court  in  Grayson  County,  was  held  under  an 
elm  tree  on  his  place  and  justice  was  administered  there  with  all  the 
formality  and  impressiveness  that  now  attends  judicial  proceedings. 

The  juries  on  being  charged,  retired  to  some  isolated  opening  where 
verdicts  were  rendered  with  the  same  secrecy,  that  obtains  in  jury  rooms. 

"The  county  seat  was  removed  from  Old  Sherman  to  the  present 
location  on  account  of  scarcity  of  water.  John  Hendricks  subsequently 
solved  the  water  problem  by  sinking  the  "White  Rock  Well",  the  first 
well  dug  in  Grayson  County. 

"He  survived  his  wife,  Ruth,  ten  years.  They  were  the  parents  of 
16  children,  ten  sons  and  six  daughters,  of  whom  nine  are  living.  His 
descendants  number  115  representing  five  generations.  It  can  truly  be 
said  of  Uncle  John,  that  he  went  to  his  grave  at  peace  with  God  and  all 
mankind.  He  left  countless  friends,  not  one  enemy. 

"He  was  strong  mentally  and  physically.  He  possessed  a  voice  that 
has  often  been  heard  at  a  distance  of  four  miles,  each  word  clear  and 
distinct  as  the  note  of  a  bugle  horn.  His  memory  was  wonderful  and 
served  him  up  to  the  hour  of  his  death."

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At  this  time,  the  Hendricks  family  lived  in  Simpson  Co.,  Ky.  probably  10  to 
15  miles  from  the  Dorris  home.  They  had  13  children  but  all  records  do  not 
agree  as  to  the  names  of  these  children.  Rebecca  was  born  22  Feb.  1793  in 
Sumner  Co.,  Tenn.  and  died  of  smallpox  in  December  of  1835.  Samuel  was 
broken  in  spirit  and  in  the  spring  of  1837  took  his  family  by  team  to 
Nashville  and  there  took  a  steamboat  for  New  Orleans,  then  up  the  Red  River 
to  Minden,  La.  where  he  resided  for  several  years  in  Claiborne  Parish. 

In  1843,  according  to  the  biography  of  Tabitha  Hendricks  Ricks,  Neriah  Lewis, 
(the  husband  of  her  eldest  sister,  Rebecca)  came  on  horseback  to  visit  the 
family,  and  prevailed  on  her  father  to  let  him  take  Tabitha  and  two  other 
sisters,  Sarah  and  Elizabeth,  to  live  with  his  family  in  Illinois.  Good 
man  that  Samuel  was,  he  wanted  his  children  to  be  better  schooled  and  pre¬ 
pared  for  the  battle  of  life,  so  he  provided  a  team  and  wagon  and  they 

started  on  their  journey.  There  is  no  further  information  on  Samuel 

except  that  he  died  in  Louisianna  8  Apr.  1856,  thirteen  years  after  his 
little  girls  had  left  him. 

Samuel  and  Rebecca  were  the  parents  of  thirteen  children,  all  born  in  Simpson 
Co.,  Ky.

Columbus ,  Ky . 

December  the  19th,  1861 

"Dear  Brother  &  Sister  &  Nephew: 

I  again  write  to  let  you  know  I  am  not  well  nor  have  not  been  for 
seven  or  eight  weeks.  I  have  had  the  jaundice,  diareah  and  bad 
cold.  I  am  fearful  I  am  taking  the  liver  complaint.  I  am  so 
hoarse  now  I  can  scarcely  talk.  I  can't  sing  or  hollow  at  all. 

I  have  nothing  interesting  to  write  you.  I  have  written  twice 
to  you  since  the  battle  here.  The  health  of  the  Company  is 
improving,  we  have  some  8  or  10  sick  in  our  Company  at  present. 

Clay  Gryder  and  Dick  Holomon  have  been  discharged.  James  Barnard 
will  probably  go  home  on  furlow.  If  my  health  does  not  improve 
I  will  go  home  on  furlow  in  a  week  or  2  more.  Some  of  the 
Officers  say  I  ought  to  be  discharged  but  I  don't.  I  would 
accept  a  discharge  unless  I  find  I  can't  get  well  in  camp.  It  is 
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a  bad  chance  to  get  well  here,  the  Surgeons  and  Doctors  have 
so  much  sickness  to  attend  to  they  will  not  notice  a  person 
unless  he  will  tumble  down  and  groan  and  hollow  like  he  is  nearly 
dead.  So  no  more  on  that  subject. 

We  are  expecting  another  battle  here  every  day.  We  are  preparing 
for  them  Northerners.  We  are  still  forting  up  yet,  building 
winter  quarters  and  we  have  30  or  35  thousand  soldiers  here  and 
more  coming  in  every  day.  We  have  a  floating  battery  here  with 
18  or  twenty  cannons  on  it.  5  or  6  gunboats,  also,  with  lots  of 
cavalry  and  flying  artillery  and  infantry. 

I  have  nothing  more  to  write  to  you  at  present  only  give  my 
respects  to  all  my  friends  and  accept  a  share  yourself.  If  I  do 
not  go  home,  do  write  to  me,  write  anyhow.  I  have  looked  for 
letters  from  you  but  in  vain.  If  I  do  not  go  home  soon  I  want 
you  to  do  the  best  you  can  for  me  and  I  will  pay  you  for  your 
trouble  when  I  do  go  home.  I  don't  need  any  money  from  Claiborne 
and  hope  I  will  not  need  anymore  than  the  Confederate  States  will 
pay  me.  I  have  been  paid  $28.60  cts.  and  I  would  send  you  some 
money  if  I  knew  I  would  get  healthy  but  I  reckon  I  had  better 
keep  my  money  for  fear  I  may  need  it.  So  no  more  at  present, 
but  I  remain  yours  sincerely" 

Abraham  Hendricks 

"Sarah  I  want  you  and  John  to  write  to  me.  You  know  not  how  it 
makes  me  rejoice  to  get  letters  from  relatives.  I  got  a  letter 
from  Mag  Hendricks  yesterday.  I  was  glad  to  hear  from  them." 

Note-  This  is  a  copy  of  the  original  letter.  It  is  not  known  what 
brother  he  refers  to  above,  unless  it  is  Sarah's  second  husband,  Peyton 
R.  Lunsford,  and  her  son,  by  her  first  marriage,  John  Wattis. 

Abraham  Hendricks  died  from  measles  while  in  the  Confederate  Army  camp  3 
months  after  entering  the  Army.

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Many  interesting  incidents  in  the  lives  of  James  and  Drusilla  are  related 
by  her  in  the  following  sketch. 

HISTORICAL  SKETCH  OF  JAMES  HENDRICKS  AND  DRUSILLA  DORRIS  HENDRICKS 

(Dictated  by  Drusilla  Dorris  Hendricks  after  the  death  of  her 
husband.  Some  deletions  were  made  by  the  author  from  the 
original  autobiography,  but  it  has  not  been  edited  otherwise) 

"James  Hendricks  was  born  23  June  1808  in  the  Country  east  about  8  or  10 
miles  from  Franklin,  Simpson  County,  Kentucky.  Drusilla  Dorris  Hendricks 
was  born  February  8,  1810,  Sumner  County,  Tennessee.  A  coincident  is  here 
manifest.  James  Hendricks  and  Drusilla  Dorris  were  both  the  tenth  child 
and  the  youngest  of  their  fathers  family.  James  Hendricks'  father, 

Abraham,  was  too  young  to  fight  in  the  Revolutionary  War  but  three  of  his 
brothers  did  engage.  One  for  7  years,  one  for  3  years,  and  one  for  2  years 
while  Abraham  was  left  at  home  with  his  parents. 

The  first  thing  I  can  recollect  was  the  earth  shaking  and  my  eldest  brother 
and  wife  running  with  me  to  my  father 9 s  house.*  The  next  incident  I  can 
remember,  I  was  saying  Prayer  after  My  Father.  I  was  then  about  five  years 
of  age.  He  was  a  praying  man.  There  was  much  talk  concerning  Religion. 

My  parents  were  Baptists,  our  neighbors  were  Methodists  and  Presbyterians, 
so  I  heard  much  contention  on  religion.  I  was  a  child  but  continued  to 
pray  after  my  Father  until  I  was  6  years  of  age.  Then  there  were  revivals 
among  the  different  denominations  and  with  them  came  the  Jirks  and  dancing. 
My  Father  became  disgusted  but  read  and  prayed  the  more  until  the  king  of 
exercise  ceased.  In  my  seventh  year  my  Father  sent  me  to  school  six  months. 
I  learned  to  read  and  write  a  very  little.  Then  my  reading  was  confined  to 
the  Bible  and  Hymn  Book,  until  I  could  recite  pages  of  it  without  looking 
at  the  book.  In  the  year  1817  my  Father  moved  a  short  distance  to  be 
nearer  his  married  children  but  not  out  of  the  Country  where  I  was  born. 
Nothing  of  note  happened  to  me  until  I  was  in  my  10th  year.  Then  there 
was  some  sickness  in  my  Father's  family.  I  was  sent  on  an  errand  to  three 
or  four  places  and  waded  a  stream  of  water  and  took  cold.  I  still  had  my 
places  of  Prayer  but  dare  pray  after  my  Father  no  longer;  I  thought  him  to 
be  a  Christian  while  I  was  a  sinner.  And  when  I  went  to  my  Prayers  I  could 
say  nothing  but  "Lord  have  mercy  on  me  and  save  me  from  that  awful  place  I 
have  heard  so  much  about. 

1  was  taken  with  a  severe  pain  in  my  side  and  for  three  days  and  nights 
they  thought  I  would  die.  They  sent  for  the  Doctor  and  also  my  brothers 
and  sisters. 

The  Doctor  was  a  faith  Doctor  and  a  minister  in  the  Baptist  Church.  The 
pain  crossed  to  the  right  side  and  he  succeeded  in  keeping  it  there.  My 
friends  all  gave  me  up  except  my  father  and  mother.  I  have  heard  my  Mother 
tell  how  she  would  go  before  the  Lord  and  bury  her  face  in  the  dust  and 
beseech  him  to  spare  my  life.  Ify  Father  told  the  same  thing  and  the  Doctor 
prayed  in  the  family.  He  asked  the  Lord  to  spare  my  life  and  led  me  to  my 
parents  in  their  old  age.  He  also  asked  that  I  might  become  a  Mother  in 
Israel  and  do  much  good  in  my  days,  all  of  which  I  never  forgot. 

I  lay  in  great  pain,  they  had  to  move  me  in  a  sheet  for  I  could  not  move 
myself.  One  evening  -  I  think  it  must  have  been  sunset,  my  Mother  came  and 

*  New  Madrid  Earthquake  of  1811-12  which  formed  the  Realfoot  Lake. 
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asked  me  how  I  felt.  I  was  sinking  under  the  load  I  felt  on  me  and  I  said, 

M0h  Mother,  raise  me  up"  and  as  she  raised  me  up  the  light  and  glory  of 

Heaven  seemed  to  fill  the  house.  I  shouted  and  praised  God  in  the  Name  of 
Jesus.  I  quoted  scripture  from  Genesis  to  Revelations.  My  pain  was  gone. 

I  felt  as  light  as  a  feather.  I  was  so  happy.  Ify  brothers  and  sisters  came 
to  bid  me  goodby.  tfy  father  came  and  said  "Drusilla,  who  will  deal  with 
you  after  death'*.  I  said,  "God  Almighty,  but  I  am  not  going  to  die.  I 

want  to  live  to  be  baptized  for  the  remission  of  my  sins."  I  saw  it  as 

plain  as  when  I  heard  the  Gospel.  I  began  slowly  to  recover  but  my  pain 
settled  in  my  right  shoulder  and  on  the  15th  of  February,  1817,  the  Doctor 
took  out  my  collar  bone  and  many  pieces  of  bone  came  after  and  I  was  kept 
under  the  influence  of  medicine  for  two  years.  The  Doctor  called  my  disease 
"A  white  swelling."  tfy  system  began  to  be  more  healthful  and  I  began 
to  be  more  playful  again.  My  sisters  would  check  me  and  say  "that  isn't 
pretty  for  Mama's  little  Christian".  I  had  no  idea  I  was  making  a  pro¬ 
fession  of  religion.  I  knew  I  felt  happy  and  I  praised  the  Lord  but  I  was 
like  the  Scripture  where  it  says  "The  wind  bloweth  where  it  listeth,  but 
thou  canst  not  tell  from  whence  it  coraeth  or  whither  it  goeth.  So  is 
everyone  that  is  bom  of  the  Spirit".  For  I  saw  so  many  things  so  far  from 
what  the  people  talked  and  preached  I  stood  still  in  amazement. 

It  was  two  years  I  could  not  work.  My  parents  wanted  me  to  read  lest  I 
should  forget  how.  We  had  no  variety  of  books  as  we  have  now,  so  I  had 
to  read  the  Bible  and  Hymn  book.  It  looked  so  strange  to  me  that  no  one 
was  doing  as  the  Bible  told  them.  When  I  would  read  John  Revelations,  I 
would  ask  my  Father  so  many  questions,  as  to  when  this  would  be  in  my  day. 
But  he  would  put  me  off  and  say  we  had  no  business  with  these  things. 

I  have  heard  him  say  to  Mother,  "What  a  mind  that  child  has  got."  I  knew  by 
that  that  he  could  not  answer  my  questions.  My  Mother  often  asked  me 
if  I  did  not  want  to  be  baptized  into  the  Baptist  Church.  She  would  exort 
me  to  faithfulness  and  for  me  not  to  mind  what  the  girls  said  when  they 
were  teasing  me. 

The  time  went  on  until  I  was  15  years  old.  During  which  time  my  brothers 
and  sisters  were  all  married  and  I  was  left  alone  with  ray  parents.  My 
mother  taught  me  in  all  the  branches  of  housewifery  that  she  was  capable, 
for  which  I  always  felt  thankful.  In  my  18th  year,  I  was  married  to  James 
Hendricks.  Then  I  had  to  leave  my  parents  but  oh  how  hard  the  parting, 
for  I  loved  my  parents.  But  the  distance  was  but  one  mile  from  my  child¬ 
hood  home.  We  often  went  to  see  them.  I  was  married  the  last  day  of 
May,  1827.  first  child  was  born  on  the  10th  day  of  May  1828.  We 
called  her  name  Elizabeth.  It  was  then  my  trouble  began  for  I  found  I  was 
a  Mother  and  the  responsibilities  of  a  mother  were  upon  me. 

ffy  health  grew  bad.  One  of  my  husband's  brothers  wife  died.  Then  my 
husband  traded  his  interest  in  the  homestead  for  his  brother's  land.  This 
was  in  1828  and  in  the  year  1829  the  great  hue  and  cry  came  about  the  State 
of  Missouri.  It  surely  was  the  garden  of  Eden.  His  father,  brothers  and 
sisters  and  brothers-in-law  all  began  to  shape  their  affairs  to  go  to  that 
state.  They  were  determined  that  we  should  go  with  them.  I  plead  with  my 
husband  to  stay  until  the  death  of  my  parents,  which  he  made  up  his  mind  to 
do  as  I  wished.  We  had  plenty  to  make  us  comfortable  but  stripped  ourselves 
of  property  to  buy  the  old  homestead  back  again.  We  then  had  more  land  than 
we  could  keep  in  cultivation.  About  this  time  my  second  child  was  born  and 
we  called  his  name  William  Dorris  Hendricks.  We  toiled  hard  to  get  the 
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things  to  make  us  comfortable  and  in  1832  we  began  to  feel  pretty  comfortable 
and  in  that  year  my  father  died.  The  property  left  to  my  mother  was  sold 
at  public  auction  and  she  came  to  live  with  me  and  we  used  all  our  endeavors 
to  make  her  happy.  She  often  said  to  me,  "Drusilla,  do  you  know  you  are 
more  comfort  to  me  than  all  the  rest.  I  asked  her  why  that  was,  and  she 
answered,  "Because  you  always  ask  me  what  I  want  for  breakfast  or  dinner  or 
how  to  do  any  kind  of  work."  I  had  never  thought  of  that  before  nor  had  I 
thought  of  the  principle  of  obedience  planted  within  me.  It  was  not  to  gain 
my  Mother's  favor.  It  was  to  show  the  reverence  I  had  for  my  Mother  from  a 
child.  She  lived  with  us  two  and  one-half  years  and  was  then  called  home  to 
that  God  who  gave  her  life,  in  the  year  1834  • 

My  third  child  (Catherine)  was  born  August  2,  1832  and  was  two  years  of  age 
the  day  my  mother  was  buried. 

On  the  8th  of  August,  1834,  my  husband  went  to  the  door,  fainted  and  fell 
and  he  was  so  heavy  I  could  not  get  him  on  the  bed  until  nearly  night  when  I 
sent  for  a  physician.  He  still  grew  worse  and  I  sent  for  another  Doctor 0 
He  came  and  worked  with  him  almost  four  weeks  and  no  one  thought  he  would 
live.  He  then  began  to  improve  slowly.  We  had  joined  the  Baptist  Church 
two  years  before  but  I  was  no  better  satisfied  than  before.  He  had  been 
under  conviction  of  sin  when  he  obtained  the  forgiveness  of  sin  he  wanted 
to  be  baptized  but  I  found  no  answer  of  a  good  conscience  for  me.  I  felt 
for  weeks  I  should  go  crazy,  finally  I  began  dreaming  and  I  knew  there  was 
a  reality  in  dreams.  I  had  dreams  mostly  from  my  childhood  up  and  had  seen 
many  of  my  dreams  literally  fulfilled  when  my  Mother  would  call  me  Joseph 
the  Dreamer. 


I  will  tell  some  of  my  dreams  I  had  during  the  two  years  I  was  a  Baptist. 
I  read  nearly  all  the  time  I  could  spare  from  my  work;  I  found  that  none 
had  the  Gospel  as  taught  in  the  New  Testament.  I  was  sorely  troubled 
when  I  dreamed.  I  saw  Jacob's  ladder  reaching  into  Heaven,  I  saw  men 
ascending  and  descending  on  it.  There  was  seven  steps,  it  had  the 
appearance  of  a  rainbow,  both  the  steps  and  uprights.  I  thought  there 
should  be  communication  between  the  heavens  and  earth. 


Soon  after  I  had  these  dreams  the  Mormon  Elders  came  to  the  locality 
where  I  had  a  sister  living.  She  and  her  husband  and  my  husband's  brother 
heard  them  there  before  they  came  to  the  settlement  where  we  lived.  My 
husband's  brother  came  to  me  and  wanted  me  and  my  sister  to  go  and  hear 
them  preach,  for  said  he,  "You  have  read  so  much  that  you  can  catch  their 
errors  in  the  Scriptures."  Said  he  "I  never  heard  men  stick  so  close  to 
the  Scriptures  in  my  life,  but  it  is  not  in  accordance  with  my  traditions 
and  I  don't  want  to  give  up  my  traditions."  I  thought  then  "If  I  have 
traditions  that  are  false  I  want  to  get  rid  of  them.'  It  seemed  to  me  he 
wanted  to  catch  them  in  their  words.  In  a  few  nights  they  came  close  by 
where  we  lived  to  preach.  Samuel  Hendricks  came  with  his  wife  and  would 
not  take  no  for  an  answer.  We  must  go  and  hear  the  Mormons  preach.  He 
sent  and  got  his  large  children  to  stay  with  my  small  ones  so  that  I  could 
go  and  as  we  went  out  at  the  gate  I  said:  "What  more  than  a  prophet We 
went  on,  the  distance  was  about  one  mile.  And  as  we  went  to  meeting  we  saw 
wagons  standing  on  the  hind  wheels  with  the  front  parts  in  the  air.  Poles 
and  tree  tops  in  the  same  manner.  This  was  new  to  me,  I  went  unprejudiced. 
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The  Elder  read  a  chapter  and  began  to  explain.  I  asked  myself  a  question, 
why  I  had  never  seen  it  that  way  before,  the  answer  came  with  the  scripture, 
nHow  can  ye  hear  without  a  preacher,  and  how  can  he  preach  except  he  be 
sent."  Before  he  got  through  I  believed  and  went  home  rejoicing  and  my 
brother-in-law  was  so  mad  he  could  not  talk  decent.  I  had  a  sister  in  the 
settlement  where  they  first  preached.  She  and  her  husband  followed  them  up. 
Before  we  got  home  I  went  to  the  Elder  and  asked  questions.  Among  the  rest 
I  asked  what  was  the  difference  in  the  baptisms  with  the  Baptists  and  the 
Latter-day  Saints.  Says  he  "I  do  not  know  what  comparison  to  make  but  I 
will  say  where  I  had  a  little  light  as  a  Baptist  when  I  was  baptized  with 
the  Latter-day  Saints  it  was  like  a  hogshead  poured  out  on  a  drop.  My 
sister  and  her  husband  went  home  with  us.  Her  husband  and  mine  had  nothing 
to  say,  they  were  as  mute  as  mice.  We  went  to  bed  and  1  prayed  to  the 
Lord  to  give  me  a  dream,  I  fell  asleep  and  dreamed  we  were  as  the  people 
in  the  days  of  John  the  Baptist.  He  had  baptized  the  people  but  when  the 
Saviour  came  with  greater  light,  if  they  did  not  embrace  that  they  fell 
away  into  out  darkness,  and  so  it  was  with  us.  We  had  been  trying  to 
serve  God  but  those  Elders  brought  the  same  light  Jesus  had  in  the  days  of 
John  the  Baptist  and  if  we  did  not  embrace  it  we  would  be  in  outer  darkness. 

I  asked  my  husband  next  morning  if  I  might  be  baptized.  He  said  he  did  not 
want  to  take  the  agency  of  any  one.  I  told  him  my  dream  and  I  quoted  many 
scriptures  in  support  of  what  they  had  preached.  He  went  out  among  the 
neighbors  and  when  he  came  back  he  had  all  manner  of  objections.  There  was 
another  appointment  to  preach  the  next  night  -  we  went.  I  had  never  seen 
disorder  in  church  before.  When  the  Elder  would  point  out  wicked  and  what 
would  be  their  portion,  the  people  would  say  aloud,  "That  is  you".  And  when 
he  would  point  out  the  righteous  they  would  have  nothing  to  say.  I  watched 
every  word  and  every  move  that  passed  the  Elder,  I  was  so  rejoiced  for  the 
Bible  seemed  a  new  book  to  me.  He  had  told  us  what  to  do  to  be  saved  and  it 
was  so  plain  and  simple.  I  never  was  so  happy  in  my  life. 

When  the  meeting  closed  the  people  were  divided  in  opinions  and  some  fairly 
raged.  My  husband  walked  up  and  asked  the  Elder  some  questions  and  he 
removed  all  objections  from  his  mind  at  this  time  and  we  went  home  rejoicing 
in  the  Truth.  But  when  morning  came  things  were  overhoused  and  every 
slander  that  could  be  thought  of  was  told  to  my  husband.  He  came  home  as 
full  of  prejudice  as  he  could  be,  which  caused  my  heart  to  ache  for  I  saw 
the  dividing  line.  The  Elders  came  to  our  house  to  talk  with  him,  again 
they  cleared  his  mind  of  all  the  objections  he  could  raise.  The  Elders 
told  my  sister  I  was  ready  for  Baptism,  but  my  husband  would  have  to  have  an 
overwhelming  testimony  or  he  would  never  be  baptized.  A  month  passed  away 
and  when  my  husband  met  with  any  one  who  would  defame  the  principles  of  the 
Mormons  he  would  defend  them  and  vice  versa,  when  they  would  defend  he  would 
defame. 

He  soon  found  he  could  hold  the  best  argument  in  defense  of  Morraonism, 
though  he  would  not  let  me  hear  him  speak  in  their  favor,  for  by  this  time 
he  had  said  I  should  not  be  baptized  without  his  consent  and  that  he  would 
not  give  consent  until  he  felt  different.  I  knew  it  was  of  no  use  to  ask 
him,  I  could  only  go  by  myself  and  ask  the  Lord  to  enlighten  his  mind 
that  he  might  see  the  truth  for  if  he  did  not  I  was  undone.  The  Elders 
came  again  and  again  and  removed  all  his  objections,  then  he  would  have  to 
take  a  fresh  start.  By  this  time  one  of  my  sisters  and  some  of  the  neighbors 
were  baptized  and  they  bore  the  same  testimony  as  the  Elder  concerning  the 
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newness  of  light  and  the  difference  of  testimony  in  the  Baptist  and  the 
Latter-day  Saints. 

I  found  I  had  no  enjoyment  except  with  the  Saints  and  I  could  not  bear  a 
separation.  I  then  had  three  children  and  my  heart  felt  as  though  it 
would  surely  break.  When  I  went  to  the  Baptist  church  every  one  looked 
down  on  me  as  though  I  had  committed  the  unpardonable  sin.  They  prayed  and 
preached  about  us  going  to  the  Mormon  meetings  -  I  had  sisters  there,  they 
seemed  afraid  of  me.  I  went  to  them  and  tried  to  show  my  friendship,  but 
they  upbraided  me  for  running  after  the  Mormons.  They  went  on  with  their 
meetings  and  soon  became  very  happy,  shouting,  shaking  hands,  and  singing, 
and  my  husband  was  one  with  them.  I  must  say  of  all  folly  and  foolishness 
I  ever  saw,  I  thought.  No  wonder  it  was  called  Babylon.  I  could  not  see  one 
bit  of  sense  to  anything  they  said  or  done,  it  was  so  foolish. 

The  Bible  seemed  an  unsealed  book,  I  could  see  fields  of  light  and  intelli¬ 
gence  in  it.  I  could  see  if  I  could  not  be  baptized  into  the  Kingdom  of 
God,  I  could  not  be  saved  for  I  had  been  born  of  the  Spirit  for  surely  I 
could  see  the  Kingdom  of  God.  I  went  home  determined  to  not  lose  sight  of 
the  light.  I  searched  the  Scripture  to  see  if  these  things  were  so.  The 
Devil  and  the  people  imagined  vain  things. 

There  was  another  baptizing  and  we  had  word  to  go  to  the  water,  I  said  to 

the  hired  girl  we  would  go.  My  husband  asked  if  he  should  not  go  along  and 

I  told  him  to  do  as  he  pleased.  He  got  his  hat  and  we  started.  We  were  a 
little  in  advance  of  him  when  his  nose  started  to  bleed,  and  he  had  to  stop. 

I  knew  it  was  the  condition  of  his  mind  that  caused  his  nose  to  bleed  and 

I  was  glad  to  see  it  and  I  prayed  that  it  might  be  for  good.  We  went  on 
and  I  began  to  think  he  had  gone  back,  but  he  came  up  while  the  Elder  was 
talking  and  took  a  seat  close  by  me.  I  watched  him  and  the  tears  dropped 
like  rain  from  his  eyes.  It  really  made  me  glad  to  see  him  in  that  con¬ 
dition  for  I  thought  then  there  was  hopes  of  better  times.  When  the  bap¬ 
tizing  was  over  we  all  sat  down  on  the  ground,  the  Elder  in  the  midst,  while 
he  preached  and  explained  the  scriptures.  We  all  wept  but  mine  was  for  joy 
for  my  husband  was  melted  to  tears  and  was  filled  with  love  but  he  wanted 
something  tangible  that  he  could  know  for  himself.  He  had  said  so  much,  he 
wanted  to  be  sure  before  he  made  a  move.  The  Elder  told  him  to  humble  him¬ 
self  in  mighty  prayer  and  he  should  have  the  Testimony  that  he  wanted.  The 
next  night  my  sister  and  a  Sister  Lewis  came  to  stay  overnight  with  us  and 
Sister  Lewis  and  my  husband  talked  "till  nearly  morning".  I  do  not  think  he 
slept  any  that  night.  He  got  up  and  made  a  fire  and  put  a  couple  of  chickens 
in  the  barrel  for  me,  then  slipped  away.  Sister  Lewis  fell  asleep.  My 
sister  and  I  got  up  and  she  went  to  see  my  brother-in-law  while  I  got  break¬ 
fast  and  waited  for  my  husband  for  I  knew  not  where  he  had  gone,  but  when  he 
came  he  was  preaching  and  praising  God.  My  sister  came  back  crying  and 
almost  broken-hearted.  She  had  been  so  abused  by  our  brother-in-law.  She 
also  had  a  message  for  my  husband  from  his  brother-in-law.  If  he  offered 
himself  for  baptism,  they  would  get  two  hundred  men  and  tie  him  and  the 
Elder  to  trees  and  give  them  two  hundred  lashes  each  and  see  if  they  would 
stand  that  for  Christ’s  sake.  They  were  all  excited  and  I  could  get  none  of 
them  to  eat  breakfast.  I  was  calm  as  the  summer's  morning  and  sat  down  with 
my  children  and  ate  breakfast. 

The  Elders  had  appointed  another  meeting  at  Bro.  John  Buttlers  which  was  to 
be  their  last  meeting  in  this  neighborhood.  The  people  were  trying  to  raise 
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a  mob  to  drive  them  off.  The  scriptures  were  now  opened  to  my  husband's  view 
and  he  called  for  his  clothes  to  be  baptized  in.  I  then  asked  if  I  might 
be  baptized  and  he  answered  if  I  wished  I  could.  I  was  in  a  hurry  for  fear 

something  might  hinder.  We  took  our  clothing  and  went  to  meeting,  the  house 

and  yard  was  full  of  people. 

At  the  close  of  the  services  the  Elder  asked  if  any  wished  to  be  baptized  to 
come  forward  and  give  him  their  hand,  tfy  husband  gave  his  hand  and  I  follow¬ 
ed  him.  We  went  to  the  water  and  the  people  all  followed.  I  shall  never 
forget  how  I  felt.  The  Elder  asked  if  I  was  willing  to  serve  the  Lord  to 
the  best  of  my  ability.  I  answered  yes.  In  March  1835  he  baptized  me 
according  to  the  pattern  laid  down  by  our  Lord  and  Saviour,  Jesus  Christ 
for  the  Baptism  of  all  those  who  wished  to  serve  him.  I  arose  to  walk  in 
newness  of  life.  That  fear  of  death  and  Hell  was  all  gone  from  me  and 

I  was  a  new  creature.  Such  a  feeling  of  calmness  pervaded  me  for  months 

and  my  husband  had  the  same  feelings.  No  one  came  to  harm  the  Elders  or  us, 
though  the  Elders  went  home  with  us.  I  never  closed  my  eyes  that  night  for 
our  talk  concerning  the  Ancient  Saints  presented  as  it  were,  panoramic  views 
before  my  eyes  of  their  persecutions,  being  cast  into  prison  or  into  the 
fiery  furnace  and  how  they  had  to  wander  in  sheeps  and  goats  skins  because 
the  work  was  not  worthy  of  them.  I  saw  if  we  did  not  endure  the  same  perse¬ 
cutions  we  could  not  have  the  same  blessings.  I  imagined  my  killed 

for  the  testimony  he  had  received;  but  I  rejoiced  in  the  Gospel  and  because 
I  had  made  up  my  mind  to  serve  God  to  the  best  of  my  ability.  We  were 
baptized  in  March,  1835  and  confirmed.  Then  a  branch  of  the  church  was 
organized  with  22  members  and  we  had  a  meeting  with  the  Elders  to  be  instruc¬ 
ted  before  they  left  us,  in  regard  to  our  duties.  We  all  felt  grieved  to 
part  with  the  Elders  whose  names  were  James  Emit  and  Peter  Dustin.  The 
privilege  was  given  to  any  who  desired  to  speak  and  some  spoke  in  tongues 
while  others  interpreted  what  they  said.  Others  spoke  by  the  Spirit  of  God 
in  their  own  tongue  and  we  all  praised  God  for  we  had  all  drank  of  that 
same  Spirit.  We  loved  one  another  and  met  together  often  and  had  good 
meetings  and  it  was  now  that  persecutions  began  with. 

My  husband's  people,  except  one  brother,  were  in  Jackson  County,  Mo.  where 
the  Saints  were  driven  from,  so  this  brother  wrote  to  Missouri  to  ascertain 
the  character  of  the  Saints  and  the  answer  soon  came  from  the  County 
authorities  and  a  letter  signed  by  over  twenty  other  people  pertaining  to 
the  character  of  the  Saints  and  their  assertions.  We  asked  for  the  letters 
from  Missouri  that  we  might  read  them,  then  we  invited  Brother  Buttler  to 
our  house  to  hear  them  read  and  desired  to  answer  the  letters  while  in  our 
possession.  And  as  they  sat  down  to  write,  a  young  man  came  to  get  the 
letters.  My  husband  said  he  had  taken  them  for  the  night,  but  after  he  had 
taken  them  home  if  there  he  could  get  them  from  there.  The  man  went  to  the 
door  and  said  there  is  a  heavy  storm  coming  and  wanted  my  husband  to  come 
and  see;  however  he  did  not  go  then  the  man  came  back  and  sat  down  and 
again  asked  for  the  letters .  He  was  then  told  he  could  not  have  them  as  we 
had  them  for  the  night  and  would  not  give  them  up  so  he  bid  us  goodnight 
and  left.  We  thought  there  must  be  something  up.  In  a  few  moments  my 
husband  went  to  the  door  and  sat  down  on  the  steps,  when  here  came  a  boley 
of  rocks  hurled  at  his  head.  As  quick  as  thought  he  stepped  out  into  the 
darkness,  to  listen  to  the  voices.  He  damned  them  and  told  them  if  they 
came  again  he  would  be  ready  for  them.  They  threw  some  in  the  dark  and 
then  ran;  he  came  in  and  they  finished  writing  their  letters.  The  letters 
from  Missouri,  however,  did  not  prove  anything  to  us. 
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Next  morning  everything  stood  on  end,  pig-troughs  were  on  top  of  the  gates 
and  every  old  trumpery  stood  up  on  end.  The  wagon  was  propped  up  with  the 
tongue  sticking  straight  in  the  air  and  a  pile  of  rocks  lay  at  the  gate.  We 
had  no  weapons  of  any  kind  so  after  breakfast  my  husband  went  and  bought  a 
gun  and  gave  out  the  word  that  he  was  ready  for  them. 

The  mob  began  to  give  themselves  away  a  little  at  a  time,  until  we  secured 
substantial  proof  against  them,  then  we  had  them  arrested  and  made  them  pay 
for  their  mischief  and  during  the  trial  they  brought  out  the  fact  that  the 
Deacon  of  the  Baptist  Church  had  promised  to  pay  their  fine  if  they  were 
caught;  however  he  refused  to  do  so  when  they  were  apprehended  and  proven 
guilty. 

My  husband's  brother  forbid  his  family  coming  out  to  our  house,  so  we  had 
no  society  except  the  few  Saints  in  the  Branch  of  the  Church.  We  went  often 
to  worship  God  and  ask  Him  to  guide  us  in  all  we  did.  We  were  happy  though 
and  high  and  low  scoffed  at  us. 

My  husband  was  going  on  business  right  by  my  sister's  door  so  I  jumped  on  the 
horse  behind  him  and  went  to  see  her.  I  was  received  very  cool  (she  was 
next  older  than  me  in  the  family  and  before  this  we  never  met  or  parted 
without  crying.)  She  told  me  to  lay  off  my  things  and  get  a  chair.  After 
fifteen  or  twenty  minutes  silence  she  began  saying,  "Drusilla,  what  in  the 
name  of  God  and  our  Parents  and  everything  else  have  you  done;  what  have 
you  done.”  I  said,  "Lovinia,  what  do  you  mean."  Why  in  going  after  the 
Mormons  and  being  baptized  by  them.  I  said,  they  preached  the  Gospel  and 
I  was  baptized  for  the  remission  of  my  sins.  She  said  she  never  wanted  to 
come  to  our  house  again  without  we  came  out  of  that  devilment  and  tried  to 
get  back  into  the  Baptist  Church  again.  I  told  her  that  would  never  be. 

One  of  the  neighbor  women  came  in  and  began  telling  what  she  had  heard.  I 
paid  no  attention  to  her,  when  asked  some  smutty  questions,  but  I  never  let 
on  as  though  I  heard  her  as  my  sister  was  the  only  one  I  wanted  to  listen  to. 
She  told  me  all  she  wanted  to  come  to  my  house  for  was  because  Father  and 
Mother  were  buried  there.  I  said  the  same  parents  raised  me  that  raised  you. 
(This  raise  came  to  me  with  the  spirit  of  it)  (I  repeated  the  words)0. 

"When  through  fiery  trials  thy  pathway  shall  lay.  My  Grace  all  sufficient 
shall  be  thy  supply.  The  Flames  shall  not  hurt  those,  I  only  design  Thy 
dross  to  consume  and  thy  gold  to  refine." 

I  felt  there  was  a  personage  with  me  and  I  was  not  alone,  I  found  I  had 
to  serve  God  for  myself  and  not  for  another.  1  had  one  sister  who  was 
baptized  before  I  was  and  she  was  persecuted  the  same  as  I,  so  we  then 
stayed  at  home  and  minded  our  own  business. 

In  June  we  had  a  terrible  storm.  The  next  morning  there  was  a  great  calm 
and  everything  looked  as  though  it  was  praising  God.  We  were  so  happy  for 
we  did  enjoy  the  spirit  of  the  Gospel.  While  we  were  yet  at  breakfast,  my 
sister  and  husband's  brother's  wife  came,  although  she  had  been  forbidden 
to  come  to  our  house.  But  they  had  got  so  much  news  and  lies  gathered  up 
they  could  not  stand  it  any  longer  and  they  thought  she  would  have  more  in¬ 
fluence  with  us  than  he.  (For  he  has  gnashed  his  teeth  in  my  face  once 
because  I  believed  in  the  gift  of  tongues.  He  asked  if  I  believed  any  of 
the  branch  had  the  gift  of  tongues.  I  answered  yes.  He  then  said  he 
would  take  us  before  the  law  for  disgracing  his  children  for  I  was  their 
Aunt  and  my  husband  their  Uncle  and  we  believed  in  such  nonsense.) 
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She  told  some  of  the  most  notorious  lies  (that  her  husband  had  told  her);  she 
was  almost  broken-hearted.  She  said  she  came  on  purpose  to  get  us  out  of 
such  devilment.  She  wanted  us  to  try  and  get  back  in  the  Baptist  Church 
if  we  could.  She  said  nothing  to  me  but  talked  to  my  husband,  as  though 
if  he  would  leave  the  Mormons,  I  would  be  obliged  to.  She  told  him  if  he 
and  my  sister  Tabitha  had  wanted  a  bad  name,  she  would  rather  we  had  joined 
a  house  of  ill  fame  so  we  had  remained  virtuous  than  to  join  the  Mormons. 

I  said  nothing;  my  husband  walked  the  floor  till  he  thought  she  had  said 
enough,  then  he  said,  "If  I  was  to  leave  this  church  with  the  testimony  I 
have  of  its  truth  I  should  look  for  nothing  but  the  fiery  indignation  of 
God  poured  out  upon  me  for  I  know  of  its  truth.  She  said  "Jim,  I  will 
venture  to  stand  between  you  and  all  judgment  that  could  come  upon  you  if 
you  and  Drusa  would  leave  them  (the  Mormons).  Then  he  bore  his  testimony 
in  strong  terms,  it  would  take  something  of  a  different  nature  to  lead  us 

from  the  truth.  My  blood  ran  cold  when  she  said  she  would  stand  between  us 

and  the  judgments  of  God  for  I  knew  she  could  not  answer  for  her  own  sins. 

She  went  home  as  she.  came,  without  any  encouragement  of  our  leaving  the 
church,  what  she  told  us  had  come  through  the  Baptist  church  and  they  were 
filled  with  a  lying  spirit. 

We  talked  over  our  conversation  and  it  only  served  to  open  our  eyes  to  the 
truth.  One  of  our  little  band  came  in  to  stay  all  night  with  us.  We 
talked,  sang  and  prayed.  Talked  of  the  light  of  the  Gospel  and  of  dreams. 

I  said  I  wished  I  could  dream  something  that  would  come  to  pass,  that  would 
strengthen  me  in  the  Gospel  in  dreams  so  I  went  to  bed  praying  that  the 

Lord  would  give  me  a  dream  that  would  come  to  pass.  I  dreamed  that  the 

sister  that  had  talked  so  to  us  the  day  before  was  sick  with  an  awful 
disease  and  none  were  allowed  to  go  to  her  but  her  two  daughters.  I  said 
I  would  go  and  see  her;  I  was  told  I  would  not  be  allowed  to  and  it  would 
do  me  no  good  to  go  and  her  head  is  as  large  as  a  half  bushel  so  you  would 
not  know  her.  I  thought  I  went  but  went  to  the  back  of  the  house,  but  was 
not  allowed  to  go  in.  In  less  than  six  months  I  saw  this  fulfilled  to  the 

letter.  Her  husband  took  the  small-pox  and  came  home  and  she  took  the 

disease  and  died.  I  went  to  the  very  spot  I  dreamed  of  going  to  so  that 
the  wind  would  blow  from  me  toward  the  house.  My  brother  came  from  the 
city  of  Nashville  to  wait  on  them.  He  came  to  the  door  and  told  me  how  she 
was  but  said  Drusilla  go  back  for  you  can  not  see  her.  Her  head  is  as  big 
as  a  half  bushel  and  you  would  not  know  her.  Nty  husband  went  three  times  a 
day  to  see  what  they  wanted  and  would  take  it  to  them.  Neighbors  and 

relations  all  came  to  us  to  hear  from  them  for  no  one  would  go  within  a 

half  mile  of  their  house.  My  husband's  brother  became  very  friendly  and 
talked  of  going  to  Missouri  with  us  but  when  he  got  out  among  his  friends 
they  soon  turned  his  mind. 

My  husband  was  security  for  him  for  $500.00  but  the  worst  enemies  that  the 
Mormons  had  in  our  neighborhood  offered  themselves  as  security  instead  of 
my  husband  and  we  were  very  glad  to  be  released. 

My  fourth  child  was  born  in  November  1835  and  we  called  her  name  Rebecca. 

We  sold  out  during  the  winter,  settled  all  our  finances  ready  to  start  for 
Missouri  in  the  Spring  of  1836.  I  had  four  sisters  to  leave  but  only  one 
to  regret  the  leaving.  She  was  a  Latter-day  Saint. 

We  started  on  our  journey  May  1,  1836  in  company  with  Mother  Buttler, 

J.  L.  Buttler  and  families,  Thompson  Kimball  and  families.  We  journeyed 
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without  much  trouble.  In  Illinois  we  were  under  the  necessity  of  buying 
a  yoke  of  cattle.  We  stopped  at  "Knight  Prairie".  Our  men  went  to  a 
little  town  and  found  where  they  could  buy  the  cattle  and  they  also  found 
some  Latter-day  Saints.  They  were  as  glad  as  we  and  they  came  back  with 
our  men  and  stayed  two  nights.  It  was  a  brother  Clark  and  wife  and  a  Bro. 
Lane  and  wife.  We  had  never  met  them  before  but  were  so  glad  to  see  a 
Latter-day  Saint.  We  sang,  prayed  and  praised  God  for  the  light  we  had 
received.  We  had  a  good  time  but  had  to  part  but  in  hopes  that  we  should 
meet  again.  We  went  on  until  we  came  to  a  little  river,  the  name  of  which 
I  have  forgotten,  here  the  fish  were  so  plentiful  at  times  the  surface 
of  the  water  was  covered.  It  was  decided  to  stop  and  fish  and  lay  in  a 
supply. 

We  went  on  our  way  rejoicing  until  we  reached  Clay  County,  Mo.  We  soon 
bought  fifty  acres  of  land  there  and  there  were  six  families  living  on  it. 
We  went  in  the  house  with  a  man  by  the  name  of  Jerome  Benson.  I  put  my 
beds  upstairs. 

There  were  a  number  of  Saints  in  this  settlement  that  had  been  driven 
from  Jackson  County  and  we  had  great  times  in  talking  of  their  trials  in 
that  County  not  knowing  that  the  same  fate  awaited  us.  It  was  not  a  week 
until  my  husband's  father,  brother  and  wife  and  sister  came  to  see  us. 

They  lived  near  Independence  but  had  never  heard  the  Gospel  and  said  that 
they  took  no  part  in  the  driving  of  the  Saints  from  that  County.  And  now 
nothing  would  do  but  we  must  go  home  with  them  for  a  visit.  The  old 
Gentlemen  said  that  James  (my  husband)  must  go,  he  knew  that  he  would  not 
be  molested.  But  having  told  that  his  youngest  son  was  a  Mormon  it  was 
not  easy  to  stay  the  hand  of  the  wicked  and  ungodly.  So  we  went  home  with 
him,  partly  to  satisfy  the  old  gentleman  and  partly  to  satisfy  our  own 
curiosity  to  see  Independence  where  the  center  Stake  of  Zion  should  be. 

Vfy  husband  also  wanted  to  see  the  rest  of  his  sisters  that  were  there. 

After  crossing  the  Missouri  River  we  had  an  excellent  view  of  the  Country. 
When  within  about  three  miles  of  his  father's  house  the  Baptist  Minister 
overtook  us  and  the  Old  Gentleman  had  to  introduce  his  youngest  son  James, 
and  lo  and  behold  it  was  the  Rev.  I.  McCoy,  that  old  Baptist  preacher  who 
was  at  the  head  of  Jackson  County's  mob  along  with  Col.  Pitcher  and  he  was 
going  to  Independence  and  he  would  tell  the  boys  to  be  still  and  not  molest 
him  for  his  father's  sake  but  he  would  not  wonder  if  his  wagon  wheels  were 
sunk  in  the  mill  pond  so  he  had  better  be  kind  of  careful.  That  made  his 
father  and  brother  feel  awful  bad  but  James  seemed  very  cheerful  and 
showed  no  signs  of  alarm.  They  had  said  that  we  could  not  go  home  in  less 
than  a  week.  He  must  now  go  with  them  up  town  but  they  did  not  stay  very 
long.  They  found  that  McCoy  was  making  up  a  mob  to  come  that  night  so 
they  thought  that  we  had  best  go.  His  father  said  he  could  not  stand  to 
see  James  abused.  They  got  our  and  their  teams  ready.  They  intended  to  go 
with  us  as  far  as  the  river  and  wept  nearly  all  the  way,  but  it  gave  us  an 
opportunity  to  explain  the  Gospel  and  we  did  not  fail  to  embrace  it.  They 
went  on  with  us  until  within  four  miles  of  our  house  where  they  turned  back 
with  sorrowful  hearts.  We  reached  home  all  right. 

Our  wagons,  some  five  or  six  in  number,  had  stirred  up  the  mob  spirit  for 
fear  the  Mormons  would  come  and  take  away  their  place  and  nation.  The  mob 
was  gathering  within  half  a  mile  of  where  we  stopped  and  the  brethren  we 
bought  of  had  bought  quite  a  tract  of  land  and  we  had  paid  over  money  to 
them  and  they  to  the  party  they  had  purchased  from  who  was  also  a  Baptist 
preacher  and  of  course  when  his  flock  required  him  to  do  anything  he  had 
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to  do  it.  And  they  wanted  him  to  rue  bargains.  He  first  sent  his  wife  to 
tell  the  Brethren  they  must  give  up  the  land  for  his  church  was  not  willing 
that  it  should  go  to  the  Mormons.  The  Brethren  were  not  willing  to  give  it 
up  for  they  had  drawn  up  agreements  and  made  the  first  payment  and  had 
given  their  notes  for  the  balance  and  everything  was  done  according  to  law 
and  now  they  were  to  have  possession  of  the  land.  She  made  some  threat  if 
they  did  not  give  up  the  land  willingly  then  they  would  be  forced  to.  We 
found  that  the  mob  were  still  gathering  at  this  place,  I  cannot  remember 
their  names.  Our  brethren  began  to  gather  and  get  ready  to  defend  them¬ 
selves.  Lyman  Wight  stood  the  highest  in  the  Priesthood  of  any  one  there 
and  he  was  no  coward.  The  next  morning  after  the  visit  of  the  Preacher *s 
wife,  there  were  25  or  30  of  the  Brethren  there  with  their  arms.  I  noticed 
they  went  upstairs  and  came  down  without  their  arms  and  soon  after  I  had  to 
go  upstairs  for  something  and  in  stepping  on  my  bed  I  was  frightened  and  on 
removing  some  of  the  clothing  found  the  bed  full  of  guns,  pistols  and  swords. 
The  brethren  stayed  there  for  the  mob  said  if  they  could  get  Lyman  Wight 
they  could  get  along  with  the  rest  of  them  but  would  fight  about  four 
o'  clock  p.ra.  The  land  man  rode  up  to  the  fence  and  four  others  stopped  back 
four  or  five  rods  with  broken  horse  whips  in  their  hands.  Eight  or  ten  of 
the  brethren  were  in  the  yard.  He  inquired  for  the  man  who  had  made  the 
purchase  of  the  land;  they  came  out  and  asked  what  he  wanted.  He  said  he 
wanted  the  land  he  had  sold  back  and  was  going  to  have  it  or  he  was  going 
to  do  something  terrible  if  they  did  not  do  as  he  said.  He  began  to  make 
some  threats;  I  was  looking  out  of  the  window  not  a  rod  from  them.  Lyman 
jumped  over  the  fence  and  caught  hold  of  his  bridle  and  in  less  than  half  a 
minute  there  were  25  or  30  brethren  around  him  and  the  man  wilted  which  was 
no  surprise  for  Lyman  looked  like  he  would  tear  him  to  pieces.  He  agreed  to 
be  rather  decent  but  those  four  men  never  came  up  to  the  crowd.  If  the 
brethren  had  of  known  what  they  had  been  doing  they  would  not  have  left  a 
grease  spot  of  them  as  they  had  caught  one  of  the  brethren  alone  and 
whipped  him  nearly  to  death  and  that  is  what  had  broken  their  horse  whips 
and  there  was  the  commencement  of  the  compromise  in  Clay  County.  We  all 
gave  up  our  land  and  agreed  to  go  to  Caldwell  County. 

We  were  to  be  let  alone  there  so  we  were  glad  to  do  so  and  not  be  mixed  up 
with.  Our  leading  brethren  worked  day  after  day  to  accomplish  this  move. 

We  were  among  the  first  to  go  and  Bro.  Emit  and  family,  (the  Elder  who 
baptized  us)  went  with  us.  We  soon  selected  a  place,  built  a  cabin  and 
cut  hay  for  we  had  but  little  time  to  prepare  for  winter.  We  got  about 
12  tons  of  hay  stacked  very  nice.  On  looking  out  one  evening  we  saw  the 
prairie  on  fire  and  knew  it  was  three  miles  away  but  the  wind  was  driving 
it  direct  to  us.  He  said  he  would  go  and  fight  against  it.  I  went  with 
him  two  or  three  hundred  yards  but  he  had  not  time  to  light  his  fire  until 
the  fire  was  upon  us.  We  were  forced  to  run  for  life.  The  grass  was  tall 
and  the  flames  were  high  and  when  we  reached  the  house  the  flames  reached 
the  stacks  and  burned  them  up.  The  house  was  filled  with  cinders  but  we 
saved  it.  We  now  did  not  know  what  to  do  but  we  found  a  man  who  had 
raised  some  corn  a  mile  from  us  who  wanted  to  sell  it.  My  husband  gave 
him  $60.00  for  six  acres  in  the  field.  We  gathered  and  cribbed  it,  then 
we  were  provided  for  the  winter  again.  I  never  lived  happier  in  my  life. 

1  was  always  very  sickly  until  now.  I  had  quit  taking  snuff,  tea  and 
coffee  and  I  became  healthy  and  strong.  Where  before  I  could  not  walk 
half  a  mile,  now  I  could  walk  three  miles  and  not  tire  for  we  kept  the 
Word  of  Wisdom.  I  can  bear  my  testimony  to  the  world.  I  could  run  and  not 
be  weary,  walk  and  not  faint,  I  received  health  in  my  naval  and  marrow  to 
asy  bones  and  hidden  treasures  of  knowledge.  I  often  made  myself  feel  like 
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the  old  Nephite  women  while  they  were  traveling  in  the  wilderness  for  they 
became  strong  like  unto  the  men. 

We  never  missed  a  meeting  for  we  loved  the  Saints  and  had  confidence  in  them. 
We  read  considerable,  mainly  the  Bible,  Book  of  Mormon  and  Doctrine  and  Cove¬ 
nants;  had  our  children  baptized  when  eight  years  old  and  in  fact  could 
hardly  keep  them  waiting  until  they  were  old  enough. 

We  entered  land  at  the  land  office,  paid  our  money  and  began  to  live  as  we 
supposed  the  Saints  would  live,  to  make  their  own  clothing,  etc.  We  bought 
some  sheep  and  prepared  to  sustain  ourselves  but  when  we  were  driven  we 
had  to  do  the  best  we  could  to  keep  soul  and  body  together.  In  the  years  of 
1836  and  1837  we  did  pretty  well  and  on  March  23,  1838  my  fifth  child  was 
born  and  we  called  his  name  Joseph  Smith  Hendricks. 

The  summer  passed  until  August  without  any  trouble;  we  had  had  just  three 
years  of  peace  but  the  first  of  August  our  trouble  began  over  the  election. 

My  husband  had  to  stand  guard  for  three  months  as  the  mob  would  gather  on 
the  outside  settlements.  The  brethren  had  to  be  ready  and  on  hand  at  the 
sounding  of  a  bass  drum.  At  three  taps  on  the  drum  my  husband  would  be  on 
his  horse  in  a  moment,  be  it  night  or  day  while  I  and  my  children  were  left 
to  weep  for  that  is  what  we  did,  at  such  times.  I  was  willing  for  him  to 
go  as  I  always  was  until  he  fell  in  defense  of  the  kingdom  of  God.  Our 
crops  were  nearly  destroyed  while  he  was  on  duty,  but  I  gathered  in  all  I 
could  in  his  absence.  This  scene  of  things  continued  until  Oct. 24,  1838 
when  the  mob  gathered  on  the  south  of  us  and  sent  out  the  word  that  they 
would  burn  everything  they  came  to  and  that  they  already  had  two  of  our 
brethren  as  prisoners  and  the  prairies  were  black  with  smoke.  Joseph  Smith 
and  his  brother  Hyrum,  with  others  of  the  brethren,  came  along  going  upon 
the  high  places  to  try  and  discover,  if  possible,  what  was  going  on.  They 
came  back  by  the  door  of  our  house  and  stopped  for  a  moment.  They  thought 
the  mob  was  burning  the  grass  and  outter  houses  to  scare  the  inhabitants  to 
make  them  flee  so  they  could  rob  and  plunder  them  of  what  they  had.  We  had 
no  chance  of  taking  care  of  our  vegetables  so  my  husband  said  that  we  had 
better  make  the  cabbage  into  kraut,  so  we  went  to  work  and  finished  it  at 
10  o'clock  that  night.  He  asked  if  I  would  go  with  him  to  get  a  stone  to 
weight  the  kraut.  I  walked  behind  him  and  watched  his  form  for  he  always 
stood  erect.  The  thought  came  to  me  that  I  might  never  see  him  so  straight 
and  erect  again.  He  got  the  stone  and  I  still  walked  behind  him  watching 
his  form  with  those  same  thoughts  and  feelings  on  my  heart  and  mind,  (that 
I  might  never  see  him  like  that  again).  I  couldn't  tell  my  feelings  if  I 
should  try,  but  I  said  nothing.  We  had  prayer  and  went  to  bed  and  fell 
asleep.  I  dreamed  that  something  had  befalled  him  and  I  was  gathering  him 
in  my  arms  when  Bro.  C.  C.  Rich  called  at  the  door  for  him  and  told  him 
what  he  wanted.  They  had  word  that  the  mob  was  on  Crooked  river  ten  miles 

south  of  us  and  was  a  strong  band.  He  said  they  had  two  of  our  brethren  as 

prisoners  and  were  doing  all  the  damage  that  lay  in  their  power.  I  got  up 
and  lit  a  fire  for  it  was  cold,  while  he  brought  his  horse  to  the  door.  I 
thought  he  was  slower  than  usual.  He  told  me  where  they  were  to  meet.  I 
got  his  overcoat  and  put  his  pistols  in  the.  pockets,  then  got  his  sword 
and  belted  it  on  him.  He  bid  me  goodnight  and  got  on  his  horse  and  I  took 
his  gun  from  the  rack  and  handed  it  to  him  and  said,  ’’Don't  get  shot  in  the 

back.”  I  had  got  used  to  his  going  so  went  to  bed  and  went  to  sleep.  Just 

about  the  time  he  was  shot  I  was  aroused  from  my  sleep  suddenly  and  I 
thought  the  yard  was  full  of  men  and  they  were  shooting.  I  was  on  my  feet 
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before  L  knew  what  I  was  doing.  I  went  to  the  window  at  the  back  of  the 
house  but  all  was  still.  I  was  afraid  to  open  the  door.  I  could  hear 
nothing  so  I  ventured  to  open  the  door.  It  was  getting  light  enough  so  I 
could  see  a  very  little.  I  went  out  and  around  the  house  and  found  there 
was  no  one  there.  Then  I  was  worse  scared  than  ever  for  I  thought  it  was  a 
token  to  me  that  they  had  had  abattle.  I  got  the  children  up  and  walked  the 
floor  and  watched  the  road.  I  tried  to  work  but  could  not.  I  tried  to 
keep  still  but  could  not.  Finally  I  saw  Bro.  Emit  coming  through  the 
timber.  I  watched  and  saw  that  he  did  not  stop  at  home  but  he  hollered 
something  about  Bro.  Hendricks.  I  could  not  tell  what  it  was  but  he  was  on 
express  to  Farwest. 

The  children  soon  came  over  and  told  me  that  their  father  said  that  Bro. 
Hendricks  was  shot.  Then  I  went  to  the  field  to  give  vent  to  my  feelings 

and  while  there  I  saw  a  man  pass  through  the  field  on  horseback,  it  looked 

like  he  had  a  great  roll  of  blankets;  I  went  back  to  the  house  and  found 
the  children  all  crying.  I  went  to  the  loom  to  try  and  weave  to  let  on  to 

them  that  I  did  not  believe  the  report  about  their  father.  I  could  not 

weave  at  all;  but  had  not  sat  there  but  a  few  moments  when  I  saw  a  Mr.  T. 
Snider  (he  did  not  belong  to  the  church,  but  a  good  man)  get  off  his  horse 
at  the  gate.  (I  saw  him  wipe  his  eyes,  I  knew  that  he  was  crying.)  He 

came  to  the  door  and  said,  Mr.  Hendricks  wishes  you  to  come  to  him.  I 

asked  where.  He  said  to  the  widow  Medcalf's  and  that  he  had  come  for  me. 

I  asked  where  and  how  he  was  shot  and  he  thought  he  was  shot  in  the  hip. 

There  was  a  woman  in  the  house  that  I  had  taken  care  of  for  weeks.  I  told 
her  to  do  the  best  she  could  with  the  children  and  I  mounted  the  horse  be¬ 
hind  Mr.  Snider.  We  had  four  miles  to  ride  and  on  reaching  there  we  met 

nine  of  the  brethren  that  were  wounded  and  they  were  pale  as  death.  They 

were  just  going  to  get  into  the  wagon  to  be  taken  to  their  homes.  I 
went  into  the  house.  Sister  Patten  had  just  reached  the  bed  where  her 
husband  lay  and  I  heard  him  say,  "Ann  don't  weep.  I  have  kept  the  faith 
and  my  work  is  done."  tfy  husband  lay  within  three  feet  of  Brother  Patten, 
and  I  spoke  to  him.  He  could  speak  but  could  not  move  any  more  than  if 
he  were  dead.  I  tried  to  get  him  to  move  his  feet  but  he  could  not.  This 
was  Thursday,  October  25,  1838,  and  the  next  Tuesday  was  the  Battle  of 
Hauns  Mill  where  mefh  and  boys  were  slaughtered  and  thrown  into  a  dry  well 
18  or  48  in  number,  out  of  which  only  one  (Benjamin  Lewis)  received  a 
decent  burial. 

There  were  three  beds  in  the  room  where  my  husband  lay  -  he  in  one,  Bro¬ 
ther  David  Patten  in  one,  and  Brother  Hodge  in  the  other.  Brother  Hodge 
was  the  one  shot  in  the  hip.  Brother  Obanyon  was  on  the  floor  begging 
for  a  bed  and  some  of  the  sisters  ran  and  got  him  one.  Mry  husband  was 
shot  in  the  neck  where  it  cut  off  all  feeling  of  the  body.  It  is  of  no 
use  for  me  to  try  and  tell  how  I  felt  for  that  is  impossible,  but  I  could 
not  have  shed  a  tear  if  all  had  been  dead  before  me.  I  went  to  work  to 
try  and  get  my  husband  warm  but  could  not.  I  rubbed  and  steamed  him  but 
could  get  no  circulation.  He  was  dead  from  his  neck  down. 

One  of  the  brethren  told  me  how  he  fell  for  he  was  close  to  him.  After  he 
had  fallen  one  of  the  brethren  asked  him  which  side  he  was  on  (for  it  was 
not  yet  light  enough  to  see)  and  all  the  answer  he  made  was  the  watch  word 
"God  and  Liberty".  On  hearing  this  it  melted  me  to  tears  and  I  felt  better. 
Then  I  was  told  how  many  of  the  brethren  were  wounded  and  who  they  were  and 
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was  shown  the  weapons  used  and  they  bore  blood  from  hilt  to  point.  It  makes 
me  chill  to  think  of  it. 

We  stayed  here  until  almost  night  when  one  of  our  neighbors.  Brother 
Winchester  and  wife,  came  with  a  wagon  and  bed  in  it  and  took  us  to  Farwest. 
The  brethren  told  me  if  I  took  him  home  that  the  mob  would  kill  him  before  ray 
eyes.  I  left  my  children  in  care  of  the  man  and  his  wife  that  I  had  been 
taking  care  of  for  two  months,  who  had  been  suffering  with  fever  and  ague. 

But  when  the  army  came  in  they  ran  and  left  everything  so  the  children  had 
to  go  to  the  neighbors.  But  a  Brother  Stanley  and  wife  (who  came  from  the 
East  the  day  before  the  battle)  gathered  up  my  children  and  went  and  stayed 
with  them  and  took  care  of  things,  for  which  kindness  I  shall  always  feel 
grateful. 

We  were  compelled  to  stay  at  Farwest  until  after  the  surrender  when  we  went 
home.  The  mob  had  robbed  the  house  of  my  bedding  and  in  fact  everything  but 
my  beds.  My  husband  could  not  yet  move  hand  or  foot.  Then  we  had  to  settle 
our  business  matters  and  fix  to  get  out  of  the  State.  I  went  to  work  and 
sold  what  I  could  and  gave  our  land  for  money  to  buy  two  yoke  of  cattle. 
Finally  we  had  to  leave  everything  only  what  we  could  put  into  a  little  wagon. 

About  the  middle  of  January,  Father  Joseph  Smith  and  Father  Morley,  with 
five  or  six  others,  came  and  anointed  and  administered  to  my  husband.  They 
stood  him  on  his  feet  and  he  stood  by  them  holding  to  each  arm.  He  began 
to  work  his  shoulders.  I  continued  to  rub  him  with  strong  vinegar  and 
salt  and  liniments.  The  brethren  were  leaving  the  State  as  fast  as  they 
could.  We  did  not  know  how  we  could  go  until  Brother  I.  Leaney,  who  was 
shot  and  wounded  at  Hauns  Mill,  came  to  see  us  and  said  we  should  not  be 
left  behind.  He  had  been  shot  through  and  through  from  both  sides,  the 
balls  passing  through  the  lungs,  but  he  was  miraculously  healed.  He  had 
twenty  seven  bullet  holes  in  his  shirt.  I  counted  them  myself.  He  only 
had  eleven  wounds  to  be  dressed. 

The  enemy  were  still  on  the  alert.  One  night  they  were  hunting  the  Danites 
about  9  o'clock.  It  was  very  dark,  the  dog  barked  as  if  he  was  mad.  I  sat 
on  the  side  of  the  bed  where  my  husband  lay.  I  was  watching  him  and  nursing 
my  baby.  My  oldest  son,  William,  said  "Mother,  the  mob  is  coming".  They 
were  swearing  at  the  dog.  We  had  the  door  fastened;  they  told  us  to  open 
the  door  or  they  would  break  it  down.  I  asked  who  they  were.  They  damned 
me  and  said  it  was  none  of  my  business  and  if  I  did  not  open  the  door  they 
would  break  it  down  in  one  minute  so  I  told  the  children  to  open  the  door. 

I  had  a  girl  staying  with  us.  She  and  the  children  were  like  a  flock  of 
chickens  when  they  see  a  hawk  flying  around  them.  These  men  had  false 
whiskers  until  they  looked  awful.  One  had  a  large  Bowie  knife  in  one  hand 
and  a  pistol  in  the  other.  They  came  to  the  bed  and  told  me  to  get  up.  I 
simply  told  them  I  was  watching  him  before  they  came.  They  took  the  candle 
from  the  table  and  turned  down  the  bed  clothes  and  asked  what  Doctor  I  had. 

I  told  them  I  had  none.  They  then  asked  me  a  great  many  questions.  They 
told  me  they  wanted  to  search  the  house  so  one  gave  his  pistol  to  another 
and  took  the  candle.  He  told  me  to  get  up  as  he  wanted  to  look  under  my 
bed.  I  moved  a  very  trifle  higher  upon  the  bed  for  I  thought  of  a  dream 
which  I  had  about  three  months  before  he  was  shot.  I  dreamed  that  he  lay 
on  the  bed  sick  and  was  almost  gone  and  two  men  came  in  to  kill  him.  I  told 
them  they  would  have  to  kill  me  first.  I  thought  they  could  not  get  me  away 
from  him;  then  they  let  him  alone.  But  the  men  I  saw  in  my  dream  and  these 
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of  this  mob  looked  as  much  alike  as  can  be,  so  I  was  determined  I  would  not 
leave  him. 

They  looked  under  my  bed  and  said  they  were  looking  for  Winchester.  I  told 
them  to  go  to  Illinois  if  they  wanted  to  find  him.  They  said  his  wife  had 
been  telling  them  that  lie,  but  they  did  not  believe  it,  so  I  told  them 
when  he  started.  After  hunting  under  the  beds  and  at  the  back  of  the  house 
they  must  go  upstairs.  I  told  him  where  the  children  got  up  so  he  got  up 
but  said  there  was  nothing  there  but  meat.  I  had  my  meat  up  there  to  use 
on  our  journey.  They  finally  concluded  that  Winchester  was  not  there  so 
they  came  a  second  time  to  my  husband's  bed  and  turned  the  clothes  down 
below  his  breast.  I  sat  still  on  the  side  of  the  bed  for  I  was  determined 

I  would  not  leave  him.  They  made  him  talk  but  he  was  so  weak  and  pale  he 

looked  more  like  he  was  dead  than  alive.  They  turned  around  and  asked  me 

for  water.  I  told  them  there  was  the  pail  and  cup  by  it,  that  I  would  not 

get  up.  They  drank.  I  had  wood  in  for  the  night.  They  sat  down  by  the 
wood  and  put  powder  in  their  pistols.  One  said  all  is  ready.  Each  man 
put  his  finger  on  the  trigger  of  his  pistol  and  said  let  us  walk.  I  ex¬ 
pected  when  they  got  back  of  the  curtain  they  would  fire  at  his  head  as  he 
was  bolstered  up,  but  they  stood  about  one  minute  and  then  went  out.  The 

mob  had  often  sent  me  word  that  they  were  coming  to  help  the  Lord  off  with 

him.  So  I  thought  they  had  come  for  that  purpose  but  I  acknowledged  the 
hand  of  the  Lord  in  it. 

Then  the  Doctor  came  and  wanted  to  take  his  case  in  hand  he  said  the 
Doctor  was  on  the  side  of  the  mob  and  he  knew  he  could  do  him  good.  He 
wanted  to  lift  the  bone  in  his  neck  that  pressed  the  spinal  marrow.  He 
came  a  time  or  two  but  I  could  not  engage  him.  Then  he  said  he  would 
give  me  a  receipt  to  make  a  liniment  to  rub  him  with  to  open  the  pores  of 
the  skin.  He  also  gave  me  some  things  to  put  in  the  liniment.  By  this 

time  my  husband  had  got  so  he  could  stand  on  his  feet  without  helping  him 

to  get  on  them. 

Brother  Lainey  had  secured  one  yoke  of  cattle  as  we  thought  one  yoke  would 
haul  all  we  could  get  in  one  wagon  that  we  had.  We  could  then  save  the 
money  we  had  to  buy  our  bread  and  clothing. 

We  started  March  17th  1839  for  Quincy,  Illinois.  On  the  first  of  April  as 
soon  as  the  brethren  found  we  were  there,  secured  a  bottle  of  oil,-  conse¬ 
crated  it,  and  came  with  Father  Joseph  Smith  at  their  head,  (seven  in  num¬ 
ber)  while  we  were  camped  out  and  got  him  on  a  chair  and  anointed  and 
administered  to  him  again,  then  assisted  him  to  his  feet  and  he  walked, 
between  two  of  them,  some  thirty  yards  and  back. 

We  soon  got  into  a  room,  partly  underground  and  partly  on  top  of  the  ground. 
The  room  was  very  close  and  he  took  sick  and  I  had  to  lift  him  at  least 
fifty  times  a  day  and  in  doing  so  I  had  to  strain  every  nerve. 

We  had  the  cattle  which  had  hauled  us  here  but  could  not  sell  them,  but 
could  hire  them  out  for  a  small' sum  to  break  prairie,  so  we  hired  them.  We 
had  one  small  heifer  that  the  mob  did  not  take  that  gave  us  a  little  milk 
for  twice  a  day,  but  in  less  than  two  weeks  there  came  a  drove  of  cattle 
from  Missouri  and  they  drove  her  off  with  them,  so  we  were  like  Job  of  old 
and  my  husband  was  as  sore  for  his  blood  cankered  and  he  broke  in  sores  all 
over  his  body  so  that  you  could  not  put  a  pin  point  on  him  without  putting 
it  on  a  sore,  from  the  crown  of  his  head  to  the  soles  of  his  feet. 
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In  two  weeks  we  neither  had  bread  or  meat  so  we  sent  our  oldest  son,  William, 
three  miles  out  on  the  prairie  to  the  man  who  had  hired  our  cattle.  We  had 
one  spoonful  of  sugar  and  one  saucer  full  of  corn  meal  so  I  made  mush  of  the 
meal  and  put  the  sugar  on  it  and  gave  it  to  my  children.  That  was  the  last 
of  eatables  of  any  kind  we  had  in  the  house  or  on  the  earth.  We  were  in  a 
strange  land  and  among  strangers.  The  conflict  began  in  my  mind.  "Your 
folks  told  you  your  husband  would  be  killed  and  are  you  not  sorry  you  did  not 
listen  to  them."  I  said,  No  I  am  not.  I  did  what  was  right  if  I  die  I  am 

glad  I  was  baptized,  for  the  remission  of  my  sins  for  I  have  an  answer  of  a 

good  conscience.  But  after  that  a  third  person  spoke,  it  was  a  still  small 
voice  this  time  saying  hold  on  for  the  Lord  will  provide.  I  said  I  would 
for  I  would  trust  him  and  not  grumble. 

I  went  to  work  and  washed  everything  and  cleaned  the  house  thoroughly  as  I 
said  to  myself,  If  I  die  I  will  die  clean.  Along  in  the  afternoon  Brother 
Rubin  Aired  came.  He  lived  fifteen  miles  away.  He  went  to  the  bed  where 
my  husband  lay  and  asked  him  if  we  had  any  prospects  for  bread  at  all  and 
received  the  answer  that  we  had  none.  He  asked  me  for  a  sack  and  then 
went  to  his  wagon  and  brought  in  a  sack  of  meal  and  he  also  made  me  a 
present  of  a  washboard  saying  you  had  to  leave  everything  and  I  felt  you 
were  out  of  bread  so  I  came  by  the  mill  to  get  my  grinding  done  before  I 
came  here  and  it  made  me  late.  I  thanked  him  and  he  started  home.  In  a 

few  moments  my  son,  William,  came  in  with  only  fifty  cents.  We  thought 

he  would  get  three  dollars  as  that  is  what  was  due  us  for  the  hire  of  our 
cattle.  The  man  had  lost  the  cattle  and  wanted  the  boy  to  go  and  find  them. 

I  made  the  best  of  what  we  had  for  I  took  the  money  and  went  down  to  the 
river  and  purchased  flour  6  lbs.,  pork  2  1/2  lbs.  and  1/2  bushel  of  pota¬ 
toes,  so  I  had  quite  a  supply  and  we  were  thankful  but  could  take  the  honor 
to  ourselves,  so  we  lived  sparingly  for  at  least  two  weeks  but  when  that 
was  gone  we  were  in  the  same  condition  again  for  we  had  nothing.  I  felt 
awful  but  the  same  voice  that  gave  me  comfort  before  was  there  to  comfort 
me  again  and  it  said,  hold  on,  the  Lord  will  provide  for  his  Saints.  I 
said  if  He  provided  for  us  this  time  I  should  think  He  owned  us  for  his 
children.  I  washed  and  cleaned  as  before  and  was  just  finishing  the 
doorstep  when  Brother  Alexander  Williams  came  up  to  my  back  door  with  two 
bushels  of  meal  on  his  shoulder.  I  looked  up  and  said  Brother  Williams,  I 
have  just  found  out  how  the  widows  crust  and  barrell  held  out  through  the 
famine.  He  asked  how.  I  said  just  as  it  was  out  someone  was  sent  to  fill 
it.  He  said  he  was  so  busy  with  his  crop  that  he  could  hardly  leave  it, 
but  the  Spirit  strove  with  him  saying  Brother  Hendricks'  family  is  suffer¬ 
ing,  so  I  dropped  everything  and  came  by  and  had  it  ground  lest  you  would 
not  get  it  soon  enough.  I  soon  baked  a  cake  of  the  meal  and  he  blessed  it 
and  we  all  partook  of  it  and  water.  Hunger  makes  sweet,  cakes  without 
sugar. 

He  told  us  that  he  had  baptized  the  man  and  his  wife  that  he  was  living 
with.  He  was  tending  the  farm  and  that  he  should  come  again.  But  when  he 
wanted  more  corn,  the  man  he  was  working  for,  whose  name  was  Edwards, 

said  to  him,  "You  shall  not  work  for  me  for  corn  and  take  it  to  the  Saints 
who  have  been  driven  and  robbed."  "Tell  me  where  you  go  and  I  will  go 
myself."  So  he  came  just  as  we.  were  out.  I  remarked  that  the  Scriptures 
said,  "In  the  mouth  of  two  or  three  witnesses  shall  every  word  be  establish¬ 
ed  and  the  D.  &  C.  says  it  is  the  Lord's  duty  to  look  after  and  provide  for 
his  Saints,  which  has  been  proven  true  to  me  to  a  demonstration. 
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My  husband  could  turn  on  his  elbows,  turn  his  feet  out  of  bed  and  begin  to 
take  things  in  one  hand.  I  began  to  take  in  work,  some  sewing  and  washing, 
but  mostly  washing,  for  I  could  make  the  most  at  that.  And  I  found  that 
there  was  more  blessing  to  give  than  to  receive  so  I  made  our  own  living 
from  that  time  on. 

I  paid  $56.00  for  house  rent  and  got  me  two  bedsteads,  four  chairs,  five 
falling  leaf  tables.  Kept  one  of  the  tables  myself  and  let  Bro.  Lewis  have 
one  for  moving  us  to  Nauvoo,  sold  two  to  Sister  Emma  Smith  for  provisions. 
We  moved  to  Nauvoo  in  March.  I  had  clothing  for  the  summer.  The  Brethren 
gave  us  a  lot  and  throwed  together  a  log  house  and  I  hired  a  man  to  cover 
it  and  build  a  chimney.  I  and  Sister  Melinda  Lewis  chinked  and  plastered 
it.  I  still  hired  the  same  man  to  plow  and  put  in  my  lot  and  we  raised  a 
good  garden.  We  got  along  until  the  next  Spring  when  my  husband  borrowed 
money  and  sent  it  to  the  mill  and  bought  flour  and  sold  it,  so  we  lived  on 
the  profits.  I  began  to  make  beer  and  ginger  bread  and  go  out  on  public 
days,  this  showing  that  necessity  is  the  mother  of  invention. 

We  still  had  one  yoke  of  cattle  so  my  son,  William,  took  them  and  hauled 
rock  for  the  Temple  to  pay  our  tithing.  He  also  paid  some  for  others  in 
the  same  way  and  they  paid  us  in  something  we  needed.  I  boarded  the  car¬ 
penters  and  masons  and  paid  them  to  put  us  up  a  brick  house;  we  bought  the 
brick  and  paid  the  money  for  them.  We  still  continued  to  keep  boarders 
and  had  flour  to  sell,  finished  our  house  in  1842,  but  we  had  duller  times 
then  for  persecution  began  to  rage  and  we  had  hard  times  again. 

I  paid  a  good  deal  of  tithing  by  making  gloves  and  mittens.  I  had  about 
thirty  pair  on  hand.  I  still  went  washing  for  bread  or  molasses  for  my 
children. 

Flour  was  hard  to  get.  I  secured  vegetables.  I  had  cabbage  and  potatoes 
and  turnips.  The  winter  set  in  early  in  November  and  very  hard.  I  had 
to  buy  my  wood.  I  had  only  corn  meal  for  bread  and  but  very  little  of 
that  and  nothing  to  season  our  vegetables  with  and  we  could  not  eat  them 
without  salt. 

I  was  making  a  pair  of  gloves  to  pay  for  a  load  of  wood,  it  was  near 
10  o'clock  at  night.  My  husband  asked  me  to  lay  aside  my  work  and  have 
prayer.  I  wanted  to  finish  my  gloves  :  f or  I  was  almost  done.  My  youngest 
child  asked  for  a  piece  of  bread  and  I  told  him  I  would  give  him  one  when 

I  was  through.  I  was  soon  ready  for  prayer  and  we  knelt  down  and  my 

husband  prayed  same  as  usual  and  when  he  said  Amen,  I  was  so  full  I  could 
not  get  off  my  knees.  I  began  to  pray  and  I  told  the  Lord  our  situation 
and  what  had  brought  us  to  it,  that  I  was  willing  to  do  all  I  could  to 
make  my  family  comfortable  and  could  not  do  so  and  now  if  He  had  anything 
in  store  for  us  to  open  our  way,  for  we  had  done  all  we  could.  When  I  was 

through  I  felt  like  I  had  poured  out  my  whole  soul  to  him  and  I  knew  that 

we  should  have  something,  I  had  no  doubts. 

My  Joseph  said,  Mother,  you  said  when  you  prayed  you  would  give  me  some 
bread.  I  answered  him  that,  He  that  knoweth  how  to  give  good  gifts  to 
their  children,  the  same  will  give  good  gifts  to  them. 

The  second  day  after,  in  the  afternoon  there  came  a  knock  at  the  door  and 
my  husband  said.  Come  in.  A  man  came  in  and  putting  his  hat  under  his  arm 
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said,  Mr.  Hendricks,  you  don't  know  me,  my  name  is  Shaw.  I  know  you  and  your 
father  and  brothers  and  they  were  all  honest  men.  I  have  a  load  of  pork  at 
the  gate  and  I  have  come  to  sell  it  to  you.  My  husband  said,  I  have  no  way 
of  making  any  money  so  I  cannot  take  it.  He  said,  I  come  to  let  you  have  it 
on  credit  for  a  time.  My  husband  said  he  could  not  go  in  debt  and  would  not 
take  it.  I  stood  in  the  door  until  he  drove  off.  I  then  went  upstairs  and 
humbled  myself  before  the  Lord  and  asked  him  if  he  had  answered  my  prayers 
and  sent  that  man  to  us  in  the  first  place  to  hedge  up  his  way  that  he  could 
not  sell  a  pound  of  his  pork  and  send  him  back  to  us,  then  I  would  know  he 
sent  him  in  answer  to  my  prayer.  Then  I  felt  better  again  and  so  went  to  my 
work.  The  next  afternoon  he  came  again  and  said  when  he  came  in,  "You  must 
take  my  pork  for  I  have  been  all  over  this  town  and  can't  sell  a  pound  of  it 
and  it  is  getting  so  sloppy  I  can  scarce  get  around.  I  came  from  McComb 
County  on  purpose  to  sell  to  you.  I  stepped  to- the  bedroom  and  called  my 
husband  to  me.  I  told  him  to  take  the  pork  for  the  Lord  had  opened  the  way 
for  us  and  if  he  closed  it  up  the  sin  would  be  on  him  and  not  on  my  head. 

He  went  and  told  the  man  he  would  take  it.  It  was  the  best  corn  fed  pork, 
there  was  1100  lbs.  of  it  at  $2.00  per  hundred,  so  he  gave  his  note  for  $22.00 
payable  in  twelve  months.  I  went  to  work,  and  cut  up  the  pork,  saved  the 
sausage  meat  and  rendered  up  the  lard.  I  took  in  boarders  they  got  me  flour 
and  groceries  and  we  had  vegetables  so  we  lived  well  and  got  the  money  to  pay 
for  the  pork.  Who  could  not  see  the  hand  of  the  Lord  in  this  miracle  worked 
on  natural  principles. 

In  the  year  that  the  Prophets  Joseph  and  Hyrum  Smith  were  killed,  I  was 
forced  again  to  turn  to  something  else  as  our  family  needed  everything  and 
had  nothing.  In  the  Spring  before  the  Prophets  were  killed,  I  took  a  notion 
to  go  to  St.  Louis.  I  asked  some  of  the  brethren  what  they  thought  about  it 
and  they  said  they  thought  I  had  better  stay  at  home.  My  family  was  then 
living  on  a  half  bushel  of  meal  a  week  and  nothing  else  with  it  and  we  had 
lived  that  way  for  eight  weeks.  We  were  destitute  of  clothing,  so  I  went  to 
Mother  Whitney  for  I  knew  she  had  had  her  endowments  and  told  her  what  I  was 
thinking  of  doing  and  asked  her  her  advice.  She  told  me  to  go  and  then 
blessed  me.  I  went  home  and  began  to  fix  to  go  but  I  had  no  money  to  take 
me  there.  On  Sunday  the  boat  come  up  the  river  and  was  to  go  down  on  Tues¬ 
day  and  I  was  to  be  ready.  I  prayed  to  the  Lord  and  asked  him  if  it  was ■ 
right  that  I  should  go  that  He  would  open  the  way  for  me  to  get  the  money 
necessary  to  take  me  there.  On  Monday  morning  a  Lawyer  who  had  been  owing  me 
for  board  for  eighteen  months,  (who  I  thought  had  left  the  country)  came  in 
and  paid  me  the  money,  then  I  had  money  to  pay  my  way.  I  took  my  second 
daughter  with  me  and  we  were  gone  eight  weeks  and  I  secured  clothing  until  we 
were  pretty  comfortable  besides  sending  home  tea,  sugar  and  other  comforts. 

The  Prophets  were  killed  on  Thursday,  June  27,  1844.  I  could  well  bear 
witness  to  the  feelings  of  the  brethren,  who  were  on  missions  at  that  time 
for  my  feelings  were  such  that  I  prayed  the  Lord  to  take  them  from  me  for  it 
was  more  than  I  could  stand,  then  the  load  was  made  lighter,  according  to  my 
prayer,  so  that  I  could  attend  to  my  business. 

Sister  Booth  and  I  came  home  together,  we  started  Friday,  June  28.  We  did  not 
know  that  the  Prophets  were  killed  only  by  our  feelings  until  we  got  out  about 
six  miles  and  met  another  boat.  They  hailed  each  other  and  then  we  were  told 
who  was  killed,  saying  they  had  the  hour  and  minute  that  he  was  killed. 

Then  from  the  Captain  to  the  last  hand  on  deck  came  running  to  us  with  the 
news  to  see  how  we  felt.  We  could  not  have  felt  worse.  When  we  reached  home 
everything  was  in  mourning. 
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It  was  not  long  before  Sidney  Rigdon  called  a  meeting  in  order  to  present 
his  claims  to  the  Presidency  of  the  Church.  Some  of  the  Twelve  had  returned 
from  their  missions  and  the  day  the  meeting  was  held  and  while  it  was  in 
session,  Brigham  Young  (President  of  the  quorum  of  the  Twelve  Apostles) 
and  others,  slipped  up  to  the  stand  and  said  nothing  until  Sidney  Rigdon 
was  through,  he  was  standing  near  the  center  of  the  audience  in  a  wagon. 

As  the  meeting  was  in  the  Boury.  Then  Pres.  Brigham  Young  began  to  speak. 

I  jumped  up  to  look  and  see  if  it  was  not  Brother  Joseph  for  surely  it 
was  his  voice  and  gestures.  Every  Latter-day  Saint  could  easily  see  upon 
whom  the  priesthood  descended  for  Brigham  Young  held  the  keys.  Sidney 
Rigdon  led  off  a  few,  but  where  are  they  now.  They  have  dwindled  away  in 
unbelief  and  have  come  to  naught. 

President  Brigham  Young  continued  the  work  on  the  Temple,  gave  the  Saints 
their  washings  and  anointings  in  the  House  of  the  Lord  and  has  led  them  to 
the  tops  of  the  Mountains.  The  Government  came  after  us  and  called  for 
five  hundred  (500)  of  our  best  men  to  go  and  fight  the  Mexicans,  in  this 
they  thought  to  prove  our  loyalty  to  the  government,  after  driving  us  from 
our  homes  three  times  in  Missouri,  breaking  three  treaties  with  us,  killing 
our  husbands  and  children,  and  confiscating  our  property  and  taking  our 
land  that  we  had  paid  money  for,  to  the  Government.  Thousands  of  us  must 
go,  in  the  dead  of  winter,  no  matter  our  sufferings,  we  must  go  or  be 
exterminated.  Our  sufferings  cannot  be  told.  Leaving  our  Prophet  and  some 
of  our  best  men  in  prison,  we  fled  to  Illinois  and  stayed  there  about  seven 
years.  It  was  there  they  killed  our  Prophet  and  Patriarch  and  drove  us  out 
again.  We  were  on  our  way  to  the  mountains  when  the  United  States  Officers 
came  to  our  camp  and  told  us  their  business.  My  oldest  son,  William,  was 
driving  the  team.  He  said  they  could  go  to  Hell  and  prove  their  loyalty 
there.  We  had  to  lift  ray  husband  out  and  in  the  wagon  for  he  was  still 
suffering  from  the  effects  of  the  wounds  received  from  the  hand  of  the  mob 
in  Missouri. 

The  Church  authorities  began  to  preach  and  persuade  the  brethren  to  go  for 
they  knew  if  the  Batallion  was  not  raised  and  sent  to  Mexico,  that  exter¬ 
mination  stood  in  our  pathway  at  the  hands  of  the  U.  S.  Army.  But  the  hand 
of  the  Lord  was  in  it,  I  have  seen  it  since.  I  will  relate  the  circumstances 
of  my  son,  William  D.,  going  in  the  army  which  was  called  the  Mormon 
Batallion. 

The  brethren  said  the  five  hundred  must  be  made  up  in  two  weeks.  They  held 
meetings  every  day  or  two  to  get  men  inspired  to  go  but  my  son  was  all  I 
had  to  depend  on,  his  father  being  helpless  and  Joseph,  my  other  son, 
being  in  his  ninth  year  only  and  my  girls  not  healthy.  One  would  say  to 
me.  Is  William  going.  I  answered,  No,  he  is  not.  Then  another  would  ask, 

Is  William  going.  I  answered.  No,  Why,  they  said,  they  would  not  have  their 
son  or  husband  stay  for  anything,  then  I  would  say,  a  burned  child  dreads 
the  fire.  But  when  I  was  alone,  the  whispering  of  the  Spirit  would  say  to 
me:  ’’Are  you  afraid  to  trust  the  God  of  Israel.  Has  he  not  been  with  you 

in  all  your  trials.  Has  He  not  provided  for  your  wants."  Then  I  would 
have  to  acknowledge  the  hand  of  God  in  all  His  goodness  to  me.  It  seemed 
so  cruel  in  the  Government  Officials.  My  fury  would  come  up  and  I  had  no 
language  to  express  my  feelings.  I  was  in  a  complete  struggle  but  I  held 
back  until  they  had  their  dance  which  was  held  at  Sarpee's  Point.  He  went 
to  the  dance.  Some  of  the  brethren  came  and  asked  if  we  wanted  to  go  to 
the  dance  which  was  five  miles  from  our  camp  and  we  said  we  did.  Then  he 
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told  us  to  get  ready  as  quick  as  we  could.  I  and  my  oldest  daughter  (Elizabeth) 
got  our  shawls  and  bonnets  and  went  with  them.  When  we  reached  there  the 
Brass  Band  was  playing  the  tune  of  Sweet  Home  and  other  tunes  that  were 
played  on  the  top  of  the  Temple  when  they  bid  it  adieu.  This  overpowered  me 
and  I  wept,  I  could  not  help  it.  I  immediately  looked  around  for  my  son, 
William,  and  finally  I  saw  him  up  in  a  tree  that  had  been  broken  off  in  a 

hurricane,  with  one  of  his  comrades  who  was  going  in  the  batallion.  I  com¬ 

menced  to  cry  again  as  my  heart  seemed  so  swollen  I  thought  it  would  burst. 

They  began  dancing  and  when  I  saw  a  brother  lead  his  wife  or  daughter  to 
dance  1  could  not  help  weep.  So  I  spent  that  day  in  weeping  and  when  even¬ 
ing  came  we  went  to  our  camp.  We  had  no  home  for  we  were  strangers  and  pil¬ 
grims  on  the  earth.  One  of  the  H.  D.  Kimball's  wives  went  with  us.  We  sat 
up  until  near  midnight.  The  girls  sang  and  William  played  on  the  Violin, 
for  none  of  us  felt  as  though  we  could  sleep  and  it  was  a  long  time  then 
before  I  went  to  sleep.  The  Batallion  was  to  be  marched  off  the  next  morn¬ 
ing.  I  thought  the  number  was  made  up,  this  is  the  last  thing  I  thought 
before  I  went  to  sleep  and  the  first  thing  when  I  woke  I  thought,  Well  you 

have  got  your  boy  yet,  are  you  not  happy.  And  it  seemed  like  a  second 

person  spoke  and  said.  How  easy  something  might  happen  and  you  would  say  Oh, 
if  I  had  let  him  go  with  the  Batallion  this  would  not  have  been.  As  soon  as 
it  was  light  William  got  up  and  also  myself.  He  said,  Mother  I  will  go 
after  the  cows  and  my  eyes  followed  him  as  he  started  through  the  tall 
heavy  grass  wet  with  dew.  I  thought  how  easy  something  might  happen  for 
that  was  a  sickly  climate.  I  got  ready  to  get  breakfast  and  when  I  stepped 
up  on  the  wagon  tongue  to  get  my  flour  I  was  asked  by  the  same  spirit  that 
had  spoken  to  me  before.  If  I  did  not  want  the  greatest  glory  and  I  answer¬ 
ed  with  my  natural  voice.  Yes,  I  did.  Then  how  can  you  get  it  without 
making  the  greatest  sacrifice,  said  the  voice.  I  answered  Lord,  what  lack 
I  yet.  Let  your  son  go  in  the  Batallion,  said  the  voice.  I  said  it  is  too 
late,  they  are  to  be  marched  off  this  morning.  That  spirit  then  left  me 
with  the  heart  ache.  I  got  breakfast  and  called  the  girls  and  their  Father 
to  come  to  the  tent  for  prayers.  William  came  wet  with  dew  from  the  grass 
and  we  sat  down  around  the  board  and  my  husband  commenced  asking  the 
blessing  on  our  food,  when  Thomas  Williams  came  shouting  at  the  top  of  his 
voice,  saying  "Turn  out  men.  Turn  out,  for  we  do  not  wish  to  press  you  but 
we  lack  some  men  yet  in  the  Batallion.  William  raised  his  eyes  and  looked 
me  in  the  face.  I  knew  then  that  he  would  go  as  well  as  I  know  now  that 
he  has  been.  I  could  not  swallow  one  bite  of  breakfast  but  I  waited  on 
the  rest  thinking  I  might  never  have  my  family  all  together  again.  I  had 
no  photograph  of  him  but  I  took  one  in  my  mind  and  said  to  myself,  If  I 
never  see  you  again  until  the  morning  of  the  resurrection  I  shall  know  you 
are  my  child.  My  husband  took  his  cane  and  went  to  where  the  drum  was 
beating.  I  went  to  milk  the  cows.  Libbie  went  with  Sister  Kimball. 

Catherine  went  to  the  brook  to  wash  some  towels.  I  thought  the  cows  would 
be  shelter  for  me  and  I  knelt  down  and  told  the  Lord  if  He  wanted  my  child 
to  take  him,  only  spare  his  life  and  let  him  be  restored  to  me  and  to  the 
bosom  of  the  church.  I  felt  it  was  all  I  could  do.  Then  the  voice  that 
talked  with  me  in  the  morning  answered  me  saying.  It  shall  be  done  unto  you 
as  it  was  unto  Abraham  when  he  offered  Isaac  on  the  altar.  I  don  t  know 
whether  I  milked  or  not  for  I  felt  the  Lord  had  spoken  to  me. 

I  ran  to  the  tent  but  William  was  not  there.  I  looked  to  the  wagon  and 
found  him  sitting  with  his  head  in  his  hands  and  I  said,  Do  you  want  to 
go  with  the  Batallion.  For  if  you  do  I  have  had  a  testimony  that  it  is 
right  for  you  to  go.  He  answered  me  saying  Yes  and  No.  He  did  not  want  to 
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go  as  a  pleasure  trip  but  said  he  "Mother  I  can  do  you  as  much  good  as  I  can 
do  by  staying  for  I  would  have  to  go  to  Missouri  to  get  work.  Pres.  Young 
said  it  is  for  the  salvation  of  this  people  and  I  might  as  well  have  a  hand 
in  it  as  anyone,  and  he  also  said  we  will  have  nothing  to  fight  but  some 
wild  beasts.  Then  I  said,  "My  son,  I  have  held  you  back  but  if  you  want  to 
go  I  shall  hold  you  no  longer  so  he  ran  to  his  father  and  told  him  what  I 
had  said.  His  father  said  we  will  see  Brother  Young  and  they  had  not  gone 
but  a  few  steps  until  they  met  him  and  said,  Here  is  my  boy  if  he  will  do, 
take  him,  and  Brother  Young  told  the  clerk  to  put  down  his  name  and  William 
came  running  back  to  me  and  said,  my  name  is  down  and  I  must  be  at  the  Point 
in  one  hour,  so  I  got  his  clothes  and  other  notions  that  he  would  need. 
Catherine  came  from  the  brook  and  all  the  family  came  to  take  their  leave 
of  him.  Catherine  gathered  him,  I  waited  until  I  thought  he  must  go,  then 
I  broke  her  hold  of  him  and  I  kissed  him  and  pushed  him  off  and  held  her  by 
this  time  his  father  had  started  to  go  with  him  and  they  went  out  of  sight. 

I  don't  think  that  Abraham  felt  any  worse  than  we  did,  I  cannot  tell  the 
hardships  we  endured  by  his  going.  We  were  then  at  Council  Bluffs.  We 
crossed  the  river  and  camped  again  at  what  we  called  Settlers  Park  and 
stayed  there  until  the  brethren  secured  their  hay.  There  was  not  a  wagon 
in  the  whole  camp,  but  what  had  sickness  in  it  and  we  bore  it  with  the 
patience  of  Job. 

I  dreamed  that  we  would  yet  see  the  day  that  we  would  be  glad  that  our  noses 
had  been  held  on  the  grindstone  all  the  day  long.  William  was  gone  from  us 
fifteen  months. 

We  reached  the  Valley  October  4th,  1847  and  William  reached  there  on  the 
14th  of  the  same  month.  The  night  before  he  came  I  dreamed  that  I  saw  the 
Temple  in  Salt  Lake  Valley  and  that  it  was  just  where  it  now  stands  but 
was  finished.  The  wall  towered  so  high  and  was  so  white  and  so  far  super¬ 
ior  to  the  Nauvoo  Temple  that  they  were  not  to  be  compared.  The  banisters 
around  the  top  were  so  large  and  as  white  as  the  driven  snow.  And  Joseph 
Smith  stood  by  the  Banisters  dressed  in  his  Priestly  garments  and  held  in 
his  hand  a  fine  leghorn  hat  with  a  white  satin  ribbon  tied  loosely  around 
it.  I  saw  the  ring  on  his  finger  and  it  seemed  as  if  I  could  see  him  as 
plain  as  if  I  were  close  to  him.  I  called  my  husband  and  children.  They 
came  out  of  the  house  on  the  Porch.  I  said  there  is  Joseph,  he  laughed  and 
spoke.  There  was  two  doves  came,  one  from  each  side  of  him  down  to  us  and 
the  children  said  that  they  would  get  soiled  if  they  should  alight,  so 
they  caught  them.  I  thought  that  kindness  from  what  Joseph  said. 

I  awoke  and  said  to  myself,  what  can  it  mean.  It  seemed  to  come  to  me  in 
a  moment  that  when  the  Saviour  was  baptized  the  Spirit  descended  on  Him  in 
the  form  of  a  dove  to  prove  the  acceptance  of  the  Lord.  My  husband  and 
son  had  laid  down  their  lives  for  the  Kingdom  of  God.  I  was  then  filled 
with  the  Spirit  of  God  and  rejoiced  in  tribulation  and  knew  I  had  joyfully 
taken  the  spoiling  of  my  goods,  I  knew  also  that  there  was  a  God  that  watch¬ 
ed  over  us  and  He  would  provide. 

We  were  in  Salt  Lake  Valley  almost  without  clothes  and  but  very  little 
bread  stuff,  tty  son  weighed  the  bread  stuff  the  next  day  after  he  came 
and  said  that  he  wished  we  were-  back  in  the  States.  I  told  him  I  did  not 
wish  that,  but  Father  was  a  God  or  he  would  provide  for  us  if  we  would  put 
our  trust  in  him.  We  then  killed  an  ox  that  we  might  have  beef.  I  got 
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all  the  tallow  I  could  and  it  made  three  candles.  William  went  to  work  and 
built  us  a  house  in  the  Fort  wall  so  we  made  ourselves  as  comfortable  as 
possible. 

About  the  middle  of  the  winter  my  oldest  daughter  (Elizabeth)  was  married  to 
a  man  by  the  name  of  Fredrick  Bainbridge.  When  hard  times  came  on  and  he 
had  to  irrigate,  he  could  not  stand  it  so  he  wanted  his  wife  to  go  back  to 
the  States  with  him  or  to  California.  But  she  knew  too  much  to  do  either. 

He  did  not  think  that  the  Lord  required  him  to  stay  here  without  bread  or  to 
irrigate  and  he  would  not  stand  it.  I  told  him  we  would  have  to  stand  up  to 
our  rack,  hay  or  no  hay,  and  if  he  could  not  do  it,  he  would  have  to  start 
and  take  himself  off,  but  that  he  could  not  take  my  daughter,  so  he  left. 

We  had  no  bread  from  the  middle  of  May  until  the  middle  of  July,  only  what 
Sister  Adeline  Benson  would  save  from  her  rations  until  she  would  get  enough 
for  a  meal  for  my  family,  then  she  would  bring  it  to  us  and  say  '  have  some¬ 
thing  good."  We  had  plenty  of  milk  and  butter  and  had  bought  some  of  the 
best  cheese  I  ever  ate  and  we  had  meat  nearly  all  the  time,  so  we  were  strong 
to  go  and  fight  the  crickets. 

Rebecca  and  Joseph,  my  two  youngest  children  carried  a  bed-cord  one  at  each 
end,  they  would  walk  in  the  irrigating  ditches  and  would  drag  the  cord  over 
the  heads  of  the  grain,  thus  knocking  the  crickets  off  the  grain  and  my 
husband  with  William  would  go  through  the  corn  row  by  row  and  we  would  kill 
and  drive  them  in  so  doing  we  saved  six  acres  of  ground  out  of  twenty  that 
was  planted  and  we  saved  forty  bushels  of  wheat  off  of  eight  acres  of  ground 
and  so  we  secured  our  bread  by  faith  and  perseverance. 

In  July  we  went  over  our  wheat  and  with  knives  and  scissors  cut  the  ripest 
heads  and  spread  them  on  the  house  tops  to  dry  and  when  it  would  shell,  we 
beat  it  out  on  blankets,  then  ground  it  in  hand  mills  and  it  made  the  sweet¬ 
est  bread  I  ever  ate. 

The  people  that  drove  us  out  of  Missouri  and  Illinois  thought  we  would 
starve  and  come  to  naught  and  that  we  would  be  out  of  the  U.  S.  Government, 
but  the  Lord  did  not  intend  that  we  should  leave  our  beloved  constitution 
for  our  Mormon  Bataliion  redeemed  the  land  on  which  we  settled,  from  Mexico 
and  so  we  remained  under  our  own  Stars  and  Stripes.  The  Lord  intended  to 
build  His  house  in  the  tops  of  the  Mountains  that  all  Nations  may  flow  into 
it.  I  could  take  up  much  time  and  paper  to  write  these  things  but  it  is  not 

my  purpose. 

The  next  move  we  made  was  to  the  warm  Springs  to  build  a  bath  house.  We 
built  a  log  house  first  then  a  large  adobe,  then  the  bath  house  which  con¬ 
tained  twelve  rooms,  six  on  each  side  and  a  large  room  in  front.  Then  the 
warm  water  was  to  be  brought  about  1/3  of  a  mile  in  pipes  and  they  had  to 
be  made  of  logs  bored  through  the  center  lengthwise  (these  were  called  pump 
logs)  which  required  considerable  labor. 

We  lived  there  three  years.  The  important  changes  that  occurred  during 
these  three  years  I  will  give  in  short.  During  these  three  years  we  had  six 
marriages,  one  death  and  four  births  and  our  living  to  make  in  keeping  board 
ers  in  which  I  was  the  principal  actor.  I  could  not  tell  the  hardships  we 
passed  through  while  we  were  there.  The  property  belonged  to  the  church  and 
we  could  not  pay  the  rent  but  while  there  we  paid  $547.00  rent  and  never 
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cleared  $50.00,  but  this  never  tried  my  faith  in  the  Gospel,  but  I  learned 
many  lessons. 

We  built  a  large  adobe  house  close  by,  but  never  moved  into  it,  but  sold  it. 
We  then  bought  a  small  house  in  which  we  lived,  adding  rooms  as  we  could  un¬ 
til  we  were  comfortable. 

Rebecca's  husband  went  back  east  and  stayed  for  one  year.  Wrote  good 
letters.  He  thought  he  could  live  his  religion  there  as  well  as  here  and 
wanted  her  to  go  to  him  or  if  she  desired  he  would  come  and  fetch  her.  She 
wrote  him  that  she  would  neither  go  with  or  without  him  from  the  church  for 
in  it  were  all  our  hopes.  Then  there  were  more  trials  awaiting  me  for  my 
youngest  child  Joseph  was  married  in  his  nineteenth  year,  leaving  me  with 
my  little  grandson  (James  W.  Bainbridge)  to  make  a  living  with  and  this  was 
the  third  time  I  was  left  to  make  a  living  with  a  little  boy  nine  years  old. 
William  was  nine  years  old  when  his  father  was  shot  and  Joseph  was  nine 
years  old  when  William  went  to  the  Batallion  and  James  was  nine  years  old 
when  Joseph  was  married  and  my  husband  to  dress  and  undress,  still  I  worked 
in  the  garden  and  wove  for  a  living.  The  people  thought  that  William 
supplied  us  but  he  did  not  and  when  we  had  dealings  it  was  counted  in 
dollars  and  cents  and  we  were  no  detriment  to  our  children. 

In  1858  when  Johnston's  army  came  in  we  left  our  houses  and  homes  again,  for 
we  had  held  up  our  hands  to  follow  Brigham  Young  into  the  wilderness  if  it 
was  necessary.  We  went  to  Springville  and  waited  there  to  see  how  things 
would  turn  out  and  the  Lord  fought  our  battles  and  we  returned  to  our  homes 
again.  We  made  good  gardens  and  the  Lord  blessed  every  move  we  made.  I 
still  wove,  made  gloves  and  rope,  and  kept  boarders  for  to  gain  a  living, 
but  not  without  praying  much  unto  the  Lord  to  open  my  way  and  give  my  faith 
for  this  is  the  way  I  had  to  live.  We  paid  our  tithing  all  the  time  of 
what  we  made. 

Joseph  went  to  Cache  Valley  and  then  wanted  us  all  to  go  together,  so  Pres. 
Brigham  Young  said  for  us  all  to  go  and  stay  together.  This  was  in  1860. 

My  daughter,  Rebecca,  again  married  Samuel  Roskelley  on  22nd  of  July,  1858 
by  Pres.  Brigham  Young  in  his  office  in  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah.  They  and 
William  I.  Vannoy  (who  married  my  daughter  Catherine)  went  with  us  to  Cache 
Valley  and  we  settled  in  Richmond. 

In  the  Samuel  Roskelley  was  called  to  Smithfield  and  made  a  Bishop 

there  and  presided  over  that  ward  in  honor  for  17  years.  About  this  time 
my  sons  and  sons-in-law  embraced  the  principle  of  plural  marriage.  Then  I 
had  a  double  portion  of  preaching  and  praying  to  do,  and  I  hope  the  day  will 
come  when  their  trials  will  be  swallowed  up  in  Victory  and  the  principle  of 
Plural  Marriage  will  be  honored  and  husbands  will  honor  their  wives  and 
children  will  honor  their  parents,  for  that  principle  is  glorious  if  carried 
out  according  to  the  commands  of  God  in  virtue  and  righteousness. 

We  did  well  until  the  grass  hoppers  came  and  destroyed  our  crops,  then  we 
had  to  struggle  again.  Still  no  woman  ever  was  blessed  more  than  I  for  my 
children  were  all  around  me  except  when  on  business  and  I  have  watched  over 
my  children  as  much  since  they  were  married  as  before. 
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My  girls  had  poor  health  and  if  there  was  any  sickness  with  any  of  the  chil¬ 
dren,  Mother  must  come.  My  husband  died  at  Richmond,  Cache  County,  Utah, 

July  8th,  1870.  He  was  a  martyr  for  the  cause  of  truth.  I  do  not  think  he 
ever  doubted  the  truth  of  the  Gospel  for  one  moment.  I  never  heard  him 
murmur  nor  speak  against  the  authorities  of  the  Church  and  he  always  gave 
good  advice  to  his  family.  He  laid  five  months  in  his  last  illness.  He 
often  wanted  the  brethren  to  lay  hands  on  him  to  ease  him  from  pain  but  I 
could  not  ask  the  Lord  to  spare  his  life  any  longer  for  I  thought  he  had 
suffered  long  enough. 

I  and  James  have  lived  together  ever  since.  The  children  have  multiplied  to 
quite  a  number.  They  are  all  alive  except  Libbie,  who  had  married  the  second 
time  to  James  Gammell  in  1850  and  gave  birth  to. a  girl.  This  leaving  a  boy 
and  a  girl  whom  I  raised  and  now  they  are  both  married. 

I  had  five  children,  sixty-three  grandchildren,  and  twenty-three  great 
grandchildren.  Counting  our  two  selves,  our  five  children,  our  sixty-three 
grandchildren  and  twenty-three  great  grandchildren  makes  ninety-three  (93) 
and  seven  deaths  out  of  that  number  leaves  eighty-six  now  living.  We  came 
to  Salt  Lake  in  Oct.  4,  1847  and  we  then  numbered  seven. 

I  am  nearly  sixty-seven  years  of  age  and  nearly  at  the  close  of  life  and 
what  I  have  written  is  not  a  tithe  of  my  life  and  what  I  have  passed 
through,  but  I  can  bear  my  testimony  to  the  truth  of  what  I  have  written. 

The  Gospel  is  true.  I  have  rejoiced  in  it  through  all  my  trials  for  the 
Spirit  of  the  Lord  has  buoyed  me  up  or  I  should  have  failed.  I  am  nervous 
and  my  hand  shakes  until  I  can  hardly  write.  I  am  also  a  poor  penswoman. 

I  have  made  a  very  imperfect  manuscript  but  in  my  weakness  I  can  do  no 
more."

In  1843  Neriah  Lewis  rode  horseback  from 
Illinois  to  Louisiana  and  induced  his  father-in-law  to  send  the  three  small 
girls  to  Illinois  with  him.  During  the  winter  the  family  joined  the  Mormon 
church  and  in  1844  they  moved  to  Nauvoo  and  cast  their  lot  with  the  Saints. 
They  soon  started  for  the  West  and  were  present  at  Winter  Quarters  when  the 
Mormon  Batallion  was  called.  A  rude  flat  boat  was  constructed  to  cross  the 
Missouri  River  and  they  joined  Bishop  George  Miller's  company  for  the  West. 
After  traveling  a  few  hundred  miles  winter  came  on  and  some  Ponca  Indian 
Chiefs  invited  the  party  to  leave  the  trail  and  winter  with  them.  It  was  a 
cold  bleak  winter  and  there  was  much  suffering.  About  80  of  the  Company 
died  of  scurvy.  When  winter  broke  they  made  their  way  back  to  Winter  Quar¬ 
ters  and  farmed  that  season.  They  moved  to  Iowa  and  then  on  to  Platte  Co., 

Mo.  (near  St.  Joseph)  where  they  remained  two  years  and  earned  sufficient 
to  outfit  them  for  the  journey  to  Utah.  They  joined  Orson  Pratt's  Company 
in  April  1851  with  James  Cummings  as  Captain  and  arrived  in  Salt  Lake  City 
in  October  1851.  A  home  was  purchased  in  the  15th  Ward  but  in  1852  they 
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moved  to  Centerville  for  a  short  time.  After  returning  to  Salt  Lake  City, 
Rebecca  died  1  Nov.  1854.  She  left  four  of  her  own  children  and  two  orphan 
children  of  her  brother,  Allen.  Neriah  lived  in  Herriman  several  years, 
and  on  28  March  1857  he  married  Martha  Catherine  Youngblood  and  they  were 
the  parents  of  nine  children.

When  the  company  arrived 
at  the  head  of  the  Sweet  Water  River  in  Wyoming,  presumably  near  South  Pass, 
Allen  became  ill.  He  got  up  in  the  night  and  according  to  one  account  mis- 
takenly  took  the  wrong  medicine  which  caused  his  death  on  12  July  1850.

July  20,  1868 

To  James  Hendricks  or  Neriah  Louis 
Dear  Uncle  &  Brother: 

I  adopt  this  method  of  writing  to  you  a  few  lines  &  I  have  no 
doubt  if  you  ever  get  this  letter  but  you  will  be  surprised  & 
anxious  to  hear  the  news  about  the  family,  as  I  am  to  hear 
from  you  all.  You  will  want  to  know  who  of  the  Hendricks  fam¬ 
ily  are  yet  living.  Sister  Sarah  and  myself  and  families  and 
Brother  William's  family  are  all  of  the  close  kind  that  I  know 
of  now  living.  I  have  not  heard  from  any  of  the  rest  of  the 
family  for  a  long  time.  Father  died  11  years  ago  in  La.  Sis¬ 
ter  Catherine  died  a  year  or  two  before  father  and  left  a  hus¬ 
band  and  two  children,  a  boy  and  girl,  that  are  both  since 
marryed.  Brother  Abraham  died  in  the  army  six  years  ago  with 
measles.  Brother  William  died  four  years  ago  and  also  two  of 
his  sons.  His  wife  and  five  children  are  all  living  at  home, 
none  marryed  yet,  on  Red  River  in  La.  I  was  over  in  La.  to 
Sister  Sally's  and  Nancy's  two  years  ago.  The  first  time  I 
had  seen  them  since  we  were  children.  Sally  was  well  and 
hearty  and  her  family.  Her  son  John  Wattis,  is  grown  and  is 
a  nice  young  man.  Her  husband's  name  is  Lunsford.  He  appears 
to  be  a  good,  kind-hearted  man  and  all  appeared  to  be  getting 
along  very  well.  They  belong  to  the  Baptist  church.  So  did 
father  and  Catherine  in  their  life  time.  William  never  join¬ 
ed  any  church.  He  lived  and  I  recon,  died,  a  Universalist . 

I  forgot  the  Edwards  family,  James  and  Newt,  and  their  sister, 
Elizabeth,  all  have  familys  and  are  living  in  Dallas  County, 

Texas.  All  are  good  citizens  and  doing  very  well. 

Cousin  John  Hendricks  and  Ruthy  are  alive  yet  and  live  in 
Grason  County,  Texas,  and  are  doing  very  well.  I  hear  from 
them  onst  in  a  while.  We  have  not  heard  of  Brother  Nelson  for 
a  long  time  and  suppose  he  is  dead.  Giles  died  in  the  Mexican 
war  upwards  of  20  years  ago.  We  have  not  heard  from  Josiah  for 
a  long  time.  He  was  in  California  the  last  time  we  heard  from 
him.  He  was  single  and  then  living  near  Sister  Elizabeth.  Now 
will  tell  you  something  of  myself  and  family.  I  am  living  with 
my  second  wife  and  have  two  children  by  each  one.  My  oldest 
daughter  is  grown,  and  Sam,  my  oldest  boy  is  14  years  old.

The  health  of  our  country 
is  generally  good.  We  have  fine  crops  and  provision  is  very 
plentifull  in  Texas  except  wheat  that  has  been  destroyed  for  a 
year  or  two  by  the  grasshoppers.  Now  I  have  wrote  to  you  what 
will  most  immediately  interest  you  at  this  time  and  now  I  must 
ask  of  you  both  if  living  or  either  and  if  not  your  familys  to 
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answer  my  letter  soon  as  possible  for  you  do  not  know  how  much 
I  crave  to  hear  from  you  all  and  especially  Sister  Tabitha  and 
Elizabeth  and  Josiah  and  Brother  Allen's  children  and  all  the 
kind  and  friends  you  know  of.  My  post  office  is  Upshur  County, 
Texas  Point  Pleasant  P.  0.  Please  send  my  letter  to  any  of  the 
family  you  can.  I  want  you  all  to  write  soon  and  I  will  write 
more  when  I  hear  from  you.  No  more  at  present s

that  I  wrote  before  I  must  tell  you  again  that  youre  brother 
is  dead  he  departed  this  life  on  the  13  of  September  1868  he 
has  suffered  agradel  for  the  last  seven  years  with  a  pain  in 
his  head  and  a  ginrel  debility  of  health  and  then  he  was  taken 
with  a  sore  mouth  it  comensed  eating  as  tho  he  was  salivated  tho 
he  was  not  it  continued  spreading  untill  it  destroied  over  one 
half  of  his  fase  and  extended  down  his  neck  he  was  violentley 
attacted  the  first  day  of  August  and  remained  in  great  agony 
untill  September  the  13  when  he  departed  this  life  he  was  in 
his  right  mind  untill  the  last  he  was  a  unprofessor  tho  he 
was  strictley  honest  and  lived  a  normal  life  he  expressed  a 
great  desire  to  hear  from  you  all  and  sed  if  he  lived  if  he  ever 
did  recover  and  cold  hear  from  you  he  wold  moove  our  thar  We 
received  youre  leter  November  the  1  and  one  from  Aunt  December 
the  2  when  you  read  this  please,  send  it  two  her  for  fear  she 
never  got  the  one  I  sent  We  was  truly  glad  to  hear  from  you 
all  and  I  want  you  to  continue  writing  for  we  will  be  truly 
glad  to  hear  from  you  all  Henerety  is  the  name  of  his  old¬ 
est  daughter  she  will  be  nineteen  19  the  6  day  of  August  next 
his  sone  name  Samuel  James  these  two  his  first  wifes  our 
oldest  is  a  daughter  her  name  is  Ann  Tabitha  her  Paugh  named 
her  express  ley  for  you  he  sed  you  was  his  favorite  sister  when 
you  was  small  and  he  expressed  agreat  anxiety  to  se  you  Tab¬ 
itha  is  a  rosey  child  her  hair  is  red  i  will  send  you  some. 

She  is  11  years  old  next  July  the  15  hoursone  is  amischievous 
babe  2  years  old  August  next  his  name  is  John.  I  have  one 
daughter  by  my  first  Husband  her  name  is  Sarah  Gabrellah  Watson 
there  is  six  of  us  in  famlay  We  have  a  small  farm  two  hundred 
and  fifty  achors  of  land  forty  in  cultivasion  a  good  orchard 
and  ayverry  good  house  and  stock  a  nuff  to  answer  our  purpos 
I  again  take  my  pen  in  hand  to  try  to  finish  this  letter  this 
being  the  twelfth  I  was  called  off  to  se  one  of  my  neases  dye 
and  leav  her  dear  husband  and  babe  I  sent  your  letters  to 
Sarah  and  Nancy  I  received  letters  from  them  last  week  they 
were  all  well  Salleys  oldest  boy  has  left  home  to  try  what  he 
can  do  for  his  self  you  sed  you  wanted  youre  Brothers  potograps

I  only  wish  I  had  it  it  wold  be  a  pleshure  to  me  to  send  it  to 
you  I  requsted  him  to  hav  it  taken  time  after  time  he  always  sed 
he  never  wanted  no  one  to  se  him  when  he  was  gon  and  he  wold  not 
have  it  taken  I  will  git  the  childrens  taken  the  first  chanse 
and  will  send  you  Tabithas  I  wold  like  to  have  yourse.

January  the  1  -  1872 

Dear  Sister  and  famley  I  am  blest  with  the  opportunity  of  inform¬ 
ing  u  how  we  are  agitting  along  we  are  all  enjoying  moderate  good 
health  except  Heneretty  she  departed  this  life  December  the  18- 
1870.  She  died  with  the  pneumona  she  was  taken  verrey  severe  liv¬ 
ed  only  7  days  we  had  all  dun  for  her  that  was  in  the  power  of  man 
to  do  it  was  heart  rending  to  give  her  up  She  was  a  dutiful  child 
and  as  kind  to  me  as  my  own  daughter  we  feel  lonely  now 
i'fy  daughter  is  staing  with  my  brother  agoing  to  school  two  hundred 
miles  from  home 

Samuel  and  Almira  Tabitha  is  going  to  school  from  home  My  self 
and  Johney  and  the  oald  black  woman  keps  house  you  may  know  that 
X  am  truley  glad  to  git  letters  from  my  departed  husbands  friends 
they  are  comfort  to  me  we  are  agitting  along  verrey  well  make 
aplenty  for  anet  suport  and  have  the  kindest  uv  neighbors  Sam  is 
a  great  boy  he  is  like  a  man  more  than  a  child  William  Hendricks 
was  to  se  ues  last  fall  he  ses  they  are  agitting  along  verrey  well 
I  heard  from  them  recently  they  are  all  well  Heneretty  spent  18 
months  with  her  Ant  Salley  they  did  not  git  along  verrey  well  so 
she  came  home  again  tho  her  health  was  ruend  she  sed  all  she  crav¬ 
ed  was  home  she  sed  she  received  no  kind  words  from  her  Aunt  She 
called  me  to  her  bead  the  evening  she  died  she  said  0  Maw  I  never 
knew  uncindness  untill  I  left  home  I  ever  am  thankful  for  your 
kindness  and  thank  God  that  I  can  dy  in  youre  pres.  I  never  saw 
u  sister  Sarah  I  always  imagined  I  would  .love  her  like  a  sister 
My  dear  husband  loved  her  and  requested  his  daughter  to  spend  a 
portion  of  her  time  with  her. 

She  has  forbid  me  sending  her  anny  letters  that  I  recieve  from 
Salt  Lake  tho  me  and  her  husband  keepes  up  correspondans  as  ever 
he  was  a  friend  to  Heneretty  and  she  sends  her  love  to  me  in  every 
letter  I  wrote  to  her  to  send  me  the  famley  record  that  I  mite 
send  it  to  u  to  se  she  refused  Albert  Hendricks  was  born  30 
January  1821  and  he  departed  this  life  the  15  of  Sept.  1868 
Lucinda  his  wife  was  born  May  13-1832  she  departed  this  life  15 
November  1855  Henretty  Hendricks  was  born  August  the  6  she  de¬ 
parted  this  December  the  18-1870  Samuel  was  born  Feb  the  9-1855 
Myne  F.  S.  Hendricks  was  born  Feb  27-1828  A  T  Hendricks  was  born 
July  the  14-1858  John  Hendricks  was  born  No  the  5-1866  Youre 
Father  Departed  this  life  April  1856  We  went  to  git  our  potographs 
taken  Samuel  was  looking  rather  pale  and  he  would  not  have  his 
taken  Then  he  ses  he  was  (rest  of  letter  is  gone) 
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55.  JOS  I  AH  HENDRICKS,  son  of  Samuel24  (Abraham^Henry1)  and  Rebecca  (Dorris) 
Hendricks,  born  19  Oct.  1824,  Simpson  Co.,  Ky. 

We  know  little  of  his  early  life  except  that  after  his  mother's  death  in  1835 
his  father  took  the  family  to  Claiborne  Parish  in  Louisiana.  In  1850  we  find 
him  enroute  to  California  with  his  brother  Allen  and  family.  When  Allen  and 
wife  died  within  thirty  days  of  each  other  on  the  North  Platte  and  Sweet¬ 
water  Rivers,  Josiah  brought  the  four  orphan  children  to  Salt  Lake  City  where 
his  sisters  were  residing.  Josiah  married  SARAH  POTTS,  who  was  born  14  June 
1838  in  Sunderland,  England.  She  married  1st  John  Reed  Blanchard.  Josiah 
died  31  Dec.  1895  in  Logan,  Utah  where  he  was  buried.  Sarah  died  26  May  1910 
in  Logan,  Utah  where  she  was  buried. 

Josiah  and  Sarah  were  the  parents  of  eleven  children,  all  born  in  Logan,  Utah.

57.  ELIZABETH  HUDSON  HENDRICKS,  daughter  of  Samuel24  (Abraham12 Henry1)  and 
Rebecca  (Dorris)  Hendricks,  born  9  Nov.  1827,  Simpson  Co.,  Ky. 

Elizabeth  was  8  years  old  when  her  mother  died  on  the  18  Dec.  1835.  There 
were  three  children  younger  than  Elizabeth  -  Sarah  6,  Tabitha  5,  and  Abraham 
19  months.  The  mother  died  at  the  time  her  13th  child  was  born  and  the  baby 
was  buried  in  the  casket  with  her.  We  know  little  of  Elizabeth  s  childhood, 
but  one  can  imagine  it  was  not  too  pleasant  with  a  father  being  left  to  sup¬ 
port  and  care  for  a  large  family.  The  two  older  girls  were  married  and  away 
from  their  father's  home.  As  was  stated  in  her  father's  biography,  she  went 
with  him  to  Louisiana  and  in  1843  returned  to  Illinois  with  her  sisters  to 
live  with  the  Neriah  Lewis  family.  The  winter  of  1843-44  was  a  hard  one,  the 
snow  was  deep,  and  this  family  suffered  a  great  deal.  During  the  cold  winter 
weather  the  sister  of  their  mother.  Aunt  Drusilla  Dorris  Hendricks  and  David 
Lewis  came  to  see  the  family.  They  told  them  about  the  gospel  and  explained 
its  teachings  to  them.  The  family  were  all  interested  and  accepted  the  gos¬ 
pel  plan,  as  told  to  them,  and  soon  were  on  their  way  to  Nauvoo  in  the  sum¬ 
mer  of  1844  to  join  the  Saints.  They  arrived  there  shortly  after  the  martyr¬ 
dom  of  Joseph  Smith,  the  Prophet,  and  his  brother,  Hyrum.  They  found  the 
Saints  in  great  sorrow  and  unrest  over  the  death  of  these  two  great  leaders. 
While  they  were  in  Nauvoo  they  visited  the  Temple,  also  went  to  see  Carthage 
Jail  where  the  Prophet  was  murdered.  Elizabeth  was  17  years  of  age,  Sarah 
15,  and  Tabitha  14.  They  were  old  enough  to  grasp  the  meaning  of  the  Gospel 
Plan  and  were  faithful  to  its  teachings. 

Owing  to  conditions  at  Nauvoo  the  Saints  were  all  preparing  for  the  exodus 
to  the  Rocky  Mountains.  The  Lewis  family  remained  there  only  a  short  time. 
They  awaited  their  turn  to  be  ferried  over  the  Mississippi  River  where  the 
men  were  working  day  and  night  to  get  the  people  to  the  other  side.  After 
crossing  the  river  they  went  to  Mount  Pisgah  where  they  were  organized  into 
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companies  of  tens  and  fifties.  Here  it  seems  that  the  girls  were  separated. 
Tabitha  was  placed  in  the  company  of  Bishop  Miller,  Second  Bishop  of  the 
church,  with  the  rest  of  the  Lewis  family;  Elizabeth  and  Sarah  were  placed 
with  others.  After  arriving  at  Winter  Quarters,  Neb.,  Elizabeth  was  bapti¬ 
zed  in  January  1845.  She  lived  at  Winter  Quarters  for  two  years.  Recorded 
in  Brigham  Young's  History  is  the  following:  "9  of  Jan.  1847  went  to  the 
Octagon  Winter  Quarters  and  married  Elizabeth  Hendricks  to  ISAAC  GRUNDY  and 
then  went  for  a  walk".  Isaac  Grundy  was  born  16  June  1812,  Newmarket, 

Prince  William  Co.,  Va.,  son  of  Isaac  and  Francis  Grundy.  In  the  same  year, 
1847,  Elizabeth,  Isaac,  and  her  sister  Sarah,  left  for  Utah,  arriving  in 
Salt  Lake  City  5  Oct.  1847  in  Jedediah  Morgan  Grant's  Company.  This  was  the 
last  company  to  come  that  year  and  consisted  of  150  people.  The  following 
year  on  24  Sept.  1848  the  rest  of  the  family  arrived  in  Salt  Lake  City. 

This  must  have  been  a  happy  reunion  for  the  four  sisters,  Rebecca,  Elizabeth, 
Sarah,  and  Tabitha. 

In  1849,  the  Grundy's  were  called  to  go  to  California  to  help  colonize. 

This  they  did,  settling  in  San  Bernardino.  They  remained  there  until  1858 
when  the  colonists  were  called  back  to  Utah  by  Brigham  Young  because  of  the 
invasion  of  Johnstons  Army.  Arriving  in  Parowan,  Utah,  President  Young  sent 
word  for  the  Grundy  s  to  stay  there  for  the  winter  and  as  soon  as  the  weath¬ 
er  would  permit,  for  Isaac  to  go  into  the  surrounding  country  and  prospect 
for  lead  ore.  This  would  be  used  to  make  bullets  to  fight  off  the  invaders. 
President  Young  told  the  men  who  were  prospecting  to  locate  a  settlement 
near  by,  where  they  could  live  with  their  families.  A  little  valley  to  the 
South  West  of  the  ore  deposit  which  they  had  discovered  proved  to  be  the 
place  they  wanted  for  their  town.  The  families  were  moved  to  the  valley 
and  the  name  of  Grundyville  given  to  the  town.  This  name  was  used  for  some 
time  and  then  Elizabeth  suggested  it  be  called  Minersville,  because  it  was 
settled  by  and  for  the  miners.  It  has  so  remained  ever  since. 

Pioneering  and  hardships  continued  for  years  and  now  the  Grundys  had  a  home 
and  farm.  Elizabeth  was  a  practical  nurse  and  midwife  attending  the  sick 
not  only  in  Minersville  but  in  all  the  surrounding  communities.  She  was 
truly  an  angel  of  mercy  on  many  occasions. 

In  the  early  1870's  Elizabeth's  eyes  began  to  bother  her.  This  continued 
for  some  time  and  she  feared  she  would  go  blind  completely,  but  about  1870 
another  call  come  from  President  Brigham  Young  for  Isaac  to  come  to  Salt 
Lake  and  work  as  a  stone  cutter  and  facer  on  the  Temple.  Isaac  had  learn¬ 
ed  this  trade  as  a  young  man  in  Wisconsin.  So  he  immediately  arranged  his 
affairs  and  taking  his  family,  started  out  again  on  a  long  journey.  Arriv¬ 
ing  in  Salt  Lake  Elizabeth  was  taken  to  a  doctor  for  treatment  of  her  eyes. 
The  doctor  being  very  busy  and  help  scarce,  she  began  to  help  him  in  his 
office.  The  doctor  noting  how  efficient  she  was  with  the  patients  asked  her 
if  she  would  help  him  all  the  time  and  in  this  way  pay  her  own  bill.  She 
was  very  happy  to  do  this  and  after  her  eyes  were  better  one  day  he  approa¬ 
ched  her  and  asked  if  she  would  like  to  study  under  him  as  he  felt  she  would 
make  a  great  doctor.  She  accepted  this  proposition  and  after  some  months 
the  doctor  sent  her  on  to  Denver  to  study.  Here  she  became  an  oculist  and 
returned  to  practice  general  medicine  in  Salt  Lake  City.  Her  place  of  bus¬ 
iness  was  on  1st  South  between  East  and  West  Temple. 

After  leaving  Salt  Lake  they  went  back  to  Minersville,  here  she  practiced 
in  Beaver  County  and  many  of  the  other  surrounding  communities,  going  as  far 
as  Loa,  Wayne  County  to  care  for  the  sick.  Her  entire  life  was  one  of  sac¬ 
rifice  and  service  for  others. 

Elizabeth  was  a  stately  woman,  very  proud  and  of  a  cultural  nature.  This 
she  instilled  into  her  posterity. 
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She  died  about  1892  in  Minersville,  Beaver  Co.,  Ut.  Her  husband  died  20  Mar. 
1891  at  Minersville,  Ut.,  where  they  were  both  buried.

58.  SARAH  HENDRICKS,  daughter  of  Samuel2^  (Abraham12 Henry1)  and  Rebecca  (Dorris) 
Hendricks,  born  25  Oct.  1829  in  Simpson  Co.,  Ky. 

Sarah  was  the  10th  child  of  ).3  children  born  to  Samuel  and  Rebecca  (Dorris) 
Hendricks.  Her  mother  died  in  Dec.  1835  and  her  father,  heartbroken  over 
the  loss  of  his  wife,  moved  his  family  in  1837  by  team  to  Nashville,  taking 
a  steamboat  to  New  Orleans,  then  up  the  Red  River  to  Shreveport  and  overland 
to  Minden,  La.  In  the  spring  of  1843,  Neriah  Lewis,  husband  of  Rebecca 
Hendricks,  took  three  of  Samuel  Hendricks’  daughters  back  to  Illinois  to  go 
to  school.  These  children  were  Elizabeth,  Sarah  and  Tabitha.  After  about  a 
year  they  moved  to  Nauvoo  where  they  joined  the  Mormons,  later  making  the 
long  and  arduous  trek  to  Salt  Lake  City,  Ut. 

On  the  journey  Sarah  met  JOHN  WATTIS,  an  Englishman,  who,  with  his  bro¬ 
ther  Edward  was  also  making  the  pilgrimage;  this  group  arrived  5  Oct.  1847 
according  to  the  history  of  her  sister,  Tabitha.  While  living  in  Salt  Lake, 
thinking  she  was  wanted  for  a  plural  wife  and  not  believing  in  polygamy,  she 
packed  her  possessions  one  midnight  and  slipped  away  with  John  Wattis,  being 
married  in  Utah,  21  Feb.  1848,  then  journeying  on  to  Missouri.  John  was 
born  20  Dec.  1826  in  England,  son  of  Edmund  and  Susan  Wattis.  Sarah  bore 
John  Wattis  one  son  and  two  daughters.  She  lost  one  of  her  daughters  in  1851 
and  on  26  June  1854  her  husband,  John  Wattis  passed  away. 

On  16  Sept.  1854,  Sarah  with  her  two  small  children,  took  a  boat  at 
St.  Louis,  going  down  the  Mississippi  River  to  the  mouth  of  Red  River,  up 
Red  River  to  the  vicinity  of  Shreveport,  then  overland  to  the  home  of  her 
father  in  Claiborne  Parish.  On  this  boat  trip  Sarah  lost  her  second  little 
girl,  8  Nov.  1854. 

Sarah  married  2nd  PEYTON  R.  LUNSFORD,  4  July  1860  in  Webster  Parish,  La., 
a  son  of  P.J.  Lunsford  of  Georgia.  To  this  union  four  children  were  born. 
Sarah  and  Peyton  bought  a  160  acre  farm  in  Webster  Parish,  and  here  her  chil¬ 
dren  grew  up,  playing  and  working  on  the  farm,  hunting  wild  game  found  in 
abundance  within  sight  of  the  house.  At  dusk  the  children  were  called  into 
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the  house,  the  doors  locked  and  bolted  against  wolves  which  howled  and  prow¬ 
led  around  the  house.  Her  children  went  to  school  about  three  miles  from 
their  home,  walking  there  and  back  regardless  of  the  weather. 

On  8  Nov.  1878,  Peyton  R.  Lunsford  died.  Raleigh  Lunsford  being  the 
oldest,  assumed  the  responsibility  of  the  farm  and  kept  things  going  until 
his  brothers  and  sisters  grew  up  and  married.  Tragedy  struck  again  in  1886 
when  her  beloved  daughter  Minta  died  in  childbirth  at  the  age  of  21,  taking 
her  baby  with  her  in  death. 

Death  took  this  valiant  woman  on  27  Dec.  1906  leaving  her  descendants 
the  heritage  of  her  courage  and  strength  to  guide  them  down  the  years.

59.  TABITHA  HENDRICKS,  daughter  of  Samuel^  (Abraham-^ Henryk)  and  Rebecca  (Dorris) 
Hendricks,  born  30  Sept.  1830  in  Simpson  Co.,  Ky. 

Her  early  life  parallels  that  of  her  sisters,  Elizabeth  and  Sarah.  She  mov¬ 

ed  with  her  father  to  Minden,  La.  and  in  1843  her  brother-in-law,  Neriah 
Lewis,  took  her  with  her  two  sisters  to  Illinois  where  they  had  a  better  op¬ 
portunity  for  schooling.  After  her  baptism  into  the  Mormon  Church  in  1845 
at  Winter  Quarters,  she  shared  with  the  Lewis  family  their  experiences  in 
spending  the  winter  with  the  Ponca  Indians  and  returning  to  Winter  Quarters. 

Neriah  Lewis  earned  money  by  freighting  and  Tabitha  was  put  to  work  among 

strangers.  Evidently  in  1848  she  joined  a  company  led  by  Heber  C.  Kimball. 
Little  is  said  of  the  journey  across  the  plains,  except  that  it  was  necessary 
for  Tabitha  to  drive  a  team,  made  up  of  three  oxen  and  one  cow,  attached  to 
the  baggage  wagon.  She  arrived  in  Salt  Lake  on  24  Oct.  1848,  and  at  that 
time  she  was  just  seventeen.  She  was  not  satisfied  with  her  education.  An 
opportunity  presented  itself  in  an  offer  of  a  man  at  Centerville,  Utah,  who 
needed  someone  to  milk  cows.  He  was  willing  that  she  should  go  to  school, 
for  which  she  paid.  His  wife  and  daughters  did  all  the  housework,  so  Tabi¬ 
tha  had  time  to  persue  her  studies.  She  worked  for  him  about  three  years. 

On  18  Aug.  1853,  she  was  married  to  THOMAS  EDWIN  RICKS,  of  whom  it  is  said 
in  later  years,  "He  stands  the  equal  if  not  the  superior  of  any  man  of  his 
years,  in  the  Rocky  Mountains,  for  his  life-long  devotion  to  the  cause  he 
represents  and  his  unflinching  services  in  braving  the  hardships  and  vicis¬ 
situdes,  incident  to  the  colonization  of  the  Western  Wilds".  They  purchased 
a  little  farm  at  Centerville  of  25  acres  and  had  erected  a  little  adobe  and 
log  house  where  they  started  out  their  married  life.  She  became  familiar 
with  the  medicinal  properties  of  herbs,  and  often  was  spoken  of  as  the  "Herb 
Doctor."  She  was  a  ministering  angel  among  her  neighbors  and  friends,  and 
at  the  death  of  the  people  of  her  neighborhood,  she  always  was  in  demand. 

She  was  the  mother  of  nine  sons  and  three  daughters.  In  her  early  married 
life,  she  took  a  boy  to  raise  by  the  name  of  William  Hendricks,  son  of  her 
own  brother,  Allen,  whose  father  and  mother  both  died  while  crossing  the 
plains.  During  her  later  life,  she  took  three  other  children  to  raise, 

Theresa  Halvorson,  Nellie  Collet,  and  Robert  Gee.  She  did  not  hesitate  to 
do  all  necessary  work  to  maintain  her  frontier  home,  having  made  much  of 
the  family  clothing  from  the  spinning  of  the  virgin  material,  to  the  weav¬ 
ing  of  the  cloth  and  sewing  the  material  into  the  final  product. 
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They  remained  at  Centerville  until  1859,  at  which  time  they  moved  to  Cache 
Valley,  living  in  Logan  until  1893,  when  Thomas  E.  Ricks  was  called  to  colo¬ 
nize  the  location  which  is  now  Rexburg,  Ida. 

Her  husband  died  28  Sept.  1901.  She  died  6  Mar.  1924  at  Rexburg,  Ida.

62.  ELIZABETH  MAHALA  HENDRICKS,  daughter  of  James31  (Abraham12 Henry1)  and  Drusilla 
(Dorris)  Hendricks,  born  10  May  1828  in  Simpson  Co.,  Ky.  She  joined  the 
L.D.S.  Church  at  an  early  age  with  her  parents  and  moved  with  them  to  Illinois 
to  be  numbered  among  the  Saints .  Her  father  became  an  invalid  after  being 
shot  in  the  neck  defending  the  Prophet  Joseph,  and  his  brother,  Hyrum.  As  a 
young  child  and  growing  woman  she  and  her  family  knew  hunger  and  privation  as 
well  as  terror  from  mob  violence,  but  most  of  all  they  knew  faith  in  this 
new  Gospel  they  had  embraced.  Hard  work  was  a  constant  necessity  in  the  life 
of  this  early  pioneer.  Elizabeth  came  across  the  plains  with  some  of  the 
earliest  pioneers,  settled  with  her  family  in  Salt  Lake  Valley  and  prepared 
to  help  make  a  civilization  out  of  this  wilderness. 

She  married  first  in  1847,  to  FREDERICK  BAINBRIDGE.  (In  some  records  he  is 
listed  as  Fred  Nance  Bainbridge) .  She  had  one  child  by  this  marriage.  A 
short  time  after  their  marriage  Frederick  became  dissatisfied  and  left  for 
California.  She  married  second  JAMES  GAMMELL  in  1850,  son  of  James  and  Jane 
Gemmell,  born  26  Oct.  1814.  Elizabeth  died  12  Oct.  1851,  just  three  weeks 
after  the  birth  of  her  first  child  by  her  second  husband.

(Dorris)  Hendricks,  born  6  Nov.  1829  near  Franklin,  Ky.  He  married  1st  MARY 
JANE  ANDRUS  12  Mar.  1851.  The  ceremony  was  performed  by  Pres.  Brigham  Young 
at  the  Warm  Springs  bath  house,  north  of  Salt  Lake  City.  She  was  born  15  Nov. 
1833  at  Florence,  Huron  County,  Ohio,  daughter  of  Milo  and  Abigail  Jane 
(Daley)  Andrus.  They  were  the  parents  of  eleven  children.  She  died  15  Nov. 

1914,  Richmond,  Ut. 
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William  Dorris  Hendricks  married  2nd  ALVIRA  LAVONA  SMITH.  She  was  born  in 
Kirtland,  Ohio,  16  Dec.  1831,  daughter  of  Warren  and  Amanda  (Barnes)  Smith. 
She  died  25  Aug.  1921  at  Logan,  Ut.  and  was  buried  in  Richmond,  Ut.  She  was 
the  mother  of  ten  children. 

The  3rd  wife  of  William  Dorris  Hendricks  was  ALMIRA  DAVENPORT,  born  11  Mar. 
1847  at  Winter  Quarters,  Iowa.  She  was  the  last  survivor  of  the  Hauns  Mill 
Massacre.  Her  parents  were  James  and  Almira  (Phelps)  Davenport.  Fourteen 
children  were  born  to  this  marriage.  She  died  16  Jan.  1928  at  Richmond,  Ut. 
where  she  was  buried. 

CHRISTINE  OLSEN  was  the  4th  wife  chosen  by  William  Dorris  Hendricks.  She 
was  born  29  July  1862  in  Sodermanlan,  Sweden,  daughter  of  Ole  P.  Olsen  and 
Christina  L.  Olsen.  She  died  18  Oct.  1923;  and  was  the  mother  of  six  chil¬ 
dren. 

William  Dorris  Hendricks  married  5th  ELEANOR  ANNA  MAYBIN.  Her  first  hus¬ 
band  was  Francis  Greenwell,  by  whom  she  had  one  daughter.  This  5th  marriage 
took  place  in  Juarez,  Mexico  3  Dec.  1897.  They  had  one  child.  Eleanor 
later  married  Francello  Durfey.  Eleanor  was  born  17  Feb.  1871  at  Dunnamoy, 
Ireland,  daughter  of  Patrick  and  Martha  (Crawford)  Maybin.  She  died  in 
Salt  Lake  City,  Ut.,  22  Jan.  1958  and  was  buried  at  Kaysville,  Ut. 

William  Dorris  Hendricks  died  6  May  1909  at  Lewiston,  Ut.  and  was  buried  at 
Richmond,  Ut. 

The  events  in  the  early  life  of  William  Dorris  Hendricks  are  narrated  by  his 
mother  in  her  autobiography  (see  #31)  When  his  father  was  injured  in  the 
battle  of  Crooked  River  by  the  mob  on  25  Oct.  1839,  he  became  an  invalid  for 
the  rest  of  his  life  and  William,  at  nine  years  of  age,  assumed  the  respon¬ 
sibility  of  caring  for  the  family.  Like  other  pioneers  they  had  a  difficult 
time  and  suffered  the  added  hardships  of  mob  violence. 

On  17  March  1839  they  left  Missouri  for  Nauvoo,  Ill.  Here  William  hauled 
rock  and  worked  on  the  Temple;  became  a  member  of  the  Nauvoo  Legion  and 
played  the  fife  in  the  band.  The  memorable  meeting,  after  the  death  of  the 
Prophet  Joseph  Smith,  when  the  mantle  of  Joseph  fell  upon  Brigham  Young, 
was  attended  by  William. 

The  Hendricks  family  left  Illinois  after  a  stay  of  seven  years  and  started 
on  their  way  to  the  Rocky  Mountains.  As  was  related  by  his  mother,  he  join¬ 
ed  the  Mormon  Battalion,  being  one  of  its  youngest  members,  and  left  for 
Mexico  on  June  16,  1846.  This  episode  is  well  documented  in  "The  March  of 
the  Mormon  Battalion".  He  was  a  private  in  Company  D.  Nelson  Higgins  was 
his  captain.  They  walked  from  Fort  Leavenworth  to  San  Diego,  Calif.  After 
enduring  every  known  privation  and  sacrifice  incident  to  pioneer  trail 
blazers,  they  reached  California  and  became  an  integral  part  of  the  Ameri¬ 
can  Forces  in  wresting  the  west  coast  from  Mexico.  He  was  discharged  from 
the  Army  on  17  June  1847  at  Temple  Hill  in  Los  Angeles.  His  army  equipment 
and  a  mule  were  given  him  and  with  these  he  journeyed  to  Utah  and  joined 
his  family  in  the  Salt  Lake  Valley  on  14  Oct.,  ten  days  after  they  arrived. 
(Family  traditions  differ  as  to  the  Battalion  activities  of  William;  some 
stories  state  he  wintered  in  Pueblo,  Colo,  rather  than  in  California.) 
William  built  a  house  in  the  Fort  wall  for  the  family.  It  was  4  Aug.  1851 
that  he  married  Alvira  Lavona  Smith  in  plural  marriage  in  accordance  with 
the  teachings  of  his  church  of  that  period. 

William  Dorris  Hendricks  built  the  first  bridge  over  City  Creek  in  Salt  Lake 
City  and  served  under  Col.  W.  H.  Kimball  in  the  Walker  Indian  War  of  1853. 

He  built  the  first  bath  house  at  the  Warm  Springs  and  lived  there  with  his 
wives  Mary  Jane  and  Alvira.  At  this  time  many  of  Brigham  Young's  socials 
were  held  there. 

In  the  year  1860  he  moved  with  his  wives,  children  and  parents  to  Cache 
Valley  and  assisted  in  the  settlement  of  Richmond  where  he  became  its  first 
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Mayor  in  1864  and  served  two  terms.  Stock  raising,  farming,  milling,  bank¬ 
ing  and  contracting  were  engaged  in.  In  cooperation  with  Ira  Hogan,  a  grist 
mill  was  built  in  High  Creek  Canyon;  also  a  carding  machine  mill  was  built 
which  later  burned  down.  In  cooperation  with  Thomas  Ricks  and  William  Hyde 
the  Deseret  and  Central  Flour  Mills  were  built  in  Logan.  He  was  a  partner 
with  David  Eccles  in  these  enterprises  and  later  bought  him  out.  When  the 
railroad  was  extended  from  Franklin,  Ida.  to  Butte,  Mont.,  he  took  the  con¬ 
tract  for  laying  the  rails.  Construction  contracts  were  also  held  with  the 
Central  Pacific  and  Northern  Pacific  Roads.  With  Thomas  Ricks  they  furnish¬ 
ed  the  ties  for  the  railroad  from  Cache  Valley  to  Garrison,  Mont.  In  1877 
the  Lewiston,  Ut.  Ward  was  organized  with  William  Hendricks  Lewis  as  Bishop 
and  William  Dorris  Hendricks  a  counselor.  When  called  to  Lewiston  he  took 
up  some  land  and  Alvira,  his  second  wife  lived  on  one  section  and  Almira  the 
third  wife  lived  on  another. 

In  1884  a  call  came  to  him  to  be  President  of  the  Oneida  Stake  in  Southern 
Idaho.  He  moved  his  second  wife,  Alvira,  to  Oxford,  Ida.  for  one  year. 
Because  of  the  crusade  against  the  Mormons  due  to  polygamy  he  was  obliged  to 
move  Alvira  back  to  Richmond  and  Mary  Jane  to  Oxford.  Much  was  accomplished 
in  helping  to  build  up  this  community. 

In  1886  he  visited  his  family  home  in  Kentucky  and  April  25,  1887  found  him 
leaving  Utah  by  team  for  Mexico.  At  this  time  the  marriage  to  Christine 
Olsen  was  consumated  and  she  went  to  Mexico  with  him.  Later  his  wife  Alvira 
and  her  family  were  sent  for  and  they  arrived  in  Mexico  on  June  23,  1889. 
Stock  raising  and  mining  engaged  his  attention  while  there,  which  resulted 
in  large  financial  losses.  Machinery  was  sent  down  from  Logan  to  establish 


the  first  flour  mill  in  Mexico. 

Several  trips  to  Utah  were  made  during  his  exile  in  Mexico.  On  one  trip  in 
May  1890  he  purchased  a  large  stock  ranch  in  Gentile  Valley,  Ida.  After  the 
Church  issued  the  Manifesto  his  families  moved  back  to  Richmond  from  Mexico 
in  April  1892.  In  1889  he  was  released  from  the  Presidency  of  the  Oneida 
Stake  and  Mary  Jane  returned  to  her  Richmond  home.  William  was  then  sustain 
ed  as  Patriarch  of  the  Benson  Stake. 


The  remaining  years  of  his  life  were  spent  in  Richmond  and  Lewiston,  Ut. 

W.  D.  as  he  was  called,  loved  a  good  time,  and  he  was  a  very  kind,  but  stern 
man.  He  frequently  played  his  violin  for  socials  and  dances.  Thirty  two  of 
his  forty  two  children  survived  him  and  all  who  grew  to  maturity  were  oftered 
an  education.  Seven  of  his  sons  filled  L.D.S.  missions.  As  one  of  the  great 
empire  builders  of  the  West,  his  church,  state,  family  and  friends  all  have 
reason  to  honor  and  respect  him.

Catherine's  early  life  parallels  that  of  her  sisters,  Elizabeth  and  Rebecca. 
The  early  family  history  is  given  in  the  history  of  her  mother,  Drusilla 
(Dorris)  Hendricks.  As  was  stated  in  this  history  and  that  of  Rebecca,  they 
journeyed  with  the  Mormons  from  Kentucky  where  she  was  born,  to  Utah.  Cather¬ 
ine  at  the  age  of  14  on  this  final  trip  must  have  helped  with  the  animals  and 
helped  with  the  driving  of  the  oxen,  inasmuch  as  her  father  was  crippled  from 
the  Battle  of  Crooked  River.  William,  her  older  brother,  was  gone  from  them 
fifteen  months  with  the  Mormon  Battalion  and  did  not  join  them  until  his  ar¬ 
rival  in  the  Salt  Lake  Valley,  14  Oct.  1847,  ten  days  after  the  arrival  of 
his  family. 

In  the  Fall  of  1851  Catherine  was  married.  In  the  Spring  of  1860,  Catherine 
and  her  husband,  her  parents  and  her  sister,  Rebecca  and  her  husband,  Samuel 
Roskelley,  and  their  brother,  Joseph  Smith  Hendricks  and  his  wife,  all  moved 
to  Richmond,  Ut.  to  make  their  home.  It  took  ten  days  to  make  the  trip  by 
wagon;  they  arrived  28  Apr.  1860.  They  immediately  began  breaking  up  land. 
Here  the  remainder  of  their  children  were  born. 

One  cannot  but  be  humbled  by  the  indomitable  strength  and  courage  of  fami¬ 
lies  such  as  these,  who  left  so  much  for  the  present  generation. 

They  were  the  parents  of  eleven  children,  the  first  five  born  at  Salt  Lake 
City,  Ut.  and  the  last  six  at  Richmond,  Ut.

Watson  was  born  22  Aug.  1828,  Rochester,  N.  Y.,  son  of  Nathan  Whitney  and 
Electa  (Phillips)  Watson.  He  died  2  May  1908  in  Minneapolis,  Minn.  Samuel 
Roskelley  was  born  1  Jan.  1837  Devonport,  Devon,  England,  son  of  Thomas  and 
Ann  (Kitt)  Roskelley.  He  died  10  Feb.  1914  in  Smithfield,  Ut.  where  he  was 
buried. 

Rebecca  was  born  just  six  months  after  her  parents  had  joined  the  L.D.S.  Church. 
This  of  course  brought  great  changes  in  the  lives  of  this  family.  Religious 
intolerance  during  the  nineteenth  century  was  almost  universal  in  both  Europe 
and  America.  Catholics,  Jews,  Protestants  and  Mormons  all  suffered  some  de¬ 
gree  of  persecution  in  those  areas  where  their  numbers  constituted  a  minority 
of  the  population. 
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Soon  after  Rebecca  was  born,  the  family  moved  to  Clay  Co.,  Mo.  to  be  with 
the  Saints,  as  was  related  in  the  history  of  Drusilla  Dorris  Hendricks. 

They  moved  to  Nauvoo,  Ill.  in  1840  after  much  persecution  in  various  places. 
Here  she  probably  began  her  schooling.  They  moved  with  the  Saints  to  Win¬ 
ter  Quarters  (now  Council  Bluffs)  and  finally  crossed  the  plains  to  the 
Salt  Lake  Valley,  reaching  there  4  Oct.  1847.  They  suffered  many  privations 
and  hardships  as  are  mentioned  in  the  autobiography  of  her  mother. 

It  was  probably  while  the  Hendricks  family  were  living  at  the  Warm  Springs 
Bath  House  north  of  Salt  Lake  City,  that  Rebecca  met  Hiram  Abiff  Watson, 
who  came  to  Utah  enroute  to  California  in  1850.  He  and  Rebecca,  who  was 
sixteen  and  a  half,  were  married.  It  is  likely  that  they  lived  at  first 
with  the  Hendricks  family.  Hiram  was  a  carpenter  by  trade. 

The  only  other  information  concerning  this  marriage  is  taken  from  the  words 
of  Rebecca 8 s  mother:  "Rebecca's  husband  went  back  east  on  a  mission  and 
stayed  for  one  year.  Wrote  good  letters.  He  thought  he  could  live  his  re¬ 
ligion  there  as  well  as  here  and  wanted  her  to  go  to  him  or  if  she  desired, 
he  would  come  and  fetch  her.  She  wrote  him  that  she  would  neither  go  with 
or  without  him  from  the  Church,  for  in  it  were  all  our  hopes."  As  Hiram 
did  not  return  to  Salt  Lake  City,  they  were  divorced  and  Rebecca  was  left 
to  raise  her  baby  alone. 

Sometime  between  1854  and  1856,  Rebecca  met  Samuel  Roskelley,  who  was  a  con¬ 
vert  from  England.  He  had  been  in  the  employ  of  President  Brigham  Young 
and  may  have  brought  some  of  the  President's  family  to  Warm  Springs,  or  she 

could  have  met  him  at  any  of  the  many  church  functions  they  attended.  In 

1856  Samuel  was  called  on  a  mission  to  his  native  England.  Just  one  month 
after  his  arrival  home  in  1858,  Samuel  and  Rebecca  were  married.  They 
moved  to  Provo  for  a  short  time,  but  soon  returned  to  Salt  Lake  City.  The 
i-ol lowing  Spring  Samuel  and  his  brother-in-law,  William  Thomas  VanNoy  bought 
a  shingle  mill  and  water  power  on  North  Mill  Creek  and  made  shingles  for 

which  they  had  good  sale.  In  the  Spring  of  1860  Samuel  and  Rebecca,  togeth¬ 

er  with  the  rest  of  the  Hendricks  family,  upon  the  advice  of  President 
Brigham  Young,  moved  north  to  Cache  Valley  to  open  up  farms.  With  the  arri¬ 
val  of  these  families  in  1860  a  permanent  fort  was  built  in  Richmond  for 
protection  against  the  Indians.  The  fort  consisted  of  two  rows  of  houses 
running  east  and  west  facing  each  other  with  corrals  and  sheds  for  live¬ 
stock  back  of  the  homes. 

In  1862  Samuel  Roskelley  was  made  bishop  of  the  Smithfield  ward  and  in  Jan. 
1863  they  moved  to  Smithfield,  Ut.  Here  they  had  a  fort  built  similar  to 
that  in  Richmond.  The  houses  were  of  logs.  Outside  the  fort  considerable 
farming  and  irrigating  was  being  carried  on. 

There  were  few  aspects  of  the  growth  of  Smithfield  in  which  Samuel  Roskelley 
and  his  wives  did  not  take  part.  Rebecca,  with  her  big  house,  was  respon¬ 
sible  for  entertaining  visiting  apostles  and  other  Church  dignitaries  while 
in  Smithfield.  Samuel  was  made  mayor  of  Smithfield  in  1870  in  addition  to 
the  many  offices  he  held  in  various  companies.  Thus  most  of  the  rearing  of 
the  family  must  have  fallen  on  Rebecca.  But  it  has  been  said  that  Samuel, 

Rebecca  and  the  other  wives  were  good  managers,  and  considered  the  waste  of 
time  a  very  grave  thing. 

Rebecca  was  made  a  counselor  in  the  Y.W.M.I.A.  which  was  organized  in  1875. 

She  also  was  made  a  counselor  in  the  Primary  Association  when  it  was  organ¬ 
ized  in  1879.

Hendricks,  b.  23  Mar.  1838  in  Far  West,  Caldwell  Co.,  Mo.  The  mother  and 
baby  were  critically  ill  and  not  expected  to  live.  The  Prophet  Joseph  Smith 
was  in  the  vicinity  and  James  sent  for  him.  Joseph  Smith  blessed  Drusilla 
and  she  was  promised  health  and  strength.  Taking  the  baby  in  his  arms  he 
asked  if  they  had  a  name  for  him.  Since  they  had  not  selected  one,  the  Pro¬ 
phet,  with  James  assisting,  blessed  the  baby  and  named  him  Joseph  Smith  Hen¬ 
dricks.  The  mother  and  baby  regained  their  health.  Again  we  refer  to  the 
autobiography  of  his  mother  (#31)  for  the  dramatic  events  in  the  life  of  this 
family.  His  father  became  an  invalid  a  few  months  after  Joseph  was  born  and 
his  older  brother  William  joined  the  Mormon  Batallion  in  1846.  Joseph  at 
nine  years  of  age  became  the  main  support  for  the  family  in  their  trek  across 
the  plains.  They  entered  the  Salt  Lake  Valley  on  4  Oct.  1847.  Upon  the  re¬ 
turn  of  William  from  the  Army  they  built  a  home  in  the  fort  wall  and  later 
at  the  Warm  Springs  Bath  House  which  the  family  operated  for  the  church. 

They  made  bread,  served  meals  and  operated  the  bathing  facilities  with  the 
help  of  a  negro  servant,  Bill,  and  two  negro  women.  Cad  and  Chloe.  On  4  Jan. 
1857  Joseph  married  1st  SARI AH  FIDELIA  PEW,  daughter  of  William  and  Caroline 
(Calkins)  Pew.  They  were  married  by  President  Brigham  Young.  Sariah 
Fidelia  was  born  11  Aug.  1833.  To  this  marriage  two  children  were  born  in 
Salt  Lake  City;  one  died  in  infancy.  In  1860  they  moved  to  Richmond,  Ut., 
where  three  more  children  were  born.  Sariah  died  at  Lewiston,  Ut.  16  June 
1919  and  was  buried  in  Richmond,  Ut. 

On  10  Oct.  1864  Joseph  married  as  a  plural  wife,  LUCINDA  BESS,  in  the  Endow¬ 
ment  House  at  Salt  Lake  City,  Ut.  She  was  born  19  Dec.  1842  in  Greenwood, 

New  York.  Lucinda,  daughter  of  Juel  Josiah  and  Laura  (Richison)  Bess,  was 
a  twin,  and  her  widowed  mother  with  a  family  of  seven  children  crossed  the 
plains  when  the  twins  were  six  years  old. 

Eight  children  were  born  to  Joseph  and  Lucinda.  These  families  lived  in 
Richmond  and  Lewiston,  Ut.,  and  later  moved  to  Swan  Lake,  Ida.  where  three 
of  the  children  died.  Lucinda  died  in  Rigby,  Ida.,  16  June  1925  and  was 
buried  in  Richmond,  Ut. 

Joseph  did  contract  building  and  freighting  for  the  railroad.  They  later 
moved  to  the  Snake  River  country  in  Idaho  and  established  the  town  of 
Marysville.  Land  was  cleared,  houses  built,  saw  mills  constructed  and  an 
irrigation  system  established.  He  became  Bishop  James  Henry  Wilson's  first 
counselor  when  the  Marysville,  ward  was  organized.  These  families  became 
stalwart  pioneers  of  the  large  and  fertile  region.  About  1915  Joseph  moved 
back  to  Lewiston,  Ut.  He  died  in  Tremonton,  Ut.  at  the  home  of  his  grand¬ 
daughter,  18  Jan.  1922  and  was  buried  in  Richmond,  Ut.

In  the  late  summer  and  early  fall  of  1873  a  yellow  fever  epidemic  occurred 
in  Shreveport,  La.,  a  flourishing  town  on  the  banks  of  Red  River,  in  Caddo 
Parish,  Northwestern,  La. 

On  6  Sept.  1873  DAVID  LeROSEN  (a  widower)  accompanied  by  his  five  small 
children,  journeyed  from  Shreveport  to  claim  Martha  Rebecca  Hendricks  for 
his  bride,  she  being  his  second  wife.  She  resided  in  Bossier  Parish,  La., 
a  distance  of  approximately  one  day's  journey.  They  were  married  on  7  Sept. 
1873,  the  same  day  Shreveport  was  placed  under  quarantine.  As  a  result  of 
the  quarantine  they  were  unable  to  return  to  Shreveport  until  about  three 
months  later . 

During  his  absence  the  large  brick  building  of  which  he  personally  super¬ 
vised  the  construction  at  Market  and  Texas  Street,  was  completely  vacated, 
the  tenants  having  died  or  evacuated  Shreveport,  thus  making  it  impossible 
for  him  to  meet  the  payments  and  losing  his  property.  However,  he  over¬ 
came  his  reverses  and  prospered. 

To  this  union  three  children  were  born. 
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These  children,  together  with  David's  five,  were  reared  by  Martha,  they 
loving  her  as  if  she  were  their  own  mother.  She  saw  that  they  were  well 
educated,  after  which  they  entered  the  educational  and  professional  field. 
David  LeRosen  was  born  in  1830  in  Germany  and  died  8  July  1905  in 
Shreveport,  La.  where  he  was  buried.  She  also  died  in  Shreveport  and 
was  buried  there  in  1928.

WILLIAM  HENDRICKS  LEWIS,  son  of  Rebecca51  (Samuel24Abraham12Henry1) 

Hendricks  and  Neriah  Lewis,  born  14  Oct.  1837  Carlinville,  Macoupin,  Ill. 
William's  father  and  mother,  who  were  married  quite  young,  removed  to 
Illinois,  where  they  made  a  new  home  and  were  prosperous  for  about 
nine  years.  William  H.  Lewis  writes:  "In  the  winter  of  1846-47  my 
uncle  David  Lewis  came  to  my  father's  house  and  preached  the  gospel  to  my 
parents.  My  father  accepted  the  same,  and  a  few  weeks  later  sold  out  and 
moved  to  Nauvoo,  where  the  family  stopped  with  my  father's  and  mother's 
people  for  about  two  weeks.  We  then  started  for  the  great  unknown  west, 
traveling  through  Iowa  to  the  Missouri  river.  I  was  present  when  Colonel 
Allen  and  other  United  States  officers  called  for  the  Mormon  Battalion,  and 
I  saw  the  wives  and  mothers  of  these  soldiers  left  on  the  bleak  prairie 
without  a  protector  and  with  scarcely  food  enough  to  eat.  A  rude  flat  boat 
was  constructed  on  which  we  crossed  the  Missouri  river.  We  then  joined 
Bishop  George  Miller's  company  and  continued  our  journey  westward,  hoping  to 
reach  the  Rocky  Mountains  that  same  season;  but  after  traveling  a  few 
hundred  miles,  winter  came  on,  and  meeting  some  Ponca  Indian  Chiefs,  who 
told  us  that  they  had  grass,  timber  and  water,  and  that  we  had  better  winter 
with  them,  we  accepted  their  kind  offer,  left  the  trail  we  had  been 
following,  and  wintered  with  them.  It  was  a  cold  bleak  winter,  and  we 
suffered  much  from  the  want  of  food.  About  eighty  persons  of  our  company 
died  of  black  leg  or  scurvey,  and  were  buried  without  coffins.  We  had  a 
little  corn  in  camp,  which  the  women  would  grind  on  a  hand  mill,  and  there 
were  at  times  as  many  as  twenty  or  thirty  persons  waiting  their  turn  to 
grind.  When  we  first  arrived  at  the  place  where  we  wintered,  some  two  or 
three  hundred  young  warriors  came  on  horseback  to  serenade  our  camp;  they 
rode  at  full  speed  in  single  file,  and  in  their  war  paint,  fired  their 
guns  as  they  came,  not  forgetting  to  give  the  Indian  War  Whoop.  This  made 
it  very  exciting  for  our  people,  many  of  whom  had  never  seen  an  Indian  before. 
Just  at  that  moment  the  old  chief  appeared  on  the  scene  in  great  excite¬ 
ment,  waving  his  hands  and  giving  the  word  of  command,  saying  that  a  war 
party  of  Pawnees  was  at  their  camp,  killing  their  women  and  children. 
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On  hearing  this  the  warriors  broke  their  serenade  and  went  at  full  speed  to 
their  own  camp,  where  they  had  a  desperate  battle  with  their  enemy.  They 
fought  like  demons  for  their  wives  and  children;  their  war  chief  was  killed, 
and  I  have  never  before  or  since  listened  to  such  howling  and  mourning. 

During  the  fall  and  early  winter  we  dug  roots,  which  we  called  hog  potatoes, 
to  eat;  they  were  a  great  help  to  us.  As  soon  as  winter  broke  up,  we  made 
our  way  back  to  Winter  Quarters,  where  we  remained  and  farmed  during  that 
season.  We  then  moved  on  to  the  Iowa  side  of  the  Missouri  river,  and 
lived  there  one  year.  My  parents  next  moved  down  into  Platte  Co.,  Missouri 
(near  St.  Joseph)  where  we  remained  for  two  years.  Having  there  earned 
sufficient  means  to  purchase  a  good  outfit  to  come  to  the  Valley,  we  started 
for  Utah  in  April  1851.  At  Winter  Quarters  we  joined  Orson  Pratt's  company, 
with  James  Cummings  as  captain  of  one  hundred  and  Ormus  Bates  captain  of 
fifty.  A  short  distance  out  on  the  plains  we  left  the  old  road  and  went 
around  the  Elkhorn  which  compelled  us  to  travel  about  five  hundred  miles 
without  a  road.  We  had  a  successful  trip,  and  arrived  in  Salt  Lake  City 
7  Oct.  1851.  My  father  purchased  a  home  in  the  15th  Ward,  Salt  Lake  City, 
and  we  farmed  the  following  season.  In  the  fall  of  1852  we  moved  to 
Centerville,  Davis  Co.,  Ut.  but  returned  soon  afterwards  to  Salt  Lake 
City,  where  my  mother  died  in  the  fall  of  1854.  fcfy  father  was  left  with 
my  mother's  four  children  and  her  brother's  two  orphan  children  -  six 
motherless  children  in  all.  Then  came  a  hard  struggle  to  make  a  living.  I 
worked  at  whatever  I  could  get  to  do,  and  finally  obtained  employment  from 
Captain  Wm.  H.  Hooper,  and  did  fairly  well.  The  captain  seemed  to  think  a 
good  deal  of  me.  I  attended  meetings  in  the  old  tabernacle  regularly  for 
ten  years,  and  listened  with  delight  to  Pres.  Brigham  Young,  Heber  C. 

Kimball  and  the  old  Apostles  and  veterans  of  the  Prophet  Joseph's  time; 
they  spoke  with  power,  and  I  learned  to  love  them,  and  to  cherish  their 
teachings.  Leaving  the  city  to  assist  my  father  on  his  farm  in  Fort 
Herriman,  I  became  acquainted  with  a  young  lady,  MARTHA  NARCISSA  PETTY, 
whom  I  married  in  Nov.  1856.  Henry  Harriman,  one  of  the  Seven  Presidents 
of  Seventies,  performed  the  ceremony.  Martha  was  a  daughter  of  Robert 
Cowen  and  Margaret  (Jefferson)  Petty.  She  was  born  8  Nov.  1837  at 
Benton  Co.,  Tenn,  and  she  died  at  Lewiston,  Ut.  5  Mar.  1905. 

I  built  us  a  snug  little  home  in  Fort  Herriman,  though  we  commenced 
married  life  without  a  dollar  in  pocket.  But  we  never  wanted  for  anything 
that  we  could  not  pay  for,  and  for  ten  years  we  were  never  indebted  to  any 
one.  I  participated  in  the  Echo  Canyon  war,  and  also  in  the  move  south. 
Returning  from  the  south  with  the  main  body  of  the  people,  I  engaged  in 
farming  and  was  getting  along  very  well,  when  I  concluded  to  go  to  Cache 
Valley.  I  arrived  there  July  18,  1859.  We  followed  an  Indian  trail 
through  Wellsville,  and  arriving  on  the  spot  where  Richmond  now  stands, 

I  staked  off  a  claim  and  in  company  with  my  brother-in-law,  a  boy  of 
some  sixteen  years,  and  a  neighbor  by  the  name  of  A.  F.  Stewart,  I  put  up 
fifty  tons  of  hay.  We  then  returned  to  Fort  Herriman,  loaded  up  some  ox 
teams  with  lumber  for  floors  and  roofs,  and  returned  to  Cache  Valley  to 
put  up  our  log  cabins.  After  building  them,  we  considered  them  very 
comfortable,  for  they  had  lumber  floors  and  roofs.  Returning  once  more 
to  Fort  Herriman,  I  sold  out  there,  and  moved  my  family  to  our  new  home 
where  Richmond  now  stands.  We  arrived  there  Oct.  31,  1859.  On  the  day  after 
our  arrival,  my  oldest  daughter,  Rebecca  A.  Rawlins,  was  born.  About  two 
weeks  later  Apostle  Orson  Hyde  and  Ezra  T.  Benson  came  to  my  home  and  or¬ 
dained  me  a  High  Priest  and  set  me  apart  as  a  member  of  the  High  Council 
in  the  Cache  Valley  Stake,  which  position  I  held  about  twelve  years.  In 
the  meantime  I  officiated  in  many  different  callings,  such  as  Ward  Teacher, 
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minute  man,  and  in  various  callings .  In  1864  I  went  down  to  the  Missouri 
River  after  the  poor  Saints;  and  in  1872  I  was  called  to  be  Bishop  in  the 
Lewiston  Ward."  Lewiston  was  named  in  his  honor.  As  the  presiding  officer 
in  Lewiston  for  nearly  29  years,  Bishop  Lewis  witnessed  the  growth  of  that 
settlement  from  a  small  hamlet,  consisting  of  only  four  cabins  built  in  the 
desert,  to  one  of  the  most  flourishing  settlements  in  the  mountains.  When 
the  settlements  in  Cache  Valley  were  divided  and  organized  into  three  Stakes 
of  Zion,  Bishop  Lewis  was  chosen  and  set  apart  as  president  of  the  Benson 
Stake  which  embraced  all  of  the  settlements  on  the  north  end  of  Cache  County. 
This  was  in  April  1901.  He  continued  in  this  capacity  until  his  death  on  5 
Sept.  1905. 

His  second  wife  was  EDA  ELIZABETH  STANDAGE,  daughter  of  Henry  and  Henrietta 
(Rogers)  Standage.  She  was  born  in  Fillmore,  Ut.  30  Apr.  1853,  and  died  at 
Lewiston,  Ut.  23  Nov.  1916.  His  third  wife,  JULIA  MARIA  TAGGART,  daughter 
of  George  Washington  and  Clarissa  Marina  (Rogers)  Taggart  was  born  18  Feb. 

1865  in  Richville,  Morgan  Co.,  Ut.  She  died  5  June  1924  in  Logan,  Ut.,  and 
was  buried  at  Lewiston,  Ut. 

He  was  the  father  of  eleven  children  by  his  wife,  Martha  Narcissa  Petty.  He 
and  the  second  wife  were  the  parents  of  six  children,  and  he  had  six  children 
by  Julia  Maria  Taggart,  the  third  wife.

The  early  life  of  Benjamin  paralleled  that  of  his  brother,  William  until 
they  arrived  in  the  Salt  Lake  Valley  on  7  October,  1851  in  the  Capt.  James 
Cummings  Company.  He  left  a  brief  sketch  of  his  life  as  follows: 

"After  living  in  Salt  Lake  City  about  two  years  we  moved  to  Centerville, 

Davis  County,  where  I  was  ordained  to  the  lesser  Priesthood.  In  1855  I 
lived  in  Herriman,  Salt  Lake  County,  where  I  took  an  active  part  in  ward 
affairs.  While  residing  in  the  16th  Ward,  Salt  Lake  City,  in  1856  I  was 
ordained  a  Seventy  and  received  my  endowments.  During  the  winter  of  1859-60 
I  made  a  trip  to  California  for  merchandise,  and  on  returning  to  Utah  I  went 
to  Logan,  Cache  County.  In  1860  I  was  chosen  captain  of  a  company  of  min¬ 
ute  men  to  guard  the  interests  of  the  settlers  against  the  Indians.  I  was 
engaged  more  or  less  in  this  work  for  many  years.  April  14,  1861  I  was  cho¬ 
sen  to  preside  over  the  Saints  in  the  First  Ward  Logan  as  Bishop.  In  the 
year  1863  I  was  set  apart  as  a  president  in  the  64th  quorum  of  Seventy. 

For  several  years  I  served  as  President  of  the  United  Order  in  the  First 
Ward,  Logan.  I  did  considerable  work  on  the  Central  Pacific  and  the  Utah 
Northern  Railroads.  In  1863  I  was  appointed  road  supervisor  and  served 
several  terms  in  that  capacity  and  also  as  water  master.  For  a  number  of 
years  I  was  a  member  of  the  Logan  City  Council.  About  1875  I  had  charge 
of  a  company  of  men  who  worked  at  cutting  and  sawing  logs  for  use  in  errect- 
ing  the  Logan  Tabernacle.  I  also  assisted  in  the  erection  of  the  Logan 
Temple.  In  1901  after  having  presided  over  the  First  Ward  for  about  40 
years,  I  resigned  my  position  as  Bishop  and  was  chosen  to  act  as  counselor 
in  the  presidency  of  the  High  Priests  quorum  of  the  Cache  Stake  of  Zion." 

He  married  first  27  Apr.  1862  in  the  Logan  Temple  BARBARA  YOUNG  CROCKETT, 
daughter  of  David  and  Lydia  (Young)  Crockett.  She  was  born  in  Nauvoo,  Ill. 

5  June  1845;  her  life  ended  in  Logan,  Utah  2  April  1899,  with  burial  in 
Logan.  He  married  second  ELIZA  ANN  JENKS,  15  July  1885,  daughter  of  Robert 
and  Emma  (Lovelege)  Jenks,  born  in  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah  22  Jan.  1866.  He

149.  JOHN  NELSON  HENDRICKS,  son  of  Allen52  (Samuel2^Abraham12Henry1)  and  Elizabeth 
(Reed)  Hendricks,  born  20  Jan.  1847,  Red  River,  Claiborne,  La.  According  to 
the  Biography  of  his  parents  (#52)  he  crossed  the  plains  as  a  child  in  1850 
and  became  an  orphan  at  that  time.  Josiah  Hendricks  cared  for  the  four  orph¬ 
aned  children  until  they  reached  Salt  Lake  City,  where  four  of  Allen’s  sis¬ 
ters  were.  Samuel,  the  baby,  and  Elizabeth,  the  oldest  child,  were  taken  by 
Neriah  Lewis,  and  William,  the  second  child,  by  Tabitha  Hendricks  Ricks. 

John,  three  years  of  age,  was  given  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Rosel  Hyde. 

Times  weren't  good  and  Rosel  Hyde  found  it  hard  providing  for  his  family. 

One  day  while  visiting  his  brother-in-law,  Jonathan  Holmes,  he  learned  the 
Holmes  family  would  like  to  have  a  boy,  as  their  children  were  girls.  So 
when  John  was  five  years  old,  Rosel  Hyde  took  him  to  Jonathan's  home  in 
Farmington  and  in  exchange  took  home  one  of  the  Holmes’  mules.  Until  grown, 
John  found  love  and  security  in  this  fine  home. 

In  1864  he  drove  Jonathan  Holmes  team  and  outfit  to  the  Missouri  River  and 
brought  back  the  John  McAllister  family. 

Having  enlisted  in  the  Davis  County  militia  he  went  with  Captain  Robert  W..  . 
Burton's  company  to  Sanpete  Co.  to  serve  in  the  Black  Hawk  War  in  1866. 

Two  years  later  at  the  age  of  21  he  and  MARTHA  WEAVER  of  Millville,  Ut. 
were  married  in  the  Salt  Lake  Endowment  House.  This  did  not  prove  to  be  a 
happy  marriage  and  in  less  than  two  years  they  were  divorced.  There  were 
no  children  born  of  this  marriage. 

He  worked  in  the  mines  in  Bingham  Canyon  and  became  a  foreman  in  Bingham's 
first  mill.  While  there  he  was  leaded  which  caused  him  to  be  blind  for 
three  years.  During  this  period  he  lived  with  relatives  in  Richmond.  An 
operation  was  performed  on  his  eyes  and  his  sight  was  restored. 

Now  he  engaged  in  freighting  from  Corinne,  Ut.,  making  trips  to  the  mines 
in  Montana  and  those  on  the  Salmon  River  in  Idaho.  He  engaged  in  railroad 
grading  and  construction  work  and  followed  this  work  the  rest  of  his  life. 

He  married  5  Mar.  1884  in  Richmond,  Ut.  EMILY  MINNIE  JARVIS,  daughter  of 
Henry  John  and  Betsy  Tabitha  Luckcock  (Mason)  Jarvis.  She  was  born  24  Feb. 
1857  in  Salt  Lake  City,  Ut. 

In  the  spring  of  1885,  there  was  very  little  railroad  work  to  be  obtained. 
Therefore,  John  and  his  wife  went  with  others  to  build  a  new  home  in  Wilford, 
Ida.  The  following  Nov.  their  first  child  was  born.  The  next  spring  John 
took  his  wife  and  baby  back  to  Richmond  and  he  left  for  his  railroad  work. 
They  never  returned  to  Wilford. 

The  next  six  years  John  and  Emily  lived  wherever  his  work  took  him.  The 
year  1892  found  him  in  Portland,  Ore.  building  the  Multnomah  Boulevard. 

While  there  the  dreaded  disease  of  glanders  broke  out  among  his  horses. 

State  officials  came  to  his  camp  and  shot  all  his  horses,  piled  up  all  the 
tents,  harnesses,  etc.  and  burned  them.  He  received  no  compensation  for 
the  loss.  This  and  the  beginning  of  the  great  depression  gave  him  a  finan¬ 
cial  blow  from  which  he  never  recovered. 

He  moved  his  family  back  to  Richmond  and  the  next  fall  went  to  Mexico  and 
worked  as  foreman  in  a  mine  for  a  little  over  a  year.  He  then  labored  in 
Richmond  until  Feb.  1897  when  he  went  to  work  as  a  foreman  for  his  brother, 
Samuel,  who  had  a  railroad  contract  in  Mexico.  In  1900  his  brother,  Samuel 
died  in  Mexico  and  he  took  over  his  outfit. 

In  the  fall  of  1902  he  was  operated  upon  for  cancer  in  his  leg  and  the  foll¬ 
owing  spring  he  resumed  work  for  10  days  but  the  wound  broke  out  afresh  and 
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he  never  worked  again.  The  cancer  took  its  toll  March  20,  1904,  when  he  died 
and  was  buried  near  the  Lerdo  Hospital,  Rorreon,  Mexico,  in  accordance  with 
the  Mexican  law  which  required  burial  within  twenty  four  hours  of  death  and 
within  six  miles  of  the  place  of  death.  So  he  died  among  strangers  without 
one  friend  or  relative  to  hold  a  funeral.  Lee  Wason,  a  business  partner, 
visited  him  Saturday  helping  to  make  arrangements  for  him  to  be  sent  to  the 
United  States  -  John  died  the  following  day  and  was  buried  Monday.  This 
very  day  (Monday)  Lee  Wason  died  of  black  small  pox.  Tuesday  a  mutual  busi¬ 
ness  friend,  C.  W.  Bresler,  who  frequently  visited  John,  called  at  the  Hospi¬ 
tal  and  was  shocked  to  find  he  had  passed  away  and  was  buried. 

John's  wife,  Emily,  died  in  Ogden,  Utah  14  Oct.  1934  and  was  buried  in 
Richmond,  Ut.

150.  SAMUEL  ALLEN  HENDRICKS,  son  of  Allen-^  (Samuel^ ^Abraham^Henry^)  and  Elizabeth 
(Reed)  Hendricks,  born  22  Dec.  1848  in  Red  River,  Claiborne,  La. 

In  the  spring  of  1850  his  parents  together  with  an  uncle,  Josiah  Hendricks, 

(who  was  then  a  bachelor)  fitted  up  a  wagon  outfit  and  started  for  the  gold 
fields  of  California.  The  family  at  that  time  consisted  of  Allen,  his  wife, 
Elizabeth,  and  the  four  children,  Eliza  Rebecca,  age  8,  William,  age  6,  John 
Nelson,  age  4,  and  Samuel  Allen,  age  11/2  years. 

As  they  journeyed  on  across  the  plains  many  obstacles  were  encountered  and 
some  of  the  people  became  sick  and  died.  As  they  came  to  North  Platte,  Neb. 
the  mother,  Elizabeth,  died  with  cholera  12  June  1850  and  when  they  arrived 
at  Sweet  Water,  Wyoming,  the  father,  Allen,  died  12  July  1850.  This  left  the 
four  small  children  with  Josiah  Hendricks  who  brought  them  to  Ut.  and  placed 

them  with  relatives  who  had  previously  come  to  Ut.  as  is  related  in  the  bio¬ 

graphy  of  John  (#149).  Samuel  Allen  lived  with  Neriah  and  Rebecca  (Hendricks) 
Lewis  and  when  he  was  eight  years  old  Rebecca  died.  He  still  lived  with 
Neriah  Lewis  after  her  death.  When  his  cousin  William  H.  Lewis  married  he 
lived  with  them.  During  this  period  the  Utah  Pioneers  went  through  very  peri¬ 
lous  times  and  most  of  the  people  were  poor,  having  very  little  of  this  world's 
goods,  and  the  Lewis'  were  no  exception.  Allen  was  assigned  the  task  of  herd¬ 
ing  sheep  from  early  spring  till  late  fall.  His  sister  told  the  story  of  him 
during  this  period.  She  said  that  for  some  time  they  hadn't  seen  each  other. 
She  saw  a  bare-footed,  scantily  clad,  dirty  little  boy  herding  sheep  and 
when  she  got  closer  to  him  found  it  was  her  brother. 

He  never  had  a  suit  of  clothes  in  his  youth  and  received  very  little  school¬ 

ing,  but  took  advantage  of  every  opportunity  to  learn.  He  stayed  with  the 
Lewis  family  until  he  was  sixteen  and  then  went  out  for  himself.  He  recei¬ 
ved  employment  from  a  company  that  was  hauling  freight  into  Butte,  Mont.  He 
worked  during  the  summer  and  stayed  with  the  William  Dorris  Hendricks  family 
and  others  in  the  winter  and  as  soon  as  he  could,  purchased  an  outfit  of  his 
own  and  freighted  from  Corinne,  Utah  to  Butte,  Mont.  Samuel  Allen  changed 
from  freighting  to  railroading  and  shortly  formed  partnership  with  Herschel 
Bullen  to  do  railroad  building.  This  was  some  time  near  1875-1880.  They 
were  successful  in  this  venture  and  were  soon  able  to  build  homes  and  pur¬ 
chase  farms  in  Lewiston  and  Richmond.  His  home  in  Richmond  was  completed  in 
1883.  He  continued  in  the  contracting  business  until  his  death  which  occurred 
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on  26  June  1900  at  Santiago,  Durango,  Mexico  of  heart  trouble,  and  like  his 
brother  John,  had  to  be  buried  immediately  in  Mexico  according  to  the  Mexican 

laws .

Hendricks,  born  25  Sept.  1863,  Logan,  Ut.  Josiah  and  Drusilla  were  twins. 

His  early  boyhood  days  were  spent  in  Logan  where  he  shared  with  his  parents 
the  trials  of  early  pioneer  days.  He  often  went  for  timber,  up  Logan  Canyon, 
with  his  father.  He  also  went  with  his  father  to  Plain  City  for  salt  which 
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was  taken  from  the  Great  Salt  Lake.  Those  were  days  of  poverty.  During  his 
14th  and  15th  years  he  spent  working  at  the  Logan  Dairy  on  Bear  River  herding 
and  milking  the  cows. 

When  he  was  17  years  old  he  went  to  work  on  the  railroad  for  William  D. 
Hendricks  and  Thomas  E.  Ricks  building  railroad  from  Dillon  to  Butte,  Mont. 

As  he  was  the  oldest  boy  he  was  obliged  to  help  his  father  obtain  food  for 
his  family. 

In  the  summer  of  1882  he  worked  on  the  Northern  Pacific  Railroad  grading  the 
first  railroad  that  came  into  Helena,  Montana.  The  following  spring  President 
Ricks  hired  him  to  drive  two  yoke  of  oxen  to  Snake  River  bringing  one  of  the 
first  companies  to  this  valley  reaching  Rexburg  May  18,  1883.  This  was  in 
high  water  time  and  there  were  no  bridges  over  the  Snake  River;  the  Ferry 
boat  was  pulled  three  quarters  of  a  mile  loaded  with  the  company,  their 
wagons  and  cattle. 

He  stayed  and  worked  for  President  Ricks.  There  was  much  to  be  done, 
clearing  the  sage  brush  from  the  land  and  getting  out  timber  to  build  their 
homes,  store,  meeting  house,  grist  and  saw  mill.  His  education  was  very 
limited  and  he  always  feared  he  would  be  called  to  some  responsible 
position,  but  he  was  willing  to  do  the  best  he  could. 

He  married  1st  HARRIETT  ELLEN  NEILS EN  28  July  1884  in  Rexburg,  Ida.  She 
was  born  27  Sept.  1867  in  Logan,  Ut.,  daughter  of  David  and  Harriett  (Yates) 
Neilsen.  She  died  15  Nov.  1904  in  Hibbard,  Ida.,  and  was  buried  in 
Rexburg,  Ida. 

He  married  2nd  MARY  ANN  FELT  12  Dec.  1906.  She  was  born  20  Apr.  1877, 
Huntsville,  Ut.,  daughter  of  Ludrick  and  Ann  Margaret  (Danielson)  Felt. 

She  died  10  Mar.  1948  in  Hibbard,  Ida.,  and  was  buried  in  Rexburg,  Ida. 

At  the  time  he  was  twenty  one  years  of  age  most  of  the  land  around 
Rexburg  was  filed  on,  so  he  went  down  on  the  Snake  River  and  filed  a 
claim  on  a  hundred  and  sixty  acres  where  Hibbard  is  now  located,  and 
resided  there.  In  1907  Josiah  Hendricks,  George  Mortimer,  James  Hendricks, 
and  Joseph  E.  Rigby  formed  what  is  known  as  the  Hibbard  Brick  Co.  and  made 
a  kiln;  enough  brick  was  burned  to  build  a  house  for  each  of  the  four  men. 
Josiah  built  and  completed  an  eight  room  brick  house  in  1908. 

He  was  ever  ready  to  assist  anyone  in  need  and  to  support  any  move  for  the 
betterment  of  the  community.  He  served  in  various  capacities,  M.I.A., 

Sunday  School,  Ward  Teacher,  school  trustee,  Seventies  Quorum  officer, 
Genealogical  committees,  and  President  of  the  Island  Ward  Canal  Co. 

There  were  nine  children  born  to  Josiah  and  Harriett  Ellen  (Neilsen) 

Hendricks,  the  first  three  born  in  Rexburg,  Ida.,  and  the  last  six  in 
Hibbard,  Ida.

Deprived  of  education,  and 
attending  school  only  for  a  period  of  5  months  in  his  life,  his  education 
came  the  hard  way  through  the  school  of  experience  and  hard  knocks.  In  1899 
he  took  a  desert  claim  at  Hibbard,  near  Rexburg,  Ida.  or  as  it  was  then 
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called,  Island  Ward.  In  order  to  hold  the  place  $300  worth  of  improvements 
had  to  be  made  each  year.  Sage  brush  was  cleared,  canals  and  ditches  made. 
When  each  spring's  work  was  done  James  would  hunt  work  to  get  cash  to  make 
improvements.  He  did  logging  and  hauling  of  ore.  In  January  1893  he  went 
to  Logan  to  attend  the  wedding  of  his  brother,  Albert.  It  was  at  this 
affair  that  he  met  his  wife  to  be  -  JOSEPHINE  FELT,  of  Huntsville,  Utah.  He 
became  better  acquainted  with  her  while  working  in  the  Ogden  area  and  they 
were  married  18  Apr.  1896  by  Angus  McKay.  Later  they  were  married  in  the 
Logan  Temple. 

In  the  fall  they  came  to  Hibbard,  Ida.  where  they  remained  throughout  the 
remainder  of  their  lives.  In  1910  a  comfortable  brick  house  was  constructed. 
James  was  active  in  his  community,  acting  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  on  the  Consolidated  Farmers  and  Island  Ward  Canal  Companies,  and 
County  Pea  Growers  Association.  He  assisted  in  organizing  the  first  Pure¬ 
bred  Bull  Association  and  the  Upper  River  Dairymens  Association.

Thomas  was  reared  and  educated  at  Logan,  Ut.  His  father  gave  him  forty  acres 
of  land  in  Cache  Co,,  Ut.  and  he  cultivated  this  until  1883,  also  working 
on  the  railroad.  His  father  and  William  Dorris  Hendricks  laid  steel  on  the 
Oregon  Short  Line  Railroad  from  Franklin,  Ida.  to  Butte,  Mont.,  being  four 
years  in  completing  their  contract.  When  Thomas  came  to  Idaho  with  his  fath¬ 
er  he  took  up  a  timber  claim  adjoining  the  town  of  Rexburg.  He  also  bought 
land  and  continued  its  cultivation  until  the  time  of  his  death.  For  twenty 
years  or  until  1916  he  engaged  quite  extensively  in  sheep  raising  and  during 
a  part  of  that  period  made  a  specialty  of  handling  purebred  Hampshire  sheep. 
On  the  11th  of  Oct.  1878  in  Salt  Lake  City,  Ut,,  he  was  joined  in  wedlock  to 
Mary  Ann  Hibbard.

Martha. 

Hyrum  built  one  of  the  best  and  most  commodious  stores  in  Logan.  The  panic 
of  1883  and  1884  swept  away  every  dollar  of  his  resources.  Undaunted,  how¬ 
ever,  he  began  anew.  In  1886  he  entered  into  the  grocery  business  on  a 
small  scale.  In  the  same  year  he  married  ELIZABETH  MERCY  MILLS.  She  was 
born  in  Brighton,  England  27  Feb.  1865,  daughter  of  Charles  and  Mary  Ann (Yates) 
Mills o  Nine  children  were  born  to  Hyrum  and  Elizabeth.  In  1888  he  left  his 
family  to  manage  his  business  and  went  on  a  mission  to  Great  Britain  where 
he  remained  for  two  years.  In  1894  he  moved  his  family  to  Rexburg,  Ida.  to 
make  their  home.  In  1896  he  engaged  in  the  real  estate  business.  He  became 
active  in  the  organization  of  the  Democratic  Party  of  Frement  County.  This 
drew  him  to  the  attention  of  the  Governor  of  Idaho  who  appointed  him  chief 
engrossing  clerk  of  the  Senate.  Governor  Stunenbury  and  he  became  very 
good  friends.  In  the  year  of  1898  he  was  elected  Judge  of  the  District  Court. 
About  this  time  he  began  to  study  the  technicalities  of  law,  becoming  self 
taught,  a  master  of  legal  science,  passing  a  highly  satisfactory  examination 
he  was  admitted  to  the  Bar  in  1898,  receiving  distinct  compliments  from  his 
learned  examiner.  He  worked  in  law  business  with  real  estate,  insurance, 
and  collections  as  a  side  line  until  1920  when  his  health  began  to  fail  and 
he  had  to  retire  from  his  business. 

He  was  a  staunch  member  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints. 
During  his  life  he  held  and  filled  many  responsible  positions  -  Sunday  School 
Superintendency,  member  of  the  Y.M.M.I.A.,  member  of  superintendency  of  Fre¬ 
mont  Stake;  he  also  was  a  High  Councilman  of  Fremont  Stake.  He  was  Bishop 
of  the  Third  Ward  of  Rexburg  for  six  years.

As 
a  girl  of  seven,  Mary  Jane  went  with  her  parents  to  settle  Richmond,  Cache 
Co.,  Ut.,  in  the  spring  of  1860.  She  resided  in  the  Old  Fort  at  the  North 
Cache  outpost  and  lived  through  many  trying  experiences  in  the  fight  of 
the  pioneers  for  survival  against  hostile  Indians  and  the  elements. 

Through  it  all  she  acquired  a  love  for  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter- 
Day  Saints  and  built  within  her  a  set  of  principles  that  in  later  years  were 
to  shape  the  lives  of  her  own  sons  and  daughters  and  their  posterity  for 
years  to  come. 

She  became  the  sweetheart  of  ANTRIM  BYRD  HARRISON,  a  Huntington  Mills,  Pa. 
youth  who  had  come  west  with  freighters  and  went  to  work  for  Mary  Jane's 
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father,  freighting  between  points  in  Montana  and  Corinne,  Ut. 

He  was  bora  10  Apr.  1842  at  Huntington  Mills,  Pa. 

The  winter  of  1868  found  the  youthful  Pensylvanian  working  in  Richmond, 
where  he  met  16  year  old  Mary  Jane,  daughter  of  his  boss.  They  became 
attached  to  each  other,  and  in  turn,  the  young  man  was  attracted  to  the 
LDS  church.  He  eventually  joined  the  LDS  church  and  claimed  Mary  Jane 
for  his  bride  in  the  Endowment  House  in  Salt  Lake  City,  8  Feb.  1870, 

They  purchased  a  log  cabin  two  blocks  south  of  the  old  Co-op  Store  and 
there,  on  10  Nov.  1870,  their  first  child  was  born.  In  1874  the  Harrison’s 
moved  to  Lewiston.  There  they  homesteaded  a  quarter  section  of  ground  a 
mile  south  and  a  mile  west  of  the  Lewiston  State  Bank,  continuing  the 
pioneer  trials  of  early  Cache  history.  Mr.  Harrison  was  the  first  clerk  of 
the  first  store  in  Lewiston,  originally  owned  by  William  D.  Hendricks  and 
later  called  the  Lewiston  Co-op.  In  1870  the  Harrisons  disposed  of  the 
Lewiston  property  and  returned  to  Richmond,  eventually  acquiring  the  old 
James  Hendricks  brick  home,  kitty-corner  from  the  Richmond  Tabernacle, 
where  Mary  Jane  resided  until  her  death  at  the  age  of  78,  on  18  July,  1931. 
Mary  Jane  was  an  active  worker  in  the  LDS  church.  She  was  appointed 
President  of  the  Richmond  YLMXA,  a  position  she  held  thirteen  years.  She 
taught  in  the  Richmond  Sunday  School  and  served  in  the  Benson  Stake  Relief 
Society  Presidency  under  Rebecca  L.  Rawlins  as  President. 

Mr.  Harrison  died  1  Sept.  1893  in  Richmond,  Ut.  where  he  was  buried.  He 
left  Mary  Jane  with  seven  children,  yet  she  went  on  to  serve  her  church 
willingly  and  with  marked  effect. 

To  sustain  her  family  she  sold  charts  throughout  Cache  Valley,  gave  lessons 
in  sewing  and  performed  odd  jobs.  Eventually  she  started  a  millinery 
store  in  her  home  in  Richmond,  a  business  she  maintained  until 
incapacitated  by  the  illness  which  took  her  life. 

She  was  a  woman  of  indomitable  courage.  She  was  industrious  and  often 
worked  far  beyond  her  strength.  She  had  a  sublime  faith  in  God,  which 
enabled  her  to  rear  her  family  and  serve  her  fellow  men  throughout  her 
life,  even  though  38  years  were  spent  as  a  widow.

200.  DRUSILLA  HENDRICKS,  daughter  of  William  Dorris53  (James  Abraham  Henry  ) 
and  Mary  Jane  (Andrus)  Hendricks  born  25  June  1854,  Salt  Lake  City,  Ut. 

She  married  in  the  Endowment  House  in  Salt  Lake  City,  1  Dec.  1869  IRA  KING 
HILLMAN.  She  lived  at  Richmond  Ut.  when  her  husband  was  on  the  road 
freighting.  Her  sons  Ira  and  Will  were  born  at  Richmond.  Then  they  moved 
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over  to  Lewiston  and  homesteaded  an  80  acre  piece  of  land;  she  with  the  children 
lived  on  the  place  while  he  freighted.  Robert  was  born  while  they  were  in 
Lewiston.  They  buried  the  two  little  girls,  Nellie  and  Mary  Viola,  in  the 
Richmond  Cemetery  during  this  period  of  time. 

They  sold  the  place  in  April  1883,  then  moved  to  Swan  Lake,  Ida.  and  bought 
the  Gooseberry  ranch.  They  hired  a  man  by  the  name  of  Joe  Kay,  who  worked 
for  them  while  her  husband  was  away.  Joe  was  very  good  to  her.  Joe  and 
the  boys,  Ira  and  Will,  milked  cows  and  she  made  cheese  and  butter  to  sell, 
in  an  old  log  house  on  the  same  lot  where  they  built  a  cheese  press. 

She  was  well  and  healthy,  and  had  a  world  of  ambition.  In  later  years  she 
made  the  statement,  "I  didn't  know  what  it  was  to  be  tired".  She  was 
always  up  at  daybreak,  and  many  times  before  daybreak.  She  sewed  and  did 
a  lot  of  hand  work  such  as  embroidery  and  crocheting  in  between  her  daily 
duties.  She  always  made  her  own  soap.  She  was  a  loving,  kind  mother, 
always  willing  and  ready  to  help  any  of  her  children,  or  any  one  else. 

She  taught  a  class  in  Sunday  School,  and  was  a  counselor  and  also  a 
secretary  in  the  Relief  Society  in  Swan  Lake,  Ida.  She  was  a  great  reader 
of  the  Book  of  Mormon,  and  other  church  works. 

She  died  26  Aug.  1925  and  was  buried  in  Oxford,  Ida.  Her  husband  died  20 
Aug.  1944  in  Logan,  Ut.,  and  was  also  buried  in  Oxford,  Ida. 

They  were  the  parents  of  ten  children,  the  first  three  born  at  Richmond,  Ut., 
the  next  three  at  Lewiston,  Ut.,  and  the  last  four  at  Swan  Lake,  Ida.

201.  ELIZA  ABIGAIL  HENDRICKS,  daughter  of  William  Dorris63  (James3 1Abraham12Henry1) 
and  Mary  Jane  (Andrus)  Hendricks,  born  7  Jan.  1856  in  Salt  Lake  City,  Ut. 

Her  father,  William  Dorris  Hendricks  was  sent  by  Brigham  Young  with  a  number 
of  other  families  to  settle  in  Richmond,  Ut.  and  here  she  spent  her  entire 
life.  She  was  married  in  the  Endowment  House  in  Salt  Lake  City,  Ut.  to 
SAMUEL  ALLEN  HENDRICKS,  (#150  of  this  record),  13  Nov.  1871,  when  she  was  15 
years  old.  He  was  born  22  Dec.  1848  in  Claiborne  Parish,  La.,  son  of 
Allen  and  Elizabeth  (Reed)  Hendricks.  She  became  the  mother  of  ten  children, 
four  daughters  and  six  sons  (including  one  pair  of  twins).  Her  husband,  who 
was  a  railroad  contractor,  spent  most  of  his  time  with  his  business  in  other 
parts  of  the  country,  especially  in  old  Mexico  where  he  died  16  June  1900 
in  Santiago,  Durango,  Mexico  where  he  was  buried. 

Eliza  Abigail  was  a  kind,  gentle  woman;  a  wonderful  homemaker,  and  a 
faithful  Latter-Day  Saint.  At  the  time  of  her  death,  at  the  age  of  37,  she 
was  serving  as  president  of  the  Richmond  Ward  Young  Ladies  Mutual  Improvement 
Association,  where  she  was  held  in  high  esteem  for  her  efficient  leader¬ 
ship  in  that  organization. 

Because  of  her  husband's  absence  from  home,  she  had  almost  the  entire 
responsibility  of  rearing  her  large  family,  and  in  those  early  days  there 
was  much  sickness  and  death.  Two  of  her  children  had  spinal  meningitis.

Three  of  her  children  died  in  infancy,  another  one  died  at  the  age  of 
three  years  from  a  fall  from  the  barn  about  a  year  after  his  mother’s 
death.  She  died  in  Richmond,  Ut.,  12  Oct.  1893,  from  typhoid  fever. 

They  were  the  parents  of  ten  children  all  born  at  Richmond,  Ut.  These 
children  are  numbers  451-460  previously  enumerated  in  this  book  under 
those  numbers . 

202.  BRIGHAM  ANDRUS  HENDRICKS,  son  of  William  Dorris63  (James3 Abraham12 Henry1) 
and  Mary  Jane  (Andrus)  Hendricks,  born  27  Nov.  1857  at  Salt  Lake  City,  Ut. 
At  an  early  age  he  moved  with  his  parents  to  Richmond,  Cache  Co.,  Ut.  where 
the  family  home  was  established.  There,  with  other  young  people,  he 
participated  in  school  activities  and  events  of  the  day  in  a  normal 
community.  However*  schooling  opportunities  were  limited,  but  being 
interested  in  various  things  he  acquired  the  habit  of  good  reading.  He 
thus  informed  himself  on  many  subjects  which  proved  to  be  of  great  value  in 
his  religious  and  community  life. 

On  13  Jan.  1881  at  the  age  of  twenty- four  he  was  married  to  MARY  REBECCA 
STODDARD,  daughter  of  Charles  Henry  and  Anna  (Telford)  Stoddard  of 
Bountiful,  Ut.  She  was  bom  1  May  1862.  They  too  had  moved  to  Richmond 
with  the  early  pioneers.  The  marriage  was  performed  by  Daniel  H.  Wells 
in  the  Endowment  House  at  Salt  Lake  City.  Soon  after  his  marriage  he 
took  his  bride  to  Lewiston,  Ut.  where  he  established  his  own  home  in 
which  he  lived  until  his  death.  During  his  young  manhood  days  he 
worked  with  his  father  in  railroading.  He  spent  most  of  his  time  in 
construction  work  in  the  state  of  Montana.  There  he  came  in  contact 
with  unprincipled  and  undesirable  men,  and  many  times  he  was  called 
upon  to  defend  himself,  his  family,  and  church. 

In  the  early  days  of  its  colonization,  Lewiston  was  called  "Poverty 
Flat"  because  people  were  poor,  without  money,  and  had  to  depend  upon 
the  elements  for  sustenance.  They  surely  did  "earn  their  bread  by  the 
sweat  of  their  brow".  The  soil  was  sandy  and  needed  much  water  for 
the  crops.  Many  times  after  the  seed  had  been  sown  the  winds  would 
come  and  blow  them  all  away  and  the  land  would  have  to  be  reseeded. 

However,  as  more  people  moved  into  the  community  and  the  land  was  tilled 
consistently,  it  became  very  productive. 

In  a  new  town  there  are  many  projects  to  be  undertaken  such  as  digging 
canals  and  irrigation  ditches,  building  school  houses,  and  churchs, 
stores,  milk  factories,  etc.  "Brig”  or  "B.  A.",  as  he  was  called  by  his 
family  and  friends,  with  the  Pond  brothers,  Hyer  boys  and  others,  was 
instrumental  in  promoting  and  completing  these  projects.  Perhaps  one 
of  the  most  important  of  these  was  obtaining  springs  and  piping  pure 
drinking  water  into  the  community.  For  many  years  water  for  culinary 
purposes  was  hauled  from  Richmond  or  nearby  places. 

Primarily  he  was  a  farmer  and  dairyman,  but  found  time  to  participate  in 
civic  and  political  activities.  He  served  as  trustee  for  the  public 
schools,  was  elected  as  Cache  County  Commissioner  and  Utah  Legislator. 

Most  of  his  time  other  than  earning  a  livelihood  was  spent  in  religious 
and  church  service.  He  worked  in  the  Priesthood  Quorums  and  organizations 
of  the  LDS  Church,  holding  such  positions  as  Superintendent  of  Sunday 
School,  Counselor  in  the  Benson  Stake  Presidency,  and  President  of  South 
African  Mission.  He  also  filled  two  other  long  term  missions,  one  to 
the  Southern  States,  the  other  to  the  Northwestern  States. 

He  was  stern  but  kind,  hardworking,  and  honest  in  all  his  dealings, 
generous  with  time  and  means,  and  had  the  courage  of  his  convictions. 

He  was  a  fluent  public  speaker  and  was  often  called  upon  to  preach 
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funeral  sermons. 


He  died  16  July  1925  in  Lewiston,  Ut.,  and  was  buried  in  Richmond,  Ut. 
Brigham  and  his  wife  were  the  parents  of  six  children,  all  born  at

Abraham12 Henry1)  and  Mary  Jane  (Andrus)  Hendricks,  was  born  2  Feb.  1863 
in  Richmond,  Ut.  Charlotte  Hendricks  was  the  first  girl  born  in  her 
mother's  family  after  their  moving  to  Richmond,  Ut.  She  was  born  dur¬ 
ing  a  hard  rain  and  pans  were  placed  on  the  bed  to  catch  the  rain  as  it 
came  through  the  dirt  roof.  The  straw  mattress  held  so  much  moisture  that 
the  wheat  in  it  sprouted.  She  was  schooled  at  Richmond  and  also  went  to 
Logan  to  the  Brigham  Young  College.  As  a  young  girl  she  was  organist  for 
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the  Young  Ladies  MIA  and  also  a  member  of  the  ward  choir.  Later  she  was  the 
1st  Counselor  in  the  Mutual  Improvement  Association. 

She  took  a  job  as  cook  for  the  railroad  workers  with  her  sister,  Amanda. 

On  6  Dec.  1883  she  was  married  to  WILLIAM  CHARLES  UNDERWOOD  in  the  Endowment 
House  at  Salt  Lake  City  by  Daniel  H.  Wells.  William  was  born  19  Feb.  1857  in 
Cheltenham,  England.  Her  husband  was  also  a  railroad  worker;  he  helped  put 
the  narrow  guage  railroad  through  eastern  Idaho.  He  was  foreman  and  also 
sub-contractor  under  William  Dorris  Hendricks .  As  they  worked  along  the  rail¬ 
road,  Charlotte  cooked  for  the  men.  She  went  with  them  while  they  were  in 
Kansas  and  Nebraska. 

Finally  they  moved  to  Oxford,  Ida.  and  worked  on  a  ranch.  While  there  she 
worked  in  the  Relief  Society.  She  was  kind  and  charitable.  She  knit  mittens 
and  stockings  for  those  who  did  not  have  them.  She  did  a  lot  of  crocheting 
and  worked  buttonholes  for  1  cent  a  hole.  She  was  a  very  good  cook  and  made 
very  good  pie.  She  also  made  good  lye  soap  and  boiled  herbs  to  make  her  own 
dyes . 

They  bought  a  ranch  at  Downey,  Ida.  This  was  on  the  exact  site  of  the  Downata 
Hot  Springs;  the  barns  were  located  where  the  pools  are  now.  They  raised 
cattle,  hay,  grain,  and  milked  cows. 

She  was  President  of  the  Downey  Relief  Society  and  a  member  of  the  Stake  Board. 
Her  husband  died  20  Sept.  1929  in  Downey  and  was  buried  there.  She  died  6 
Mar.  1931  in  Downey,  where  she  also  was  buried. 

They  were  the  parents  of  six  children,  the  first  four  born  at  Richmond,  Ut., 
and  the  last  two  at  Oxford,  Ida.

205.  MILO  ANDRUS  HENDRICKS,  son  of  William  Dorris63  (James31Abraham12Henry1)  and 
Mary  Jane  (Andrus)  Hendricks  born  25  Feb.  1865  at  Richmond,  Utah.  His  early 
days  were  spent  on  his  father's  farm  and  in  working  on  the  railroad.  His 
father  had  the  contract  for  laying  the  track  of  the  old  Utah  and  Northern 
Railroad  from  Franklin,  Ida.  to  Butte,  Mont. 

He  attended  public  school  at  Richmond,  Ut.,  Brigham  Young  College  at  Logan, 

Ut . ,  University  of  Deseret  of  Salt  Lake  City,  Ut.,  and  the  Brigham  Young 
Academy  of  Provo,  Ut. 

In  1886  he  was  called  to  fill  a  mission  for  the  L.D.S.  Church.  He  labored 
in  Virginia  and  was  privileged  to  go  to  Kentucky  and  meet  some  of  his  father's 
relatives.  While  in  Virginia  he  was  shot  by  a  mob  and  carried  the  shot  in 
his  leg  the  rest  of  his  life.  While  there  he  was  introduced,  through  corres¬ 
pondence,  to  MARY  ADRIENNE  HARRIS,  whom  he  later  married  19  Sept.  1888  in  the 
Logan  Temple.  Her  parents  were  Charles  and  Louisa  Maria  (Hall)  Harris.  She 
was  born  3  June  1866  at  Toquerville,  Ut.  and  died  30  Nov.  1954  at  Inkom,  Ida. 
and  was  buried  at  Provo,  Utah. 
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He  had  a  mild,  lovable  disposition,  with  a  great  capacity  for  making  friends. 
He  held  many  positions  in  the  church,  having  been  Superintendent  of  Sunday 
Schools,  Stake  Mutual  President,  Bishop  and  Counselor  in  the  Pocatello  Stake 
Presidency.  Many  miraculous  healings  were  experienced  through  the  years  as 
a  result  of  his  administrations  through  the  power  of  the  Priesthood. 

His  vocation  was  that  of  merchant,  having  had  different  business  concerns  at 
Richmond,  Utah;  Oxford,  Idaho;  Pocatello,  Idaho;  and  Provo,  Utah.  Also  ac¬ 
tive  in  politics,  he  served  as  Bannock  County  Commissioner,  Assessor  and 
Collector,  and  Idaho  State  Representative.

Marriner  W.  Merrill  and  Almira  Jane  Bainbridge.  He  was  born  9  Feb.  1886  in 
Richmond,  Ut. 

In  the  Spring  of  1889  the  family  moved  to  a  place  east  of  Springville,  Ut. 

The  Rio  Grande  Railroad  was  being  built  from  Thistle  to  Price,  Ut.  and  Charlie 
had  charge  of  the  commissary  for  all  the  men  working  on  the  road.

During  their  girl¬ 
hood  days  they  were  referred  to  as  "Mira's  three"  and  the  townspeople,  when 
hearing  a  racket  on  the  street,  would  say,  "Well,  I  guess  Mira's  three  are 
out".  She  attended  the  district  schools  until  she  was  seventeen,  and  a  pri¬ 
vate  school  for  one  year  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Ida  Cook  from  the  Brig¬ 
ham  Young  College.  At  the  age  of  eighteen,  Rebecca  became  the  second  wife 
of  ALMA  MERRILL  and  was  married  in  the  Logan  Temple  30  July  1886,  with  the 
full  consent  of  the  first  wife,  her  sister,  Rilda,  who  was  present  at  the 
marriage.

1.891  BYRON  ELWOOD  JOHNSON  at  Colonia  Diaz,  Mexico.  He  was  born  13  Jan.  1863 
in  Salt  Lake  City,  Ut.  son  of  William  D.  and  Jane  "Kidnaleder"  (Brown)  John¬ 
son.  After  six  months  they  returned  to  Utah  with  Martha's  mother.  They  en¬ 
dured  many  hardships  of  pioneer  life.

Happy  times  were  mixed  with  troubles  and  sorrows;  making  a  living  was  a  con- 
s tant  problem  and  with  it  came  moves  from  house  to  house  -  never  staying 
long  in  one  place.  She  lost  another  baby  -  7  weeks  old  -  another  older  girl 

who  was  burned  so  badly  she  died  -  then  her  husband  was  killed  with  a  blast 

in  a  mine.  Her  boys  served  in  the  Armed  Services  and  one  of  them  lost  his 
life.  All  of  these  trials  began  to  tell  on  her  and  her  health  failed  rapid¬ 
ly  -  even  her  eyesight  failed.  She  spent  her  last  years  in  Salt  Lake  with 
her  son,  Lowell. 

She  was  active  in  Church  auxiliaries  and  was  especially  devoted  to  geneal¬ 
ogy  work.  She  loved  the  association  of  her  family  and  spent  much  time  in 
their  company.

For  seven 
years  William  Dorris  Hendricks  divided  his  time  between  his  two  families  in 
Utah  and  the  two  in  Mexico,  spending  a  month  or  more  at  a  time  with  each  one 
He  was  in  Mexico  a  good  share  of  the  time  because  of  being  in  the  cattle  bus 
iness  there  with  a  man  named  Gruell.  Christine's  family  lived  in  an  adobe 
house  with  a  dirt  floor  and  a  dirt  roof.  Myra's  family  lived  in  the  next 
house  in  the  same  block  in  a  frame  house.  When  Myra's  family  moved  to  Utah 
Christine's  family  moved  into  their  house.  They  had  a  fireplace  and  always 
burned  wood,  which  was  lighted  with  a  flintrock  or  file,  matches  being  very 
uncommon.  At  night  they  always  covered  up  the  bright  coals  with  ashes,  and 
the  next  morning  would  uncover  them  and  blow  them  and  the  flames  would  start 
up .

The  four  boys 
went  to  school  in  Richmond;  they  rode  a  horse  4  miles  or  drove  a  buggy  and 
horse,  part  of  the  time  hauling  the  milk  to  the  Union  Creamery  which  stood 
between  Richmond  and  Lewiston.  Dave  finished  his  education  in  Logan  at 
Brigham  Young  College.  After  graduation,  he  began  teaching  school  in  the 
Lewiston  Second  Ward,  which  was  called  the  Wheeler  School.  He  was  the  Prin¬ 
cipal  and  taught  the  four  upper  grades,  being  21  years  of  age  at  that  time. 

After  teaching  a  few  years  in  Lewiston,  Ut.  and  Oxford,  Ida.  he  quit  teach¬ 

ing  and  went  to  farming.

Hiram  Jr.  moved  with  his  mother  and  step-father  to  Richmond,  Ut.  when  he  was 

six  years  old.  They  lived  there  until  Samuel  Roskelley  was  called  to  preside 

as  Bishop  of  the  Smithfield  Ward  -  they  then  made  their  home  in  Smithfield. 

It  was  in  Smithfield  that  Hiram  received  his  education. 

On  11  May  1874  he  married  1st  LOVINA  HYER  in  Salt  Lake  City,  Ut.  She  was 

born  4  Mar.  1855  in  Bountiful,  Ut.,  daughter  of  Andrew  Christian  and  Lovina 
(Hogan)  Hyer , 

On  14  Oct.  1885  he  married  2nd  ADDIE  JANE  WILDMAN,  in  the  Logan  Temple.  She 
was  born  4  Jan.  1864  in  Norwood,  Canada,  daughter  of  Edward  and  Jane  (Baxter) 

Wi Idman . 

Hiram  and  his  family  homesteaded  a  farm  in  Lewiston,  Ut .  He  owned  one  of 
the  first  threshing  machines.  They  also  lived  in  Smithfield,  Ut.  and  Fairview, 
Ida.  Then  they  moved  to  Rexburg,  Ida.  Hiram  worked  on  the  canals  and  en¬ 
gaged  in  freighting  business  between  Rexburg  and  Idaho  Falls,  Ida. 

In  1889  Hiram  and  his  wife,  Addie,  and  their  two  children  went  to  Washington 
where  he  worked  on  the  railroad.  They  lived  in  tents  in  a  workers  camp. 

Hiram  and  Alma  Merrill  were  contractors  for  the  railroad  and  hired  a  crew  of 
men  to  work  for  them. 

In  1890  Addie  and  her  children  returned  to  Rexburg,  Ida.  and  took  care  of 
Lovina' s  older  children  while  Lovina  went  to  care  for  her  husband.  Hiram 
worked  for  the  railroad  three  or  four  years. 

When  Hiram  was  about  forty  years  old  he  had  a  great  desire  to  meet  his  father 
whom  he  hadn't  seen  since  he  was  a  young  child.  He  journeyed  to  where  his 
father  was  in  the  east.  After  visiting  for  a  short  time,  Hiram  returned  to 
his  home  in  Rexburg  and  brought  his  father  with  him  for  a  visit. 
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About  1901  he  moved  with  his  wife,  Lovina,  and  their  family  to  LeGrand,  Ore. 
He  worked  for  the  Amalgamated  Sugar  Co.  Then  started  selling  insurance  and 
traveled  a  great  deal. 

Lovina  died  16  Apr.  1937  in  Sugar  City,  Ida.  and  was  buried  at  Rexburg,  Ida. 
Addie  died  8  Jan.  1949  in  Smithfield,  Ut.  where  she  was  buried.  Hiram  died 
15  Oct.  1916  at  Hot  Lake,  Ore.  and  was  buried  at  LeGrande,  Ore. 

He  was  the  father  of  eleven  children  by  the  first  marriage  and  seven  by  the 
second .

253.  REBECCA  ROSKELLEY,  daughter  of  Rebecca^  (Jaraes-^Abraham^ Henryk)  Hendricks 
and  Samuel  Roskelley,  born  22  Apr.  1859,  Salt  Lake  City,  Ut.  Rebecca  was 
the  oldest  child  in  a  family  of  seven  children.  Soon  after  her  birth  her 
parents  moved  to  Richmond,  Ut.  where  they  lived  in  the  old  pioneer  fort.  She 
spent  most  of  her  life  in  Smithfield  where  she  received  the  scant  education 
afforded  at  that  time.  She  was  a  beautiful  girl,  being  tall  and  dark 
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complexioned,  and  was  always  a  welcome  guest  because  of  her  pleasing  person¬ 
ality  and  talents  in  speech  and  music.  She  and  her  sister,  Zina,  participated 
a  great  deal  in  the  dramas  of  those  days. 

On  11  Dec.  1879  Rebecca  became  the  plural  wife  of  THOMAS  HILLYARD.  They  were 
married  in  the  Endowment  House  in  Salt  Lake  City,  Ut.  Rebecca’s  sister,  Zina, 
was  married  the  same  day  at  the  Endowment  Houqe.  Thomas  Hillyard  was  born  3 
Dec.  1831  at  Doddington,  Cambridge,  England,  son  of  Thomas  and  Elizabeth 
(Wool)  Hillyard. 

Rebecca  was  a  good  homemaker  and  cook.  She  was  an  excellent  seamstress  and 
was  also  able  to  draft  dress  patterns.  She  was  also  very  capable  as  a  practi¬ 
cal  nurse  and  often  gave  assistance  to  those  who  needed  her. 

The  life  of  a  pioneer  wife  and  mother  was  very  hard  and  Rebecca’s  health  was 
not  good  preceding  the  birth  of  her  third  child.-  She  was  forced  to  flee  from 
her  home  and  go  into  hiding  because  of  plural  marriage.  It  was  while  she  was 
in  hiding  at  Hyde  Park,  Ut.  that  she  gave  birth  to  her  third  child,  Rebecca 
Pearl,  her  health  continued  to  fail  and  she  died  from  complications  following 
childbirth  5  Aug.  1890  at  Hyde  Park,  Ut.  She  was  buried  in  the  Smithfield 
Cemetery.  Thomas  died  28  Jan.  1907  in  Smithfield,  Ut.  where  he  was  buried.

(Allred)  Hyde.  After  her  marriage  Zina  moved  with  her  husband  to  Hyde  Park, 
Ut.  to  live. 

Zina’s  father  was  called  on  a  mission  to  England  and  shortly  after  on  11  May 
1880  her  mother  died  at  Smithfield,  Ut.  This  was  a  sad  parting  for  the  fam¬ 
ily  with  the  father  away  in  a  foreign  country.

He  was  assigned  to  work  at  the  family  farm  and 
at  other  interests  of  his  father.  He  went  out  to  work  on  his  own  at  a  young 
age,  working  on  roads,  railroads,  and  freighting  supplies  in  Idaho  and  Mon¬ 
tana.  He  was  called  on  a  mission  in  1890  to  New  Zealand.  His  love  of  people 
and  his  ability  to  sing  and  play  musical  instruments  made  many  friends  for 
him. 

Upon  returning  from  his  mission  he  went  to  Idaho.  After  several  years  of 
courtship  he  married  FRANCES  AMELIA  HINCKLEY  in  the  Logan  Temple,  13  June 
1900.  She  was  born  18  Feb.  1873  at  Grass  Creek,  Summit,  Ut.,  daughter  of 
Arza  Erastus  and  Mary  Christian  (Hiener)  Hinckley. 

He  farmed  most  of  his  life,  but  spent  some  time  as  a  rural  mail  carrier,  a 
carpenter,  and  a  salesman. 

This  couple  spent  a  year  doing  temple  work  at  Logan,  Ut.  During  this  time 
he  filled  a  Temple  Mission.  He  passed  away  at  the  age  of  82  after  many 
years  as  an  invalid  following  a  stroke.

"Aunt  Dealie"  as  she  was  called  throughout  the  Upper  Snake  River  Valley  for 
her  wonderful  work  as  a  nurse,  was  about  a  year  old  when  the  family  moved  to 
Richmond,  Ut.  Here  she  grew  to  young  womanhood  and  married  10  Apr.  1876  in 
Salt  Lake  City,  Ut.  to  THOMAS  WILLIAM  WHITTLE.  He  was  born  11  Nov.  1855  in 
Salt  Lake  City,  Ut.,  son  of  Thomas  Levi  and  Mary  (Fullmer)  Whittle. 

In  1881  they  moved  to  the  Swan  Lake  Flats  near  Oxford,  Ida.  It  was  necessary 
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for  William  to  leave  home  to  obtain  work;  so  in  1889  they  moved  to  Marysville, 
Ida.,  sometimes  called  the  Fall  River  Valley.  The  loamy  black  soil  promised 
great  treasure,  but  even  that  was  a  hard  lot  -  to  clear  the  sage  and  buck 
brush,  dig  canals  and  build  log  homes.  The  first  summer  her  son,  Ernest 
broke  his  leg  and  she  set  it  as  good  as  she  could.  Many  are  the  births  she 
attended  and  many  are  the  eyes  she  closed  in  death.  Her  training  was  the 
stern  school  of  experience,  supplemented  by  some  intensive  lectures  from  her 
Uncle,  Dr.  Lucius  Cantwell,  who  came  up  from  Salt  Lake  City  for  a  visit,  and 
her  will  and  faith  and  prayers.  She  relied  always  on  the  Lord  in  every  birth 
or  death. 

From  a  humble  little  pioneer  cabin,  their  home  grew  to  a  fine  two  story  struc¬ 
ture  which  was  at  once  the  pride  and  envy  of  the  community.  She  was  an  ardent 
worker  in  the  Church.  Their  family  contributed  much  to  the  success  of  the 
organizations  in  the  Marysville  Ward. 

Her  husband  died  18  Aug.  1924  in  Marysville,  Ida.  Fifteen  months  later  she 
joined  him  on  18  Nov.  1925  af  Marysville,  where  they  were  both  buried.

Church  services  were  held  at  his  father’s  home  until  they  con¬ 
structed  a  chapel.  He  was  active  in  both  Sunday  School  and  M.I.A.  work. 
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Jodie  passed  away  17  Aug.  1924  at  Idaho  Falls,  Ida.  His  brother-in-law,  Thomas 
William  Whittle,  died  the  next  day  in  Marysville  and  they  had  a  double  funer¬ 
al  and  were  buried  in  the  Pine  View  Cemetery.

Alma  became  the  Ward  Clerk  and  later  Stake 
Clerk.  Once  they  were  out  of  flour  and  he  took  wood  to  St.  Anthony  to  buy 
some  but  failed  to  sell  it  so  he  left  it  down  there  to  sell.  How  he  prayed. 

He  hated  to  face  Libby  without  flour.  On  the  way  through  Black  Springs  he 
found  a  50  lb.  sack  of  flour.  He  asked  all  over  town  if  some  one  had  lost 
it.

He  was  Postmaster  for  many  years;  then  they  decided  to  sell  and  go  to  Logan 
and  do  Temple  work.

1866  in  Paradise,  Ut.,  daughter  of  Joseph  Chatterley  and  Martha  Jane  (Wilson) 
Kay.  They  were  married  in  the  Logan  Temple  24  Mar.  1886.  Juel  and  Mary  Ellen 
worked  for  his  father.  Mary  Ellen  cooked  for  50  men.  Juel  helped  as  much  as 
he  could,  while  also  driving  a  team  on  the  railroad.

He  came  to 
Idaho  when  a  boy  of  sixteen,  and  met  CLARA  WAHLEN  at  Nelsons  Dairy  where 
she  was  working.  She  was  born  13  Mar.  1876  at  Bern,  Switzerland,  daughter 
of  Karl  and  Anna  Barker  (Ashbacker)  Wahlen.  They  came  to  Utah  from  Switzer¬ 
land  as  they  had  previously  sent  four  of  their  sons  over  with  the  Elders, 
one  of  whom  was  Karl  G.  Maeser.  Clara's  parents  were  very  poor  -  her  father 
obtained  work  in  a  sawmill  in  Paradise,  Ut.  Then  they  moved  to  Logan,  Ut. 
where  he  worked  in  a  tailor  shop  and  in  the  Temple.  When  Clara  was  about 
8  years  old  they  went  to  Rexburg,  Ida.  with  the  early  pioneers.  There  she 
grew  up,  working  at  odd  jobs  and  going  to  school  at  Ricks  Academy.  Her 
parents  were  still  paying  for  their  fare  over  the  ocean.  So  they  all  worked 
and  saved  to  help.  The  mother  made  yeast  for  the  town,  did  washings  and 
sewing,  Clara  and  her  sister  helping.

Gooch  -  the  first  couple  married  at  Marysville.  In  October  of  1895  they 
were  married  in  the  Logan  Temple.  They  came  back  to  Marysville  where  they 
made  their  home  except  for  a  period  of  nine  years  when  they  moved  to  Mt. 

Glen  Ore. 

There  were  only  about  nine  or  ten  families  living  in  Marysville  when  they 
went  there.  John  and  his  brothers  worked  at  the  sawmill  at  Warm  River  and 
hauled  lumber  to  St.  Anthony  for  about  15  years.  He  helped  build  the  Marys¬ 
ville  canal.  Clara  took  the  cnildren  and  moved  up  in  the  timber  with  him. 

He  homesteaded  the  Big  Falls  near  Bear  Gulch,  which  he  later  sold  and  was 
a  stage  coach  driver  in  the  Yellowstone  Park  for  eleven  summers.  He  liked 
music  and  dancing.  He  obtained  a  violin  and  practiced  in  the  barn  until 
his  screeching  became  the  lovely  music  everyone  enjoyed.  He  also  played 
che  drums  and  piano.  Clara  was  very  active  in  Church  organizations,  Primary, 
Relief  Society,  and  Genealogical  work.

On  22  December  1891  she  moved  with  her  parents  to  Marysville,  Ida.  During  the 
long  winter  months  she,  with  other  young  people,  created  entertainment  with 
drama. 

Her  work  was  in  the  kitchen  helping  prepare  meals  for  the  hearty  appetites  of 
her  men  folks.  Life  was  not  all  work,  for  she  and  her  best  pal,  Lucy  Harris, 
had  many  laughable  experiences.  Occasionally,  she  even  tried  her  hand  at 
fishing,  often  with  surprising  luck.  Lucinda  married  her  childhood  sweet¬ 
heart,  HORTON  B.  LEAVITT,  from  Lewiston,  Ut.  They  were  married  in  the  Logan 
Temple  15  Nov.  1899.  He  was  born  14  May  1872  in  Mendon,  Ut.,  son  of  George 
and  Jenet  (Brinkerhof f )  Leavitt.  After  living  in  Lewiston  they  moved  to  Marys 
ville,  Ida.,  where  they  engaged  in  farming. 

Horton  Leavitt  was  called  to  serve  a  26  month  mission  for  the  Church.  He  left 
Lurinda  with  a  16  month  old  daughter,  Cleah,  and  a  few  months  later  their  sec¬ 
ond  daughter  was  born.  Lurinda  bravely  carried  on  alone.  In  1914  Druzilla 
became  ill  and  died.  One  week  after  the  burial  of  her  little  girl,  a  son  was 
born,  who  was  never  able  to  walk.

E.  and  Flora  A.  (Nail)  Mays.  She  was  born  8  Mar.  1879  in  Junction  City,  Ore.

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APPENDIX 


VAN  KOUWENHOVEN  or  COUWENHOVEN  ANCESTRY 


This  Dutch  name  has  undergone  numerous  changes  in  yielding  to  the 
English  language.  George  C.  Beekman, (2)  points  out  that  the  early  court 
and  church  records  show  some  of  these  changes.  The  "Van"  was  dropped 
and  the  K  changed  to  C,  then  to  Kowenhoven  or  Cowenhoven,  later 
Covenhoven  or  Covenoven  and  finally  Conover. 


The  Couwenhoven  family  originated  in  America  with  WOLFERT  GERRETSE 
VAN  KOUWENHOVEN  and  his  wife  NEELTJE  JANSE.  He  came  from  Amersfoort, 
Province  of  Utrecht,  Holland  in  1630  with  the  Dutch  emigrants.  They 
settled  in  Rensselaerwick,  near  what  is  now  Albany,  N.Y.  He  was 
employed  by  the  Patroon  as  superintendent  of  farms.  He  afterwards 
resided  on  Manhattan  Island  and  later  the  families  were  found  in 
Brooklyn  and  New  Utrecht,  N.Y.;  then  in  Monmouth  Co.,  N.J.  Here 
Albert  and  his  family  were  members  of  the  Freehold  Dutch  Reformed 
Church  as  early  as  1709.  An  account  of  the  Conover  family  is  found 
in  various  New  Jersey  records,  also  in  'American  Family  Antiquity  Co 
and  in  "Early  Dutch  Settlers  of  Monmouth  County,  New  Jersey"!2).  They 
are  recorded  in  such  New  York  histories  as  "National  Genealogical 
Society  Quarterly" (8) ;  "New  York  Genealogical  and  Biographical  Record  (9) 
and  "Historical  and  Genealogical  Miscellany, " O) .  Only  the  direct  line 
is  followed  here.

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DORRIS  ANCESTRY 


The  records  of  our  Dorris  family  are  not  very  complete.  Searches 
have  been  made  by  various  family  members  and  by  the  Research  Department 
of  the  Genealogical  Society  of  Utah.  The  localities  in  which  these 
families  lived  are  those  in  which  we  are  not  able  to  find  good  records, 
namely,  Tennessee,  North  Carolina  and  New  Jersey.  There  are  no  vital 
statistics  in  any  of  these  states  and  many  of  the  land  and  court  records 
are  too  meager  or  in  some  cases  cannot  be  located.  The  Dorris  name 
appears  very  seldom  in  printed  records,  and  in  some  of  these  there  are 
mistakes.  Norman  S.  Frost (1)  gives  information  on  our  Frost  line  and 

in  so  doing  lists  Catherine  Frost  married  _ Davis  and  her  sister 

Abigail  married  _ Davis.  This  we  know  should  have  been  DORRIS,  not 

Davis.  The  information  probably  was  taken  from  the  will  of  Josiah  Frost.* 
In  1940  Nancy  Dorris  Carpenter (2)  checked  the  original  will  in  the  office 
of  the  County  Clerk  in  Cumberland,  Allegany  Co.,  Md.  The  office  copy  was 
made  and  this  was  the  copy  used  in  the  Frost  book.  The  clerk  stated  it 
perhaps  was  a  copying  mistake  when  the  office  copy  was  made  as  indeed  the 
original  copy  did  read  DORRIS  and  not  Davis .  This  error  had  not  been 
called  to  their  attention  before. 

We  will  give  here  various  possibilities  on  this  line,  but  want  to 
state  that  none  of  them  are  wholly  accepted  by  us.  Some  of  these  come 
from  printed  accounts  and  we  do  feel  in  these  there  are  possible  errors. 

A  brief  printed  account  of  the  Dorris  family  appears  in"History  of 
Tennessee  and  Tennesseans  (3)', '  and  innTennessee,  The  Volunteer  State", 

Vol.  3(4).  The  information  was  furnished  by  Finley  M.  Dorris,  son  of 
Rev.  William  Gibbs  Dorris,  a  son  of  Samuel  Frost  and  Susanna  (Pitt) 

Dorris.  In  1825  the  family  moved  to  Nashville  by  wagons,  coming  over  the 
Nashville  and  Gallation  dirt  road,  arriving  at  the  Cumberland  river  on 
the  east  side.  They  had  to  cross  in  flat  boats,  and  the  family  located 
on  North  Frong  Street,  just  below  the  site  of  the  old  Methodist  publish¬ 
ing  house.  Some  credit  is  also  given  to  Dr.  Wm.  Dawson  Dorris,  son  of 
John  Irwin  Dorris,  a  son  of  Joseph  Dorris,  in  the  printed  histories, 
however  it  does  differ  from  the  unprinted  account  of  Dr.  Wm.  Dawson 
Dorris  as  given  to  Jessie  Burnett  Tidwell(5). 

The  following  is  taken  from  the  printed  histories. 

"In  tracing  the  origin  of  the  Dorris  family,  we  find  that  the  name 
Dorris  is  a  Greek  name.  It  was  first  spelled  Doris,  and  we  have  been 
able  to  trace  it  back  to  the  Greek  city  of  Doris.  In  this  city  the  first 
Doris  column  was  built,  and  was  built  by  one  of  the  Doris  family.  It  was 
first  called  the  Doris  column,  and  afterward  changed  to  the  Doric  column. 
We  also  find  that  Hellenus  gave  the  name  of  Hellenes  to  the  Greeks  and 
that  he  had  three  sons.  The  second  son  was  Dorus .  The  country  that  Dorus 
inherited  was  named  by  him  "Doris"  and  from  this  country  came  the  family 
name  Dorris".  (Hellins  Ancient  History). 

*  Frost  Ancestry,  Appendix 
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"In  the  Roman  Army  under  Julius  Caesar  fought  a  Greek  general  by  the 
name  of  General  Josef  Dorris.  After  the  conquest  of  Great  Britain  he  was 
awarded  by  Caesar  the  county  Downs,  Ireland,  for  Meritorious  service 
rendered.  This  was  about  the  year  54  and  55  B.C.  (Caesar's  Commentaries.) 

Josef  Dorris,  a  lineal  descendant  of  Gen.  Josef  Dorris,  and  a  native 
of  the  County  of  Downs,  Ireland,  had  nine  sons,  seven  of  which  emigrated 
to  America  in  the  early  part  of  1700,  locating  first  near  Baltimore, 
Maryland.  After  a  short  period,  William,  Isaac,  and  John  went  to  Amhurst, 
Va.  and  located.  While  here  William  married  and  a  son  by  the  name  of 
Josef  Dorris  migrated  to  Mecklenburg,  North  Carolina  and  became  a  noted 
Baptist  minister.  He  married  Cynthia  Irwin,  and  from  this  union  there 
were  two  sons,  John  Irwin  and  Thomas.  After  her  death  he  married  Mary 
Williams  and  by  her  had  ten  sons  and  three  daughters,  among  whom  were: 
George  P.,  Stephen,  Isaac,  William,  Roland,  and  others.  Several  of  these 
sons  were  with  General  Francis  Marion,  who  led  the  North  Carolina  forces 
in  the  Revolutionary  war,  and  made  efficient  soldiers.  William,  and  Isaac 
married  sisters  by  the  name  of  Frost  from  Frostburg,  Md.  The  Frost  family 
being  a  prominent  family.  The  town  was  named  for  their  father  who  owned 
a  body  of  land  on  which  was  discovered  one  of  the  first  coal  mines  in 
America. 

William,  Isaac  and  their  half-brother,  John  Irwin  Dorris,  came  south 
prospecting  and  while  on  the  trip  met  with  Peter  Demombreum;  together 
with  him  they  came  on  his  keelboat  down  the  Holston  River  to  the  lennessee 
River  and  down  this  river  to  the  village  of  Nashville,  Tenn.  Peter 
Demombreun  afterwards  located  in  Nashville  and  William,  Isaac  and  John 
went  to  Fort  Hamilton,  now  known  as  Tyree  Springs.  After  locating  at 
Fort  Hamilton,  William  and  Isaac  went  back  for  their  families  in  Maryland, 
returning  by  wagon  to  Fort  Hamilton,  where  they  secured  land  and  sectled. 
Later  on  came  their  brothers  Stephen,  who  became  chaplain  in  Gen. 
Jackson's  army  in  New  Orleans;  George  P.,  who  went  to  St.  Louis,  and 
Roland,  who  located  in  Sumner  Co.  Tenn. 

John  Irwin  Dorris  married  Elizabeth  Meness  near  Springfield,  Tenn. 
and  had  one  son  and  two  daughters;  the  son  Dr.  William  Dawson  Dorris  of 
Nashville  was  a  noted  physician  in  his  day,  and  one  of  the  first,  to 
advocate  the  germ  theory  when  cholera  was  so  bad  in  Nashville  in  1869. 


William  Dorris  married  Katherine  Frost,  and  from  this  union  there 
were  two  sons  and  six  daughters:  Samuel  Frost,  Betsey,  Rebecca  and  Kate 
were  born  in  Baltimore,  Md.,  before  the  family  moved  and  located  at  Fort 
Hamilton.  After  locating  at  that  place  William  D.,  Tobitha,  Drusilla 
and  Levina  were  born.  Samuel  Frost  Dorris  married  Susanna  Pitt  of 
Cottontown,  Tenn.  Betsey  Dorris  married  John  Hudson.  Rebecca  married 
Samuel  Hendricks.  Drusilla  married  James  Hendricks,  and  Levina  married 
Pleasant  Mays . 

After  Samuel  Frost  Dorris  and  Susanna  Pitt  married  they  moved  near 
Fountain  Head,  Tenn.,  on  Stroughters  branch,  and  here  made  their  home 
for  many  years.  From  this  union  there  were  eight  sons  and  four  daugnters: 
Henry;  William  Gibbs;  Jeremiah;  James;  Isaac  G.;  Daniel  W. ;  Benjamin  F . ; 
George  B.;  Katherine;  Zilpha,  married  John  Calvin  Shivers;  Susan,  married 
Robert  Ruth;  Martha  married  William  R.  Cornelius.  Samuel  Frost  Dorris, 
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father  of  these  children,  was  born  in  Baltimore,  Md . ,  Nov.  20,  1787  and 
died  at  Nashville,  Tenn.  Aug.  24,  1870.  Samuel  Frost  Dorris,  while  living 
at  Fountain  Head,  Tenn.  was  engaged  in  transporting  goods  by  teams  from 
Nashville,  which  was  the  distributing  point  for  all  merchandise  for  miles 
around,  including  nearly  the  whole  of  Tennessee  and  southern  Kentucky. 

Mr.  Dorris  in  1825  removed  from  Fountain  Head,  Tenn.  to  Nashville,  where 
he  spent  his  closing  days,  dying  at  the  venerable  age  of  ninty-one  years 
and  was  laid  to  rest  in  the  old  city  cemetary  beside  his  wife,  Susanna 
Pitt.  The  true  "Dorris"  type  is  light  hair,  blue  eyes,  fair  complexion, 
a  mechanical  turn  of  mind,  very  active  and  a  quiet  disposition. 

Rev.  Wm.  Gibbs  Dorris,  son  of  Samuel  Frost  Dorris  and  Susanna  Pitt 
Dorris  and  father  of  Finley  M.  Dorris,  was  born  near  Fountainhead  Tenn., 

May  6,  1815.  He  married  Charlotte  Cain  of  Huntsville  Ala,,  daughter  of 
his  partner  in  a  jewelry  business.  They  had  two  children  Thomas  Dorris 
and  Sarah  Dorris.  His  wife  died  in  1846.  William  Gibbs  became  a  Methodist 
preacher  following  the  circuit  in  various  parts  of  Tennessee  and  northern 
Alabama.  On  October  27,  1853  he  married  Miss  Elzira  Ruth,  daughter  of 
George  Ruth,  a  jeweler.  They  had  twelve  children,  nine  coming  to  maturity, 
William  Murphy  Dorris;  George  Benjamin  Dorris;  died  in  infancy;  Florence 
Euginia;  Blanche  Gibson  Dorris;  Charles  Westley  Dorris,  died  in  infancy; 
Finley  Marborough  Dorris;  Henry  Beaumont  Dorris;  Martha  Summers  Dorris; 
Annie  Ruth  Dorris;  Birdie  Frazier  Dorris;  died  in  infancy;  Robert  Payne 
Dorris  known  as  Bishop  Dorris. "(3) 

There  are  things  in  the  above  quotation  which  we  question,  in  addi¬ 
tion  to  the  various  spellings  used  for  different  names. 

We  have  another  account  of  the  same  families  which  differs  somewhat. 

We  are  more  inclined  to  feel  this  unpublished  account  is  more  accurate, 
where  they  differ.  The  narrator  is  Dr.  William  Dawson  Dorris,  who  told 
it  to  his  daughter  Emeline  Dorris  Cooper  22  Nov.  1888.  William  Dawson 
Dorris  was  born  23  Aug.  1802  in  Robertson  Co.,  Tenn  and  married  Rebecca 
Shivers  1  Feb.  1827.  The  account  is  as  follows: 

The  history  of  the  Nationalities  of  our  ancestors  as  brought  down 

to  us.  I  will  begin  with  Dorris  first.  My  great  grandfather  William 

Dorris  was  born  in  County  Down,  Ireland,  whose  ancestors  fled  from  the 

province  of  Dorea  in  Greece,  on  account  of  the  cruelties  of  their  Turkish 

rulers.  Our  great  grandfather  emigrated  to  New  Jersey.  His  sons  names: 

William;  Samuel;  Isaac;  John;  James;  Joseph;  and  Benjamin  William.  His 

daughters,  Mary  Sarah;  Martha  Margaret  and  Nancy,  Mary  married  William 

Pitt  Bowers,  and  one  married  a  Mr.  Sebastian;  Dr0  Sebastian  was  her  son 

who  lived  in  Centerville,  Tenn.  The  third  daughter  Nancy  married  a  Mr. 

Drake,  the  fourth  daughter  married  John  or  Jonathon  McMurray  who  died  in 

Sumner  Co.,  Tenn.  Grand  uncles  William  and  Isaac  were  in  the  American 

army,  and  John  Dorris.  They  were  in  the  battle  when  Col.  Washington 

clipped  the  cue  of  hair  for  General  Tarlton  in  Carolina.  My  grandfather 

oseph  married  Mary  Griffin  in  Maryland.  My  father  was  born  on  the  eastern 

snore  of  that  state.  His  name  was  John  Irwin,  his  brother’s  name  was 

William.  She  had  two  others  who  died  in  childhood.  And  after  she  died, 

grandfather  married  Katharine  McDaniel,  and  her  sons  were  Thomas,  Isaac, 

ames,  Samuel,  Benjamin  A.J.,  Daniel  and  Stephen,  and  his  daughters  Sarah 
and  Elizabeth. 
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Uncle  Samuel  died  in  Robertson  County,  in  A.D.  1809.  Uncle  Benjamin 
A.J.  died  in  the  Hermitage  District  in  this  (Davidson)  county,  Tenn.,  and 
was  buried  at  the  graveyard  of  Hollis  Hagers  Esq.  A.D.  1815.  Aunt  Sarah 
married  Dr.  Jno.  Conger  who  moved  to  Missouri;  Aunt  Elizabeth  married 
Dr.  Jones  of  Jonesborough,  Ill.,  and  died  there;  Uncle  Isaac  moved  to  New 
Orleans  and  died  there,  his  sons  Joseph  and  Elijah  were  drowned  on  the  Gulf 
of  Mexico;  and  Uncle  Isaac  and  the  balance  of  his  family  died  in  New 
Orleans  in  1816.  Grandfather  Joseph  Dorris  moved  from  Maryland  to  Orange 
Co.,  North  Carolina  on  Stone  Creek.  His  brother  Benjamin  William  died 
while  he  was  cradling  oats  and  died  suddenly.  The  rest  all  moved  to  Tenn. 
A.D.  1798  and  settled  in  Robertson,  Davidson  and  Sumner  Counties.  In 
three  settlements  --  and  their  farms  joined  so  that  they  could  visit  each 
other  as  often  as  they  wished,  and  expecially  when  there  was  preaching. 
Grandfather  and  his  kindred  and  friends  built  the  first  Baptist  meeting 
house  in  Robertson  Co.,  on  Sulphur  Fork  Creek,  four  miles  above  Springfield, 
Tenn.  He  was  well  known  in  Maryland,  Virginia  and  North  Carolina.  He 
was  Chaplain  in  General  Jackson's  Army  and  many  of  his  kindred  and  church 
members  were  soldiers,  and  his  respect  for  his  General  was  warm  until  his 
death.  Uncle  Stephen  Dorris  was  assistant  surgeon  in  Jackson's  Army, 
after  peace  was  made  with  the  British.  He  settled  in  Princeton,  Ky.,  and 
married  there.  He  came  to  us  when  Grandfather  was  on  his  death  bed  in 
Coopertown,  Robertson  County,  Tenn.,  and  stayed  two  days  and  nights  and 
left  $50.00. 


My  father  John  Irwin  Dorris  was  born  on  the  eastern  shores  of  Maryland 
22  Oct.  1773.  The  Dorris's  were  Greeks.  My  fathers  mother  was  a  Scotch 
Lady,  Mary  Griffin.  My  father  was  her  first  son.  He  came  to  Cumberland 
in  1792  (Nashville)  when  there  were  but  few  cabins  and  a  block  house,  and 
was  called  French  Lick  Station.  Old  Capt.  Demunbrane,  a  French  trader, 
came  up  the  Cumberland  river  to  trade  with  the  Indians,  he  had  a  keel 
boat  well  manned,  and’  had  arms  and  ammun.  to  defend  himself  and  crew. 

There  were  no  whites  when  he  first  came  and  the  Indians  came  on  him  near 
the  Sulphur  Lick  then  called  French  Lick.  He  made  signs  of  peace  to  them, 
but  they  attacked  with  bows  and  arrows.  His  boat  was  fixed  for  defense 
and  when  he  gave  them  a  volley  from  his  firearms,  they  fled.  Father  and 
family  moved  to  Nashville  A.D.  1820.  Father  became  acquainted  with  all  the 
old  settlers,  cultivated  the  soil  and  helped  to  conquer  the  Indians. 

On  the  14th  of  Sept.  1794,  his  last  battle  was  at  Nickejack  Deerhead, 
and  Running  Water  Towns,  he  swam  the  Tennessee  River  going  and  coming. 

Those  who  could  not  swim  made  rafts  and  rawhide  skiffs,  and  carrier  over 
the  guns  and  ammunition.  Peace  with  the  Cherokees  was  made  permanent,  and 
the  people  were  prosperous  and  happy  in  their  new  homes. 


My  uncles  and  cousins  moved  to  Illinois,  Kentucky,  Missouri,  Arkansas 
and  lately  some  moved  to  Mississippi,  California,  Texas  and  Oregon.  In 
Tennessee  and  Kentucky,  some  still  own  land  and  live  on  the  farms  of  .reir 
grandfather,  and  when  called  on  to  defend  their  country  responded  liberally. 
They  are  mechanics  naturally  and  very  apt  in  learning  anything  they  wish. 

I  have  never  known  of  them  disgracing  themselves  by  murder  or  theft.  y 

cared  little  about  seeking  for  office,  their  fellow  citizens  made  some  ot 
them  magistrates  and  constables,  only  two  have  been  legislators  *n 

Oregon  and  one  in  Texas,  and  one  Senator  in  Congress,  Wm.  K.  Sebastian 

from  Arkansas. 
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We  have  had  six  doctors  of  medicine  thus  far  and  four  lawyers,  twenty 
school  teachers,  five  Baptist  preachers,  two  Christian  preachers  and  one 
Methodist.  I  have  known  but  seven  sportsmen  or  gamblers. 

The  name  is  a  very  ancient  one  according  to  the  Bible  and  Hollins 
Ancient  History.  When  the  second  "r"  was  put  in  our  name  I  do  not  know, 
but  it  is  believed  among  some  of  us  to  be  about  the  time  they  migrated 
from  the  province  of  Dorea  Greece  to  the  County  Down  in  Ireland  or 
shortly  after. 

There  were  two  young  Dorris'  came  from  County  Down  Ireland  and  en¬ 
listed  and  were  on  the  gunboat  that  came  up  to  Nashville  in  time  of  our 
last  (Civil)  war.  They  came  to  see  us,  and  cousin  Samuel  Frost  Dorris 
counted  up  the  kinship  and  to  our  children  they  were  fourth  cousins  and 
they  favored  our  families.  Cousin  Samuel  Frost  Dorris  died  in  the  year 
1879  aged  91  years.  He  was  well  posted  on  the  four  generations  of  the 
American  Dorris'.  He  had  visited  all  the  families  before  they  moved  to 
other  states  above  named  and  could  give  the  names  of  all  their  children. 
Grand  Uncle  Samuel  was  his  grandfather  who  was  84  years  old  when  he  died; 
his  son  William  was  Samuel  Frost's  father,  his  mother's  name  was  Frost. 

Her  parents  lived  in  Maryland  when  she  was  married  and  where  Samuel  Frost 
Dorris  was  born  and  his  brothers  William  and  Joseph  and  his  sisters  also. 
His  uncle  Samuel  married  his  mother's  sister  and  their  sons  Isaiah  and 
Josiah  were  born  in  Maryland  and  his  sisters  were  born  in  Sumner  Co.  Tenn. 

My  father  in  time  of  war  with  the  Cherokees  became  acquainted  with 
my  mother's  brothers,  Capt.  James  Menees  and  his  brothers  John,  Isaac, 
Benjamin  and  William  Davison  Menees  and  thru  them  grandfather  Benjamin 
Menees,  a  full  blooded  Englishman  born  in  Virginia.  He  served  under 

Gen.  George  Washington  until  the  surrender  of  Lord  Cornwallis  at  Yorktown, 
Va . » 


The  two  stories  differ  in  some  respects.  Perhaps  the  earlier 
account  made  in  1888  would  be  more  nearly  correct,  but  additional  searches 
will  be  needed  to  properly  organize  these  various  Dorris  families,  and 
make  the  proper  connections.  One  record  states  Joseph  married  Cynthia 
Irwin  and  they  had  sons  John  Irwin  and  Thomas;  then  he  married  Mary 
Williams  and  had  ten  sons  and  three  daughters.  The  other  record  states 
Joseph  married  Mary  Griffin  in  Maryland  and  had  sons  John  Irwin  and 
William;  he  later  married  Katharine  McDaniel  and  had  seven  sons  and  two 
daughters.  Nothing  has  been  uncovered  to  prove  or  disprove  either  story. 

Another  question  raised  by  the  two  accounts  is  that  one  record  states 
Isaac  Dorris  married  Abigail  Frost;  the  other  states  that  Samuel  married 
Abigail  Frost  and  we  feel  the  latter  is  correct,  as  it  is  born  out  by 
family  records  of  Jessie  B.  Tidwell(5)  and  Nancy  Dorris  Carpenter (2) . 

One  record  states  that  William  Dorris  and  Catherine  Frost  had  eight 
children,  but  we  know  from  our  own  family  records  there  were  ten  chil¬ 
dren  born  to  this  couple.  Our  records  show  that  William  was  a  son  of 
amuel  Dorris  and  wife  Martha  Hues,  but  according  to  one  account  William 
was  a  half-brother  of  John  Irwin  Dorris  and  this  would  mean  that  the 
acher  was  Josef  Dorris,  so  here  again  proof  will  be  needed.  Records  were 
left  by  James  Samuel  Hendricks  (#41  in  the  main  body  of  the  book)  giving 
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the  names  of  his  grandparents,  Samuel  Dorris  and  Martha  Hues.  His  mother 
was  Tabitha  Dorris,  wife  of  John  Thompson  Hendricks (#16) .  Tabitha  was 
also  a  sister  of  Rebecca  Dorris,  wife  of  Samuel  Hendricks  (#24)  and  a 
sister  of  Drusilla  Dorris,  wife  of  James  Hendricks (#31) .  In  the  history 
and  Bible  records  left  by  James  and  Drusilla  they  also  state  that  William 
Dorris  was  a  son  of  Samuel  Dorris  and  wife  Martha  Hues  (Hughes,  Huey,  Huel, 
Hughie,  Hews.) 

Numerous  records  in  New  Jersey,  Maryland,  North  Carolina  and  Tennessee 
have  been  searched  for  these  families.  We  find  them  in  census  records, 
marriage  records,  cemetery  records,  tax  lists,  deeds  and  wills  but  still 
the  documentary  proof  needed  has  not  been  uncovered  to  properly  identify 

them . 


From  our  own  family  records  we  have  the  following: 


SAMUEL  DORRIS  was  born  1733.  He  died  about  1825  at  the  age  of  92  m 
Robertson  or  Sumner  Co.,  Tenn.  He  married  MARTHA  HUES  (Huey,  Huel,  Hughie, 
Hughes,  Hews).  One  record  states  that  Samuel  Dorris  was  born  and  married 

in  New  Jersey.

In  the  records  of  Frostburgh,  Md(l)we  find  an  account  of  our 
family.  This  little  town  was  situated  near  the  headwaters  of  George’s 
Creek,  on  a  plateau  between  Great  savage  and  Dan’s  mountains,  1792 
feet  high,  midway  between  Cumberland,  Md.  and  Piedmont,  W.  Va.  This 
town  was  originally  called  Mount  Pleasant.  There  were  only  three  houses 
in  1800,  owned  by  Meshach  Frost,  Joseph  Dilley  and  Dennis  Beall.  All 
of  the  surrounding  land  was  owned  by  George  McCullah,  Meshach  Frost 
and  Isaiah  Frost.  In  1812  Meshach  Frost  sold  building  lots.  He 
owned  a  tavern  in  as  much  as  this  had  become  a  stopping  place  for 
travelers.  It  soon  became  known  as  Frost  town,  later  Frostburg. 

Mechach  owned  881  acres  of  land  and  his  brother  Isaiah  474;  they  owned 
the  first  coal  mine;  they  also  built  the  first  railroad. 


Mechach  Frost  was  born  on  the  farm  near  town.  His  wife  was 
Catherine  Magers;  she  was  born  in  Mount  Savage,  a  daughter  of  Nathan 
Magers .  They  were  married  20  June  1812  and  immediately  moved  to  what 
is  now  Frostburg  and  built  a  home  on  the  site  of  St.  Michael’s  Church. 
Meshach  was  a  son  of  Josiah  Frost,  who  came  to  Alleghany  from  New 
Jersey  at  the  close  of  that  century.  Meshach  had  two  brothers, 

Isaiah  and  Josiah  who  both  lived  in  this  vicinity.  Meshach  Frost 
was  the  first  postmaster  and  it  was  he  who  changed  the  name  of  Mount 
Pleasant  to  Frostburg.  There  was  a  monument  erected  in  1877  at  St. 
Michael's  church  cemetery,  Frostburg,  Md.  in  honor  of  Meshach  and  his 
wife  Catherine. 


It  is  quite  possible  that  Josiah  Frost,  father  of  Meshach,  was 
descended  from  the  Frost  family  so  common  in  the  New  England  States 
and  that  the  early  ancestor  came  from  England.  However  documentary 
proof  has  not  been  established  to  bear  this  out.  There  is  some 
indication  that  he  may  have  been  a  son  of  Jedediah  and  grandson  of 
Abner.  This  clue  comes  from  the  will  of  Abner  Frost  of  Elizabethtown, 

Essex  Co.,  who  mentions  his  son  Jedediah  and  grandson  Josiah.  Essex  county 
records  are  not  complete  enough  to  give  us  the  proof  we  need. 


The  marriage  record  of  Josiah  Frost  and  Elizabeth  Parcel  (Parsel, 
Passel,  Parsell,  etc.)  was  found  1  Mar.  1768  in  New  Providence,  Essex 
Co.,  N.J.  At  that  time  this  town  had  only  been  in  existence  some 
35  years,  having  been  formerly  part  of  Elizabethtown.  It  is  quite 
possible  that  the  Pearsall  family  of  Elizabethtown,  N.J.  were  m  some 
way  connected  to  Nicholas,  son  of  William  (decendant  of  John),  who 
made  a  will  in  1724  in  Newton,  Long  Island,  leaving  property  to  his 
sons,  some  of  which  was  in  Elizabethtown,  N.J.  New  Jersey  records 
of  this  period  are  very  difficult.  Their  land  system  was  that  of  the 
old  Patroon  estates,  and  very  few  deeds  are  extant,  as  most  f ami  ie 
only  rented  land.  Wills  and  marriage  records  are  helpful  if  they 
can  be  located.  Another  possibility  is  that  Elizabeth  may  ave  e 
a  daughter  of  Thomas  Parsell,  son  of  William.  Documentary  evidence 

will  be  needed  to  establish  her  parentage.  -  -  f

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Will  of  JOS I AH  FROST  (17  to  1819) 


"In  the  name  of  God,  Amen,  I,  Josiah  Frost,  Senior,  of  Allegany 
County,  and  State  of  Maryland,  Husbandman,  being  weak  in  body,  but  of 
perfect  sound  disposing  mind  and  memory,  thanks  be  unto  God  therefor, 
calling  to  mind  the  mortality  of  my  body  and  knowing  it  is  appointed 
unto  all  men  once  to  die,  do  make  and  ordain  this  my  last  will  and 
testament,  that  is  to  say,  principally  and  first  of  all  I  recommend  my 
soul  into  the  hands  of  Almighty  God  that  gave  it,  and  my  body  to  the 
earth,  to  be  buried  in  decent  Christian  burial  at  the  descretion  of  my 
executor  hereinafter  named,  nothing  doubting  but  at  the  general 
resurrection  I  shall  re-estate  wherewith  it  has  pleased  God  to  bless 
me  in  this  life,  I,  give,  devise  and  dispose  of  the  same  in  the  following 
manner  and  form. 


First  and  principally  I  will  and  command  that  all  my  just  debts  and 
funeral  charges  be  fully  and  justly  paid,  then 


Secondly,  I  give  and  bequeath  unto  my  dearly  beloved  son  Isaiah 
Frost,  his  heirs  and  assigns  forever,  the  following  piece,  parcel  or 
tract  of  land  lying  and  being  in  the  County  aforsaid  and  distinguished 
as  follows,  to  wit,  Beginning  at  the  end  of  three  perches  on  a  line 
drawn  North  Sixty  two  degrees.

Thirdly,  I  hereby  give  and  bequeath  unto  my  dearly  beloved  son 
Meshack  Frost,  his  heirs  and  assigns  forever,  the  follox^ing  pieces, 
parcels  or  tracts  of  land  lying  and  being  in  the  County  aforesaid  and 
distinguished  as  follows:  to  wit,  for  the  first  piece  or  parcel  beginning 
at  the  end  of  three  perches  on  a  line  drawn  North  sixty  two  degrees 
West  from  a  bounded  white  oak  standing  on  the  North  side  of  the  Turnpike 
road,  and  running  North  sixty  two  degrees,  West  twenty  perches.  North 
twenty  eight  degrees,  East  six  perches,  North  Forty  two  degrees.  West 
tirty  perches.  North  nine  and  one  half  degrees.  West  twenty  one  perches 
to  a  stake  North  eighty  one  degrees.

Fourthly,  I  hereby  give  and  bequeath  unto  my  dearly  beloved  son 
Josiah  Frost,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  forever,  the  following  piece, 
parcel  and  tract  of  land  lying  and  being  in  the  County  aforesaid  and 

distinguished  as  follows,  to  wit.  Beginning  at  the  beginning  of  lot  No

Nevertheless  the  saw  mill  and  coal  mine 
situated  and  being  on  my  son  Josiah’ s  part,  it  is  my  will  ancl 
pleasure  and  I  do  hereby  ordain  that  my  two  sons,  to  wit:  Isaia 
and  Meshack  shall  have  shares  alike  in  the  said  saw  mill  and  coal 
mine  with  my  son  Josiah,  that  is  to  say,  each  one  third  to  them 
and  their  heirs  and  assigns  forever. 


Fifthly,  I  hereby  give  and  bequeath  unto  my  dearly  beloved 
daughters  and  their  issue  the  following  legacies,  to  wit,  to  Catharine 
Dorris,  the  sum  of  thirty  four  pounds  seventeen  shillings,  curren 
Money,  to  my  daughter  Abigail  Dorris  thirty  five  pounds  twelve 
shillings  of  like  money,  to  my  grandchildren  the  descendants ^ of  my 
daughter  Rebecca  Porter,  dec’d.  to  wit,  to  James  Porter,  Josiah  or  e  , 
John  Porter,  Moses  Porter  and  Margaret  Porter  the  sum  of  twenty  six 
pounds,  current  money,  as  aforesaid,  that  is  to  say,  share  a*d  share 
alike,  to  be  paid  to  them  by  my  sons  Isaiah,  Meshack  and  Josiah  Fros 
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equally  when  they  arrive  at  full  age,  to  my  daughter  Mary  Arnold  the 
sum  of  twenty  five  pounds  of  like  money,  to  my  daughter  Margaret  Porter 
the  sum  of  fifty  six  pounds  five  shillings  of  like  money,  and  to  my 
daughter  Ann  Frost  the  sum  of  fifty  six  pounds  of  like  money,  to  be 
paid  to  them  their  heirs,  executors,  administrators  or  assigns,  by  my 
sons  as  aforesaid,  each  of  them  paying  equal  shares  of  the  said  legacies. 

Sixthly,  all  my  personal  property  I  may  die  possessed  of  it  is  my 
will  and  pleasure  that  my  Executors  divide  the  same  equally,  that  is  to 
share  and  share  alike  among  my  children  and  grandchildren,  that  is  to 
say,  my  grandchildren  above  mentioned  to  have  their  dead  mother's  part 
to  them,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  forever. 

Lastly,  I  do  hereby  nominate,  appoint  and  constitute  my  sons  Isaiah 
Frost,  Meshack  Frost,  and  Josiah  Frost  Executors  of  this  my  last  will  and 
testament,  hereby  revoking  and  disallowing  all  and  every  other  former 
testaments,  wills,  legacies,  bequests  or  Executors  by  me  in  any  wise 
before  named,  willed  and  bequeathed,  ratifying  and  confirming  this 
and  no  other  to  be  my  last  will  and  testament. 

In  testimony  whereof  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand  and  affixed  my 
seal  this  thirtieth  day  of  March  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand

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HENDRICK  ANCESTRY 


It  is  noted  in  the  Hendricks  Genealogy (1)  that  we  are  descended 
from  Wilm  Hendricks,  a  descendant  of  a  long  line  of  ancestors  tracing 
through  Utrecht,  Holland,  into  Westphalia,  Prussia  and  into  Cologne, 
Germany.  Searches  in  church  and  documentary  records  by  the  Genealogi¬ 
cal  Society  of  Utah  did  not  bear  this  out.  It  will  be  necessary  to  prove 
this  lineage  beyond  Wilm  Hendricks,  born  1673  in  Flatbush,  N.Y.  Current¬ 
ly  (1963)  searches  are  being  made  to  establish  this  line  in  the  old 

country.

The  parentage  of  Charlotte  Hinton,  wife  of  Abraham  Hendricks  (#12  of 
the  main  part  of  this  record)  is  not  known  except  that  her  mothers  name 
was  ELIZABETH.  According  to  family  records  Charlotte  had  a  brother  Jesse 
and  a  brother  John.  An  attempt  was  made  through  the  Genealogical  Society 
Research  Department  at  Salt  Lake  City,  Ut.,  to  follow  the  movements  of 
Jesse  from  Warren  Co.,  Ky.,  where  both  he  and  the  Abraham  Hendricks  family 
were  located  in  the  1810  census,  back  into  North  Carolina. 

In  North  Carolina,  Jesse  was  found  in  Rockingham  Co.,  but  proof  of 
his  ancestry  is  not  available  (at  this  writing  in  1963).  The  name  is 
common  in  North  Carolina,  and  we  find  the  given  name  Jesse  in  Johnston 
County.  Extensive  searches  have  been  made  in  many  counties,  but  without 
a  will  in  which  Jesse  and  Charlotte  are  named,  it  becomes  very  difficult, 
if  not  impossible,  to  establish  the  direct  connection.  A  more  thorough 
search  of  all  counties  concerned  will  be  necessary. 

Jesse  married  Betsey  _  and  they  were  the  parents  of  Rev.  Samuel 

Hinton  who  married  Rebecca  Hendricks,  daughter  of  Albert  Hendricks  (#6  in 
the  main  body  of  this  book).  Perhaps  there  were  other  children  of  Jesse 
and  Betsey  Hinton,  in  addition  to  Samuel,  of  which  we  do  not  have  record.

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SCHENCK  ANCESTRY 


Summarizing  from  a  x^ell,  authenticated  history  on  the  Schenclc 
family (1),  compiled  by  A.  D.  Schenck,  we  learn  that  the  Schenck  family 
ancestry  traces  back  many  generations  in  Holland,  through  the  Barons  Van 
Toutenburg,  descendants  of  the  Batavians.  According  to  this  author  they 
were  a  race  of  great  warriors,  "hardy  of  body  and  vigorous  of  mind"; 
physically  they  were  of  "vast  stature  with  long  yellow  hair,  bright  blue 
eyes,  and  clear  blonde  complexion."  They  were  a  race  noted  for  "personal 
dignity,  perhaps  at  times  with  an  excess  of  pride."  They  were  the  favored 
troops  of  Caesar.  Land  and  rich  possessions  became  theirs  through  the  use 
of  the  sword;  fighting  seemed  their  only  worthwhile  occupation. 

The  women  of  this  mighty  group  were  highly  respected,  in  fact,  in 
this  they  stand  forth  above  all  other  races  of  the  past  according  to  this 

history. 

This  ancestral  sketch  covers  the  period  of  time  from  878  to  1225,  at 
which  time  a  branch  known  as  the  family  of  SCHENCK  VAN  NYDECK  continues 
down  to  the  immigration  of  two  brothers  of  this  family  to  America.  Our 
present  family  traces  back  to  one  of  these  brothers,  ROELOF  MARTENSE 
SCHENCK.  He  was  born  at  Amersfoort,  Province  of  Utrecht,  Holland  in  1629. 
(It  is  noted  the  records  differ  as  to  the  birth  of  Roelof  Martense  Schenck; 
in  the  book  by  A.  D.  Schenck,  he  states  this  birth  occurred  in  1619,  all 
other  records  state  1629-30).  Roelof  came  to  New  Amsterdam  with  his 
brother  Jan  and  sister  Anetje  in  1650.  He  settled  in  Flatlands,  Long 
Island,  N.Y.  where  he  married  first  NEELTJE  COUWENHOVEN.  After  her  death 
he  married  our  immediate  ancestor,  ANNETJE  PIETERS E  WYCKOFF.  He  married 
third  CATHARINE  CRUGIER . 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  three  of  the  daughters  of  Roelof 
Martense  Schenck  married  the  three  Van  Couwenhoven  brothers  who  were  the 
first  settlers  of  this  name  in  Monmouth  County,  N.J.  Members  of  these 
families  were  leaders  in  the  settlement  of  those  areas. 


The  name  of  Roelof  is  listed  among  church  and  community  of ficials  of 
this  period.  According  to  the  Schenck  history  referred  to;  "In  most  of 
the  early  colonial  records  Roelof’ s  name  is  given  in  various  forms  as, 
Roelof  Martens,  Martensen,  Martense  and  sometimes  in  full,  but  as  a  genera 
thing  his  patronyomic  name  being  omitted,  as  was  the  custom  among  the 
Hollanders  in  those  days,  and  is  yet,  among  some  of  the  nations  oi  Nortn- 
ern  Europe.  Individuals  added  to  their  names  that  of  their  father  an 
omitted  their  surnames,  or  in  fact,  in  most  cases  having  none,  Roelof  and 
his  family  being  among  the  very  few  cases  where  a  well-established  surname 
is  found  at  all,  when  brought  into  contact  with  the  English,  and  their 
customs  and  authorities  in  this  respect,  the  Dutch  settlers,  to  supply  the 
want  of  a  distinguishing  patronymis  adopted  as  such  the  name  oi  e  ci  y, 
town  or  locality  in  Holland  from  which  they  came." 

According  to  the  Schenck  history  referred  to  above,  the  early  pedigree 
of  this  family,  shown  by  records  of  various  successors,  are  rather  incom¬ 
plete,  but  enough  has  remained  to  establish  the  ancestry  to  Hennch  Van 
Nydeck  living  in  1346.  It  is  reported  that  he  was  descended  from 
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Colve  De  Witte,  (Baron  Van  Toutenburg)  who  was  killed  in  878  at  the  battle 
of  Clodius  against  the  Dane,  but  we  feel  that  sufficient  records  are  not 
available  to  establish  this,  although  some  scattered  records  due  tend  to 
bear  this  out;  therefore  we  will  report  only  those  records  back  to  1346. 
Only  the  direct  line  will  be  listed  here,  (as  they  appear  in  families  with 
a  +  indicating  the  direct  ancestor) .

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VAN  PELT  ANCESTRY 


In  a  Genealogy  of  the  Van  Pelt  Family (1)  we  learn  that  the  American 
origin  of  this  family  traces  back  to  the  "landing  of  the  ship  "Rosetree" 
or"Roseboom"  in  the  port  at  New  York  in  March  of  1663.  Among  its 
passengers  were  the  first  Van  Pelt  families,  Teunis  Jansen  Lanen  Van 
Pelt  with  his  family,  his  wife  Grietje  Jans  and  their  six  children;  and 
Matthys  Janse  Lanen  Van  Pelt,  (Our  American  Ancestor)  with  four  children. 
The  wife  of  Matthys  left  with  them,  but  died  and  was  buried  at  sea 
during  the  passage."  They  came  from  Luyck  (Liege)  Nether land  (Holland) 
and  settled  at  New  Utrecht,  Long  Island,  N.Y. 

"Matthys  Janse  Lanen  Van  Pelt  (known  as  Thys  Jansen  Van  Pelt)  after 
losing  his  wife  at  sea  later  married  Adriantje  Hendricks.  Some  of  his 
descendants  and  those  of  his  brother  Adriain  (who  signed  his  name 
"Adriaen  Lane")  are  said  to  have  dropped  the  "Van  Pelt"  from  their 
names  and  became  known  as  "Lanen"  and  later  "Lane".  Some  authorities 
believe  that  some  of  the  "Lanes"  of  New  Jersey  were  originally  "Van 
Pelts ." 

"Often  children  were  known  by  the  given  name  of  the  father  being 
added  to  their  own:  as  Jan  Van  Pelt  was  called  Teunisse,  or  Teunissen 
if  he  were  a  son  of  Teunisse.  If  Gysbrecht  was  his  fathers  name,  he 
was  called  Jan  Gysbrechtse,  thus,  much  confusion  arises  in  tracing 
genealogy.  There  also  were  various  ways  of  spelling  this  family  name-- 
such  as,  Pelt,  Pelten,  Pels,  Pell,  Van  Pelet,  Van  Peelt,  Pelts,  Van 
Peltt,  Pel  and  Van  Pelt." 

According  to  this  record (1)  early  members  of  this  family  followed 
various  trades:  lawyers,  merchants,  dealers  in  and  tillers  of  the  land. 
Many  were  in  the  militia  during  the  Revolution  and  many  were  seaman. 

These  families  and  their  descendants  spread  through  other  parts  of 
New  York,  to  New  Jersey,  Pennsylvania  and  to  Ohio. 

Beekman(2)  states  that  there  were  social  and  political  reasons  why 
the  New  York  Hollanders  migrated  to  New  Jersey  between  1690  and  1720, 
and  among  these  were  the  Van  Pelts.  "The  quarrels  and  contentions  in 
the  Dutch  churches  of  King's  County,  L.I.  and  the  government  interference 
with  them,  also  disgusted  many  of  the  families  and  sent  the  young  men 
over  to  New  Jersey  where  they  at  least  could  worship  as  they  pleased". 

MATTHYS  JANSE  LANEN  VAN  PELT,  born  about  1620  in  Luyck  (Leige)  Holland. 
The  name  of  his  wife  is  unknown,  but  they  were  the  parents  of  four 
children  born  in  Holland.  His  wife  died  and  was  buried  while  crossing 
the  ocean  to  America.  The  father,  with  the  four  children  landed  in 
New  York,  March  1663  and  settled  in  New  Utrecht,  L.I.,  N.Y.  He  married 
2nd  ADRIAENTJE  HENDRICKS,  born  about  1641  in  Holland.  To  this  marriage 
eight  children  were  born.  After  coming  to  America  he  was  known  as 
Thys  Jansen  Van  Pelt.

ANCESTORS

To  those  of  us  who  find  fascination  in  delving  among  the  records 
of  the  past,  and  to  those  others  who  may  experience  delight  in  a  faded 
coat-of-arms  and  the  "Knights  of  Old"... we  are  told  that  King  Harold 
of  England,  who  died  in  1066  in  the  Battle  of  Hastings,  was  not  just 
the  son  of  Earl  Godwine  of  Wessex,  in  England,  but  of  the  true  Saxon 
royal  house  of  England,  from  King  Aethelred  I,  older  brother  of  King 
Alfred  the  Great  and  grandson  of  King  Egbert,  who  died  839. 

In  the  Wyckoff  Genealogy,  under  Chapter  I,  "European  Progenitors," 
Dr.  Gustave  Anjou,  tells  us  that  Pieter  Claesen  Wyckoff  was  seventeen 
generations  removed  from  Godwin,  Earl  of  Wessex  and  Kent,  England, 
and  his  wife  Gytha,  through  their  son  Harold,  King  in  England,  1035- 
1040,  and  his  daughter  Gyda.

The  above  information  comes  from  a  long  article  in  the  January, 
1957  Quarterly  of  the  New  England  Historical  and  Genealogical  Society, 
pages  30-38,  written  by  Lundie  W.  Barlow  and  communicated  by  the 
Committee  on  English  and  Foreign  Research  and  is  thoroughly  documented 
and  substantiated  by  two  pages  of  references  to  English  Wills,  Deeds, 
Domesday  entries,  Anglo-Saxon  Wills  and  Writs,  Royal  Charters,  etc. 

The  following  is  taken  from  the  Wyckoff  Family  in  America(2). 

EUROPEAN  PROGENITORS 

The  Roots  of  the  Wyckoff  Family  run  deep  into  Scandinavia,  and, 
like  most  lines  in  the  sixteenth  century  and  earlier,  have  no  sharp 
racial  definition.  The  two  generations  immediately  behind  our 
earliest  ancestor  in  the  New  World,  Pieter  Claesen  (Wyckoff),  were 
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linked  by  marriage  with  Holland,  validating  the  claim  of  Dutch  descent. 
But  back  of  these  female  connections  is  a  long  line  of  coastal 
traders  who  trace  through  Swedish  and  Danish  ancestors  who  were  more 
truly  citizens  of  the  world  than  subjects  of  organized  nations.  It 
is  not  strange,  therefore,  that  the  line  of  Old  World  progenitors 
becomes  increasingly  unsure  with  each  stage  of  the  voyage  back  into 
that  dim  and  largely  uncharted  past. 

Somewhere  in  the  late  1920' s,  William  Forman  Wyckoff  engaged  Dr. 
Gustave  Anjou,  who  was  going  abroad  for  genealogical  research  for  other 
families,  to  give  some  time  to  following  back  the  line  in  which  Pieter 
Claesen  descended.  The  report  turned  in,  like  that  of  many  another 
similar  quest,  begins  plausibly  and  then  proceeds  from  the  known  to 
the  unknown  with  no  clear  break  between  the  two.  Not  every  member  of  a 
Scotch  clan  could  claim  blood  relationship  with  "the  Head"  whose  name 
spread  like  a  mantle  over  his  loyal  followers.  It  is  quite  as 
untenable  to  assume  that  we  have  established  consanguinity  by  merely 
matching  names  in  times  when  nomenclature  was  largely  personal  and 
patronymics  generally  non-existant .  Dr,  Anjou's  report,  condensed  to 
a  skeleton  genealogical  line,  follows;  but  few  will  accept  it  in  toto 
as  more  than  a  fantastic  possibility;  certainly  not  as  the  water-tight 
line  of  descent  of  a  single  family.

The  two  oldest 
chi  ldr  en  *  we  r  e  born  in  Rensselaerwick,  but  the  church  in  which  were  kept  the 
records  of  their  birth,  etc.  was  burned  and  the  records  destroyed  In  16.9 
he  moved  with  his  family  to  New  Amsterdam.  He  remained  here  until  1655 
he  signed  a  contract  "To  superintend  the  Bowery  and  cattle  of  Pete 
Stuyvesant  in  New  Amersfoort  and  moved  to  Flatlands,  Brooklyn. 
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He  prospered  and  became  one  of  the  most  influential  citizens  of  the 
little  frontier  settlement.  He  bought  land  from  time  to  time;  became  a 
local  judge;  was  influential  in  establishing  the  Flatlands  Dutch  Reformed 

Church. 

When  the  British  took  over  the  Dutch  colony,  they  had  difficulty  with 
the  Dutch  names  and  demanded  that  the  Dutch  families  take  surnames  by 
which  they  could  be  identified.  It  was  then  that  the  name  WYCKOFF  first 
came  into  use.  The  origin  of  the  name,  as  accepted  by  William  Forman 
Wyckoff,  is  as  follows:  Pieter  Claesen  had  been  a  local  judge  and  the 
name  came  from  this  fact,  the  "Wyk"  meaning  a  parish  and  "hof"  meaning  a 
court.  Thus  the  name  would  mean  Pieter  Claesen  of  the  town  court. 

Another  version  states  they  may  have  in  some  way  been  connected  to  the 
old  Friesian  gentry  of  Austrian  Wickhoffs,  referring  to  the  house  in  the 
province  of  Drente  which  is  called  Hof  in  der  Wijk,  or  Wijkof.  "Hof"  would 
here  mean  house  or  farmstead  and  "Wijk'*  would  designate  the  locality. 

There  is  no  certainity  as  to  which  is  correct.  There  are  many  spellings 
of  the  name,  but  the  accepted  one  is  the  nearest  to  the  original,  Wyckoff. 

Pieter  Claesen  had  ten  children,  six  boys  and  four  girls,  all  of 
whom  married  and  had  families  as  is  shown  in  the  Wyckoff  Book(2).  The 
family  had  a  high  standing  in  the  Dutch  colony,  as  is  shown  by  the 
families  into  which  they  married.  All  were  families  of  importance. 

GRIETJE  VAN  NESS,  wife  of  Pieter  Claesen  Wyckoff,  was  the  daughter 
of  Cornells  Hendrick  and  Maycke  (Hendrieux  van  der  Burchgraeff)  Van  Ness. 
Cornelis  was  the  son  of  Hendrick  Gerritse  Van  Ness  of  Ameland,  Holland. 
Maycke  was  the  daughter  of  Hendrick  Adriense  and  Annetje  (Janse,  of 
Laeckervelt,  Holland)  van  der  Burchgraeff.  These  families  were  wealthy 
and  of  high  rank,  so  when  Grietje  and  Pieter  Claesen  were  married  she 
brought  to  him  wealth  as  well  as  rank. 

Grietje’ s  father  Cornelis  van  Ness,  son  of  Hendrich  van  Ness,  was 
doubtless  a  native  of  the  village  of  Nes  on  the  island  of  Ameland  in  the 
province  of  Friesland,  North  Holland.  He  later  lived  in  Vianen,  near 
Utrecht  in  South  Holland. 

Grietje  Van  Ness  was  born  in  the  Netherlands  between  1624  and  1630. 

She  outlived  her  husband,  who  died  in  1694.  She  died  between  1699  and 
1703  and  was  buried  beside  her  husband  in  Flatlands,  L.I.,  N. Y. 

Pieter  Claesen  Wyckoff  was  born  in  Boda,  Oland  Island,  6  Jan.  1625, 
the  only  son  of  Claes  Cornelissen  van  Schouwen  and  Margaret  van  der  Goes; 
he  married  before  1646;  he  died  30  June  1694.

The  Old  Wyckoff  House (2) 


The  house  as  it  now  stands  (1950)  is  an  excellent  example  of  early 
Dutch  architecture.  It  was  built  by  the  order  of  Wouter  Van  Twrller 
Governor  General  of  the  Dutch  colony  of  New  Amsterdam  about  1637.  pi®te, 
Claesen  Wyckoff  never  owned  the  house,  although  he  lived  there  rrom  1655 
to  his  death,  and  his  widow  continued  to  live  there  until  her  dea  1 

between  1699  and  1703.  omoiior* 

The  house  consists  of  a  main  building  fronting  north  and  a  smaller 

addition  on  the  west  end,  built  later.  The  mam  building  15  story 

high  with  a  roomy  garret,  with  the  characteristic  overhanging  roof.  Oak 
timbers  were  used  In  the  ceilings  and  floors.  There  were  two  fireplaces 
one  at  each  end,  and  in  the  western  addition  is  a  Dutch  oven.  There 
two  outside  doors,  opening  north  and  south;  on  the  north  is  the  oriSl 
Dutch  door  divided  horizontally  in  the  middle  and  hung  on  heavy  wrought- 
iron  hinees  The  windows  are  fitted  with  solid  wooden  shutters  o.  ea  > 
datL  In  spite  of  its  great  age,  the  house  is  still  solid  and  sturdy, 

with  no  evidence  of  weakness  in  its  floors  or  irame.
